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These  reports  increase  in  value  as  the  data  for  comparison 
increases.  There  are  many  relations  here  portrayed  that  are  of 
special  interest  to  the  physician  and  also  to  all  that  are  interested 
in  tracing  the  details  of  local  history.  Here  is  the  record  of 
silent  influences  that  have  modified  important  movements  that 
seemed  to  be  guided  as  planned  entirely  by  man's  intelligence. 
Some  famous  historian  is  credited  with  saying  that  a  single  fit  of 
sickness  changed  the  history  of  all  Europe.  What  the  disease  in 
question  was,  and  the  name  of  the  illustrious  patient,  does  not 
now  occur  to  me,  but  the  point  was  well  established.  Almost  any 
one  of  advanced  years  can  remember,  in  the  local  history  of  his 
town,  how  its  prosperity  has  been  marred  by  the  breaking  down 
of  some  public  spirited  citizen  who  had  planned  improvements 
that,  had  he  been  able  to  carry  them  out,  would  have  been  of  last- 
ing benefit,  and  which  were  irretrievably  lost.  It  is  true  that  we 
have  not  here  a  record  of  the  prevailing  sickness,  but  to  a  great 
degree  the  causes  of  deaths  indicate  what  the  sickness  has  been. 
And  while  the  appeal  of  the  figures  that  show  the  number  of  lives 
needlessly  wasted  each  year  is  to  the  reason  and  sober  judgment, 
yet,  with  a  little  stretch  of  the  imagination,  they  can  be  clothed 
with  life.  When  it  is  stated  that  in  one  town  there  were  a  hun- 
dred unnecessary  deaths  from  diphtheria,  the  impression  is  at  best 
vague.  But  if  we  learn  that  our  neighbor,  James  Peters,  has  lost 
four  children  from  that  disease  and  that  three  others  of  his  family 
are  seriously  sick  with  it,  while  his  cesspool  was  tightly  covered 
and  an  untrapped  pipe  led  to  it,  our  interest  is  awakened.  But  too 
often,  while  we  blame  such  carelessness,  we  take  it  for  granted  that 
our  own  premises  are  all  right,  that  our  own  drains  and  cess-pools 
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per  cent,  of  the  births  in  our  cities  unrecorded,  and  that  the  true 
birth-rate  is  not  less  than  twenty -six  per  thousand,  as  the  class  of 
population  from  which  reports  are  not  secured  has  a  higher  birth- 
rate than  the  native-born  population. 

It  seems  a  harsh  measure  to  prosecute  a  kindly  neighbor 
who  officiates  at  the  birth  of  a  child  without  reporting  the  birth, 
nor  is  it  practicable.  If  such  women  were  required  to  register 
and  take  a  license,  as  in  England,  they  could  be  reached ;  but  as  no 
restrictions  are  placed  by  law  around  the  practice  of  medicine, 
that  is  too  much  to  expect.  The  only  feasible  remedy  is  a  regular 
canvass  each  year.  The  practice  of  requiring  the  parents  to 
report  does  not  work  well,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  where  it  has  been 
tried,  and  would  not  reach  the  class  not  now  secured,  as  they  would 
never  learn  that  there  was  any  such  law,  nor  remember  to  obey  it 
should  they  be  taught  its  provisions.  It  is  well  worthy  of  consid- 
eration whether  such  a  canvass  as  suggested  should  not  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  present  method  of  collecting  returns  of  births. 

There  were  recorded  in  1882,  in  the  State,  14,938  births;  an 
increase  of  322  .over  1881,  and  1,109  more  than  in  1880.  The 
marriages  recorded  were  5,329  in  number;  an  increase  of  479,  and 
584  more  than  in  1880.  There  were  11,662  deaths;  755. more 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  1,254  more  than  in  1880.  As 
will  be  seen  later  more  in  detail,  the  year  has  been  fully  as  unfa- 
vorable to  health  as  any  yet  reported.  This  has  been  generally 
the  case ;  the  increase  was  not  confined  to  this  region. 

There  were  392  divorces;  12  less  than  the  preceding  year,  which 
gives  a  ratio  of  one  divorce  to  every  13.5  marriages.  There  has 
been  thus  far  a  decrease  since  the  repeal  of  the  omnibus  clause; 
and  whether  that  is  the  cause  or  not  of  the  decrease,  or  one  of  the 
causes,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  clause  will  not  be  restored,  and 
there  seems  to  be  little  prospect  that  it  will.  The  slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  divorces  last  year  was  due  possibly  to  the  cause 
mentioned, — the  clearing  off  the  list  of  old  cases  that  had  been 
pending  some  time. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  3,276;  which  is  433  less 
than  that  of  last  year,  but  quite  a  large  proportion  of  this  is  due 
to  the  decrease  in  the  returns  of  births  from  Middletown,  which 
would,  if  the  real  number  were  given,  decrease  this  deficiency  over 
one-third.   But  there  are  more  than  the  usual  number  of  towns  where 
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the  deaths  exceed  the  births,  and  by  far  a  larger  number  where 
the  births  and  deaths  are  nearly  equal,  varying  but  one  or  two, 
but  always  in  favor  of  the  deaths.  There  are  44  where  the  deaths 
exceed  by  from  four  or  five  up  to  double  in  a  few  cases,  and  20 
where  the  returns  balance  or  vary  by  one. 

There  were,  according  to  the  census  of  1880,  which  nearly 
balances  the  errors  in  returns  by  neglecting  the  proportionate 
natural  increase : 

24      Births  to  the  1,000. 

8.5  Marriages  to  the  1,000. 
18.7  Deaths  to  the  1,000. 

5.2  Excess  of  births  over  deaths  to  the  1,000.

The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  vital  statistics  from 
1848  to  the  present  time.  The  natural  increase  has  been  neglected 
for  the  last  year  or  so  to  counterbalance  omissions  in  the  returns. 
These  imperfections  are  no  greater  than  those  in  other  States;  in  fact 
the  statistics  are  more  complete  than  in  most  States.  There  are 
several  where  the  errors  and  omissions  are  supplied  by  canvassers, 
that  are  more  complete ;  but  leaving  this  out  of  the  account,  the 
returns  are  fairly  complete. 

The  law  providing  for  a  return  of  vital  statistics  and  record  of 
each  town  was  enacted  in  1847,  hence  the  tables  begin  at  this  point. 
Such  facts  as  are  contained  in  the  registration  reports  up  to  the 
time  the  Board  of  Health  took  charge  of  the  State's  system  of 
vital  statistics  can  be  tabulated,  although  there  is  but  one  com- 
plete set  of  these  reports  known  to  be  in  existence — that  in  the  State 
Library.  Facts  in  the  blanks  not  tabulated  in  these  reports,  can 
be  obtained  back  to  1869,  the  blanks  of  previous  years  were 
destroyed,  as  at  that  time,  owing  to  the  double  State  house  and  the 
want  of  a  proper  place  to  keep  them,  many  papers  of  more  or  less 
value  were  lost.  It  was  impossible  to  keep  files  that  apparently 
had  served  their  purpose.  One  of  the  large  towns  in  the  State 
recently  sent  for  the  vital  statistics  of  that  town  for  a  series  of 
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years,  and  especially  for  the  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic 
diseases.  This,  it  was  impossible  to  furnish,  for  the  time  re- 
quested, or  for  a  time  which  would  contrast  the  state  of  affairs 
before  and  after  certain  measures  had  been  carried  out.  By  a  pain- 
fully careful  research  they  can  be  dug  out  of  the  records  of  the  town 
registrar's  office.  I  find  also  that  the  duplicate  abstracts  furnished 
to  town  clerks  are  often  not  preserved.  Indeed,  I  would  venture  to 
estimate  that  scarcely  a  town  in  the  State  can  show  in  the  town 
clerk's  office  a  set  of  abstracts,  from  the  enactment  of  the  law  re- 
quiring them,  down  to  the  present  time.

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BIRTHS. 


The  total  number  of  births  reported  is  14,938,  which  exceeds  the 
number  reported  in  1881  by  328,  and  those  in  1880  by  over  a 
thousand.  Still,  the  returns  are  far  from  complete.  In  quite  a 
number  of  the  places  the  returns  include  not  more  than  two-thirds 
of  the  births.  If  these  cases  were  attended  by  physicians,  there 
would  be  no  insuperable  difficulty  in  securing  a  complete  return; 
but  as  it  is,  this  is  impossible  unless  a  canvass  is  made.  Thus,  in 
Middletown,  the  deaths  exceed  the  births,  and  next  year  the  same 
will  be  true  to  a  greater  degree,  as  the  returns  indicate;  so  that, 
if  it  were  not  known  that  they  were  incomplete,  one  would  infer 
that  the  city  was  decreasing  in  population  by  a  natural  decay. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  that  fail  of  record  are  those  attended 
by  uneducated  women,  not  regular  or  professed  midwives,  although 
a  large  percentage  of  those  attended  by  professed  midwives  escape 
record.  These  kindly  neighbors  or  relations,  often  the  mother  of  a 
patient,  attend  the  case,  act  as  nurse,  do  all  the  work  of  the  family, 
and  receive  from  two  to  five  dollars,  or  if  a  relative,  nothing  for 
their  services.  The  reply  to  the  statement  regarding  these  defective 
returns  is,  "execute  the  laws,"  as  if  the  case  could  be  reached  by 
prosecutions.  If  it  could,  one  must  be  hard-hearted  indeed  to 
harass  such  a  woman,  herself,  perhaps,  poorer  than  the  neighbor 
she  assists,  both  ignorant  of  the  law,  and  unable  to  read  or  write, 
because  she  has  failed  in  the  performance  of  a  duty  about  which 
she  knew  or  could  know  nothing.  Again,  who  could  ask  a  poor 
women,  whose  husband's  scanty  wages  barely  provide  the  absolute 
necessities  of  life,  who,  unable  to  employ  a  physician,  or  even 
professional  midwife,  is  aided  in  her  distress  by  a  neighbor  who, 
perhaps,  is  a  mere  acquaintance, — who  could  ask  such  a  woman  to 
testify  against  the  one  that  had  stood  between  her  and  death,  and 
cause  her  to  be  arrested  and  put  to  loss,  and  if  a  jury  could  be 
found  to  convict,  to  imprisonment  (for  no  such  person  could  ever 
pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  and  costs)  ?  No;  the  case  cannot  be  met 
in  any  such  way,  even  if -feasible;  but  it  would  be  as  easy  to  learn 
the  births  as  to  learn  who  to  prosecute. 

The  only  way  out  of  this  difficulty  is  a  canvass,  and  the  subject 
is  under  discussion  and  consideration  by  the  Board  whether  it 
would  not  be  better  to  obtain  the  return  of  all  births  in  the  cities, 
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by  a  canvass,  and.  do  away  with  the  present  system  of  returning 
certificates  of  births  by  the  physicians  and  midwives  to  that 
extent.  There  is  little  difficulty  in  the  country  towns  that  cannot 
be  remedied  under  the  present  law. 

These  records  have  a  double  value  for  genealogical  and  legal 
purposes,  or  statistical  and  sanitary  purposes.  For  the  former, 
completeness  of  the  record  is  essential.  The  full  name  of  the 
child,  that  of  its  parents,  the  nationality  of  the  parents  and  grand- 
parents, and  such  facts,  are  essential.  For  the  second,  it  is  enough 
that  every  birth  be  returned,  with  the  sex  and  number  of  child. 
Its  nationality,  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  is  of  value  in  both 
relations,  equally.  At  present  the  returns  are  incomplete  as  to 
number,  and  still  more  so  as  to  the  name  of  the  child.  If  the 
name  is  returned  by  the  doctor,  it  is  many  times  changed,  and  the 
baptismal  record,  when  obtainable,  shows  an  entirely  different 
name.  This  is  and  has  always  and  everywhere  been  a  great  diffi- 
culty in  the  way  of  securing  complete  birth  returns.  Many  of  our 
record  books  of  births,  for  years  back,  contain  only  fifteen  per 
cent,  of  the  names  of  the  children.  I  have  had  the  most  earnest 
letters  from  genealogists,  and  those  interested  in  writing  up  family 
and  town  histories,  regarding  the  importance  of  this  matter,  and 
asking  if  something  cannot  be  done  in  the  recent  past,  while  the 
parents  are,  in  most  cases,  still  living,  to  secure  these  names.  A 
law  was  passed,  giving  registrars  ten  cents  for  ascertaining  the 
name,  when  an  incompletcbirth  return  was  made  to  him;  but  the 
courts  decided  that  such  a  law  could  not  be  retroactive,  so  the  past 
could  not  be  thus  reached.  By  this  means,  however,  some  names 
are  secured ;  in  a  few  towns,  nearly  all.  The  ten  cents  pays  for  a 
postal  card  to  the  parents,  and  leaves  a  small  margin  for  the  trouble 
taken  by  the  registrar. 

Throughout  the  whole  State,  probably  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
births  go  unrecorded ;  mainly  in  the  cities  and  larger  towns.  The 
canvass  in  Hartford,  one  year,  showed  that  about  a  third  of  the 
births  were  not  returned.  In  reality,  it  was  indicated  that  more 
than  a  third  were  unrecorded,  as  the  canvass  was  not  complete. 
Each  year  several  hundred  have  been  thus  secured  in  Hartford; 
but  the  canvass  grows  less  perfect,  as  the  novelty  wears  off,  and 
it  is  a  voluntary  and  partial  measure. 

If  the  present  method  be  retained  for  the  country  towns,  where 
a  canvass  would  be  more  troublesome,  and  a  canvasser  make  his 
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rounds  in  the  cities,  once  in  six  months,  as  nearly  a  perfect  record 
■would  be  obtained  as  is  possible  in  this  world  of  imperfection.  It 
is  desired  that  the  registrars  give  us  their  views  on  this  question 
during  the  present  year.  If  in  any  city  satisfactory  returns  are 
received,  as  is  the  case,  apparently,  in  Bridgeport,  the  matter  might 
be  left  optional  with  the  registrar.  The  plan  of  supplementing  the 
present  system  by  a  canvass  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  would 
be  general,  would  be  likely  to  render  the  doctors  still  more  negli- 
gent than  they  are  at  present.  The  present  birth  blanks,  designed 
to  aid  the  physician  in  securing  the  full  name  of  the  child,  even 
after  he  has  returned  the  birth,  if  he  will,  would  enable  the  can- 
vassers to  obtain  complete  returns  for  the  stubs,  could  be  retained 
until  the  name  was  recorded ;  or  if  it  was  desired  to  keep  all  the 
stubs,  to  be  marked  in  the  same  way  to  attract  attention  as  an 
incomplete  return.  If  parents  would  name  their  children  promptly, 
there  would  be  less  difficulty;  but  a  law  to  that  effect  is  more  desir- 
able than  practicable. 

The  increase  in  the  birth-rate  is  a  sign  of  prosperity,  and  together 
with  the  increased  marriage-rate  nearly  offsets  the  increase  in  the 
death-rate.  There  remains,  however,  a  balance  on  the  wrong  side, 
and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  balance  will  be  larger 
next  year.  Were  this  state  of  affairs  peculiar  to  Connecticut,  it 
would  be  an  alarming  state  of  affairs;  as  it  is,  we  must  derive  as 
much  comfort  as  possible  from  the  favorable  features,  and  endeavor 
to  remove  the  causes  that  produce  the  -unfavorable  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  increase  gained  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  3,276, 
not  as  large  as  that  of  last  year  by  427;  which  is  not  as  favorable 
a  showing  as  the  increase  in  the  birth-rate  would  indicate.  How- 
ever, if  all  the  births  were  returned,  the  shoe  would  be  on  the 
other  foot.  The  deficiency  in  the  birth  returns  from  Middletown 
would  about  supply  the  lacking  427,  if  not  quite.  It  seems  difficult 
to  obtain  a  canvass  there,  although  it  was  advised.  In  Hartford 
the  defect  was  almost  entirely  remedied  by  a  canvass.  The  returns, 
if  made  by  canvassers,  regularly,  would,  it  must  be  remembered, 
if  the  regular  method,  secure  the  names,  either  at  the  canvass  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  or  later.  This  must  be  remembered  in  judg- 
ing the  merits  of  the  two  methods. 

The  natural  gain  each  day  is  eighty-nine,  which  is  less,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  than  that  of  last  year.     The  natural  increase  is 
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1,059  less  than  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  Were  this 
increased  death-rate  not  largely  caused  by  climatic  agencies,  the 
sanitary  history  of  the  year  would  be  much  more  unfavorable 
than  it  now  is.  The  proportion  of  deaths  under  five  years,  and 
of  those  from  zymotic  diseases,  however,  shows  us  that  there  is 
much  radical  work  to  be  done.  Unfortunately,  although  in  all 
instances  a  great  improvement  in  sanitary  affairs  has  resulted 
from  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  many 
instances  the  radical  measures  advised  have  not  been  carried  out, 
so  that  as  such  improvement  has  followed  upon  what  has  been 
done — 'the  encouragement  for  greater  improvements  is  certainly  all 
that  could  be  desired. 

There  were  7,611  male  births,  7,194  female,  an  excess  of  male 
births  of  417  over  female;  rather  more  than  the  usual  average. 
The  ratio  would  be  112  males  to  every  100  females,  or  56  males  to 
44  females.  The  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  110  males 
to  every  100  females,  or  55  males  to  every  45  females.  The  ratio 
is  larger  in  this  country  than  in  most  countries.  As  the  country 
grows  older,  the  ratio  will,  other  things  being  equal,  probably 
decrease.  The  highest  ratio  for  the  last  ten  years,  in  any  foreign 
country  whose  records  were  accessible:  that  of  Italy,  107  males; 
to  every  100  females,  that  of  England  and  Wales  the  lowest, 
103.9.  This  ratio,  it  is  stated,  is  the  least  recorded,  and  the 
result  of  steady  decrease  for  some  time;  but  the  reasons  for  the 
decrease  in  that  country  are  not  given. 

There  were  reported  386  still-births — 201  males,  121  females, 
65  sex  not  stated;  this  gives  one  to  every  37  living  births.  In  the 
last  two  years  the  ratio  has  been  38  and  40,  respectively.  This  is 
about  the  usual  ratio,  not  only  in  this  State,  but  elsewhere.  The 
male  is  exposed  to  greater  risks  in  childbirth,  from  greater  weight 
and  size.  In  premature  births,  there  is  an  excess  of  males,  but 
not  very  great;  thus,  the  returns  in  1882  give  135  males,  110 
females,  3  sex  not  stated. 

In  illegitimate  births  there  is  also  an  excess  of  males  over 
females.  This  is  about  the  usual  ratio  this  year,  the  returns  show- 
ing 97  males  to  49  females,  25  sex  not  returned.  There  were 
more  in  January  than  in  any  one  month;  in  winter  there  were  54, 
in  spring  34,  in  summer  19,  in  autumn  33;  in  the  rest  the  month 
was  not  stated.     The  deaths  from  infantile  debility  are  more  or 
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less  combined  with  those  from  premature  birth ;  of  those  separable, 
there  is  a  slight  excess  of  deaths  among  the  males — 58  to  50. 
The  following  table  shows  the  illegitimate  births  by  months: 
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The  following  table  shows  the  twin-births  by  months: 
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This  gives  140  pairs  of  twins,  considerably  in  excess  of  usual 
returns,  and  is  probably  due,  for  the  greater  part,  at  least,  to  com- 
pleter returns  on  this  head. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  twins  and  illegiti- 
mate births,  by  counties,  for  the  last  six  years;  the  sex  is  given 
in  the  returns  of  1882  for  the  first  time.  There  was  one  case  of 
triplets  returned  in  March;  two  were  males,  the  third  a  female: 
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1  Including  one  case  of  triplets. 

2  Including  two  cases  of  triplets. 

The  plurality  births  occur  more  frequently  in  the  manufacturing 
towns,  as  it  is  there  the  foreign  population  is  massed.  The  greater 
number,  by  far,  of  the  plurality  births  occur  among  the  foreign- 
born  population.  The  ratio  decreases  in  the  second  generation, 
and  probably  still  more  in  the  third.  As  the  women  become 
Americanized,  and  as  wealth  is  acquired,  health  and  vigor  are 
enervated  by  the  ease  and  luxury.  The  exact  figures,  however, 
cannot  be  traced  beyond  the  second  generation,  that  is,  those  born 
in  this  country  of  foreign  parentage.* 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  born  of 
American  and  foreign  born  parents,  and  the  percentages  to  the 
whole  number  of  births  for  the  last  five  years :

*  There  is  some  confusion  in  this  table,  as  some  report  two  in  case  of  twins,  others  one 
pair.    It  was  noticed  too  late  for  correction. 
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The  percentage  of  American  births  is  larger  this  year  than  the 
usual  average;  but  the  probable  cause  is  the  deficiency  in  the  returns 
of  foreign  births,  as  it  is  here  the  returns  are  most  defective.  There 
was  a  deficiency  to  a  less  extent  last  year.  The  percentages  of 
1879  and  1878  represent  more  nearly  the  true  ratio  of  foreign 
births.  These  relations  are  so  clearly  shown  in  these  tables  that  it 
is  not  difficult  to  detect  the  place  where  the  returns  are  unusually 
defective;  any  deviation  from  the  usual  rates  at  once  presupposes 
a  cause,  and  in  this  case  it  is  not  hard  to  find. 

The  high  birth-rate  of  the  foreign-born  population  indicates  a 
higher  gain  by  the  natural  increment  of  population  than  is  really 
the  case.  If  the  high  infantile  death-rate  among  this  class  of  our 
population  did  not  check  it,  the  natural  increase  would  soon  give 
them  a  supremacy  in  numbers,  at  least,  without  any  foreign  immi- 
gration; but  in  spite  of  both,  the  native-born  population  very  nearly 
holds  its  own.  Were  natural  laws  not  rendered  abortive,  the 
native  race  would  make  a  better  showing  than  a  gradual  yielding 
up  the  land  of  their  fathers  to  strangers.

The  centers  of  foreign  population,  and  also  to  some  extent  the 
density  of  population,  is  indicated  by  these  county  rates.  They  are 
pretty  uniform.  Fairfield  shows  a  steady  gain  in  the  four  years; 
Litchfield  is  nearly  uniform,  but  with  a  tendency  to  decrease ;  there  is 
a  less  percentage  of  foreign  population  there.  New  Haven  county 
ranks  the  highest  every  year,  except  1880,  when  Windham  holds 
the  first  rank;  and  in  each  year  after  it  holds  second  place.  The 
birth-rates  of  the  manufacturing  towns,  for  a  series  of  years,  would 
show  very  plainly  the  influence  exerted  upon  its  increase  by  the 
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foreign-torn  population,  especially  if  contrasted  with  towns  where 
the  native  race,  if  such  it  can  properly  be  called,  or,  perhaps,  more 
properly,  the  descendants  from  the  earliest  settlers,  predominate 
and  form  the  principal  part  of  the  population.  In  all  the  large 
towns,  the  foreign  element  forms  a  large  percentage  of  the  popula- 
tion, so  that  the  comparison,  unfortunately,  town  by  town,  is  not 
easy.  The  highest  birth-rates  are  found  in  the  manufacturing 
towns  year  after  year,  and  in  places  of  this  size,  the  births  are 
about  all  returned.  It  is  only  in  the  cities  and  largest  towns 
that  there  is  any  great  deficiency. 

Beacon  Falls,  singularly  enough,  returns  the  same  number  of 
births  as  in  1881,  and  has  the  same  enormous  birth-rate,  55.4.  The 
death-rate  is  less  than  in  1881,  which  gives  it  the  appearance  of  a 
very  flourishing  town;  certainly,  as  far  as  population  goes.  With 
five  or  ten  more  births  than  deaths,  the  place  should  grow,  unless 
the  residents  move  often  beyond  its  boundaries.  These  rates,  how- 
ever, vary  quite  considerably  from  year  to  year;  thus,  the  birth- 
rate of  Sprague  is  24  against  38  in  1881;  Puinam  gives  35  this 
year  against  37.  Of  the  places  selected  as  giving  the  highest  birth- 
rates in  1881,  Meriden  and  Naugatuck,  which  then  reported  31.5 
each,  now  give  29.9  and  29,  respectively;  no  very  great  change. 
They  are  still  in  the  highest  rank.  Derby  has,  on  the  other  hand, 
increased  its  rate  a  little  over  4,  making  33  in  every  thousand. 
The  deficiencies  in  returns  are  considered  as  an  offset,  in  a  certain 
degree,  to  the  neglect  of  the  natural  increment  of  the  population, 
of  the  birth  and  death-rates.  The  following  are  among  the  highest 
rates:  Waterbury,  33.9;  Bridgeport,  34.3  (this  city  has  long  been 
noted  for  the  completeness  of  its  returns  of  births);  New  Haven, 
32.9;  Andover,  32.7;  Thompson,  32.6;  Canton,  31;  New  Britain, 
31.2;  Huntington  and  Montville,  30.4;  Stamford,  30;  Manchester, 
29;  Windham,  28.3;  Portland,  28;  Thomaston,  27.5;  Hartford, 
27.3.  The  old  complaint  is  made,  although  I  am  happy  to  say, 
much  less  often,  that  the  non-resident  physicians,  who  attend  cases, 
do  not  make  returns;  especially,  in  the  smaller  towns.  This  is  a 
matter  that  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  registrars,  who  can,  in 
the  majority  of  eases,  secure  these  returns  by  a  little  effort,  if 
made  at  the  time  when  they  have  knowledge  of  the  case.  If  they 
wait  until  .the  end  of  the  year,  both  parties  are  apt  to  forget.  In 
some  towns,  where  there  are  many  cases  attended  by  non-resident 
physicians,  the  registrars,  by  pursuing  this  policy,  are  enabled  to 
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secure  a  complete  record.  Many  of  the  defects  in  the  returns  can 
be  remedied  by  systematic  and  timely  effort  by  the  registrars. 

As  would  naturally  be  expected,  the  number  of  towns  where 
the  birth-rate  is  equaled  or  excelled  a  little  by  the  death-rate,  is 
greater  this  year  than  last.  It  is,  however,  a  little  singular,  the 
number,  which  are  nearly  if  not  quite  equal;  thus,  in  twenty  towns 
the  number  of  births  and  deaths  returned  varies  by  one  only  in 
each  town. 

The  law  now  provides  for  the  safe-keeping  of  these  records;  if 
the  town  does  not  provide  a  safe,  the  law  requires  the  books  to  be 
kept  in  the  safe  in  the  town  clerk's  office.  The  attention  of  regis- 
trars is  called  to  this  law,  as  it  is  too  often  neglected,  and  all  the 
records  of  the  vital  statistics  of  a  town,  from  the  commencement 
down  to  the  present  time,  are  kept  in  a  store  or  house  exposed  to 
destruction  from  fire,  should  one  occur.  As  the  abstracts  fur- 
nished the  town  clerk  are  also  carelessly  kept,  if  at  all,  in  such 
case  all  trace  of  the  records  would  be  lost,  except  such  as  are  in  the 
State  reports,  which,  of  course,  are  only  summaries. 

The  birth-rate  for  Massachusetts  is  24.53,  including  still-births; 
in  this  State  the  rate,  including  still-births,  is  24.60,  or  .70  for 
still-births  alone;  that  is,  not  quite  one  in  a  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation. It  is  a  little  singular  that  in  Massachusetts  there  were 
more  children  born  of  native  than  of  foreign  parents  than  the  usual 
average,  as  well  as  in  Connecticut.  It  is  stated  that  there  the 
ratio  of  native-born  children  has  slightly  increased  for  the  last 
eleven  years.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch,  to  see  if  there  be 
any  such  increase  here,  as  the  data  accumulate. 

Singularly  enough  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  is  con- 
siderably greater  than  usual  in  both  States;  in  Massachusetts  it  is 
stated  to  be  the  largest  ever  recorded. 

The  greatest  number  of  births  in  any  one  month  is  in  Septem- 
ber; August  ranks  next.  Of  the  seasons,  autumn  ranks  first,  sum- 
mer next,  winter  third,  and,  spring  least;  but  the  differences  are 
not  great,  that  between  the  extremes,  1.174.  The  greatest  number 
of  male  births  in  any  month,  is  in  October;  of  female  births,  in 
September. 

The  certificate  is  generally  commended,  and  was  at  once  de- 
manded, whenever  the  form  was  seen.  It  has  not  been  in  use 
long  enough  yet  to  determine  whether  many  more  names  will  be 
recorded  from  the  use  of  the  book  form ;  but  it  is  more  economical 
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in  the  long  run,  though  the  first  cost  is  greater.  There  are,  how- 
ever, less  wasted  and  lost,  and  thus  the  difference  in,  cost  is 
made  up.

There  were  twelve  reported  where  the  parents  were  born  in 
Poland  (three  in  New  Haven  county,  two  in  Fairfield,  and  seven 
in  Litchfield  county),  two  from  Hungary,  and  four  from  Wales; 
the  latter  and  one  of  the  Hungarian  families  were  in  New  Haven 
county;  the  other  Hungarian  family  was  in  Litchfield  county.  The 
Swedes  show  a  slight  increase;  the  Eussians  are  a  new  element. 
The  other  nationalities  about  hold  their  own,  showing  no  decided 
change;  as  there  is  a  gain  in  the  American  parentage,  the  others 
show,  proportionately,  smaller  amounts. 

The  following  table  shows  the  comparative  ages  of  American 
and  foreign -born  mothers: 
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There  were  900  where  no  report  was  made  on  this  point;  the 
ages  only  were  reported  in  twenty  cases,  and  the  number  of  the 
child  in  about  200.  The  number  not  reported  is  larger,  in  the 
aggregate,  than  usual,  but  is  not  proportionately  larger,  and  the 
reports  given  are  much  clearer.  The  table  gains  in  completeness 
each  year.  This  table  differs  from  those  of  preceding  years,  on 
account  of  the  increased  number  of  American  parentage.  In  the 
three  previous  years,  the  native-born  mothers  lead,  up  to  the  third 
child,  when  the  foreign  take  precedence  and  maintain  it  through- 
out. Here  the  American-born  maintain  the  lead  to  the  fifth  child, 
when  they  yield  it  to  the  foreign-born.  There  are  many  interest- 
ing features  that  are  presented  in  this  table,  which  will  repay  a 
careful  study.  In  the  grand  total,  the  native-born  maintain  the 
lead  until  the  fifth,  when  it  is  taken  and  kept  by  the  foreign-born. 
These  relations  are  of  increased  interest  and  value  as  the  period 
increases  over  which  the  comparison  is  made.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  number  unreported  will  be  much  less  the  next  year,  as  the 
table  becomes  more  familiar.  The  facts  are  well  worthy  of  record 
and  study. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  total  number  of  marriages  reported  was  5,329,  a  gain  over 
the  preceding  year  of  479.  The  increase  is  an  indication  of  pros- 
perity, as  the  marriage-rate  is  a  sensitive  gauge  of  the  tendency  of 
the  times.  Business  depression  and  ''hard  times"  affect  it  very 
quickly.  The  continued  increase,  therefore,  is  to  be  considered  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  confidence  in  the  stability  of  the  present  order. 
The  amount  due  to  the  foreign  population  cannot  be  separated. 
As  the  number  reported  from  the  manufacturing  towns  is  propor- 
tionately larger,  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  the  rate  among  the  foreign- 
born  would  be  higher,  if  it  were  obtainable.  Their  artificial  wants 
are  less,  and  they  are  not  hampered  by  social  requirements,  and  so 
five  nearer  to  natural  laws. 

There  were  223  more  first  marriages  than  in  1881,  and  sixty- 
two  of  second  marriages.  Two  hundred  maids  married  widowers. 
As  seen  by  the  table,  the  largest  proportion  of  marriages,  by  far, 
are  of  those  under  thirty.  Two  very  youthful  brides  are  reported, 
only  twelve  years  of  age.  The  eldest  brides  were  between  seventy 
and  eighty;  but  it  was  a  second  experience.  There  is  but  one 
case  of  a  woman  married  the  fourth  time,  while  there  are  three 
women  and  one  man  who  ventured  for  the  fifth  time.     There  are 
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also  three  grooms  over  eighty;  two  married  for  the  second  time, 
one  the  third. 

There  were  761  widowers  that  re-married,  and  534  widows.  Of 
the  total  number  of  marriages,  in  3,286  both  parties  were  born  in 
this  country,  1,196  in  foreign  countries.

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These  tables  are  both  quite  incomplete;  but  they  are  new  fea- 
tures, and  it  takes  time  to  secure  anything  like  full  returns.  The 
returns,  as  far  as  given,  are  much  better  than  last  year,  and  more 
places  report. 

As  a  rule,  the  marriage  certificates  are  returned  to  the  regis- 
trars by  those  that  officiate ;  but  not  promptly,  as  the  law  requires, 
and  there  are,  as  a  matter  of  course,  some  omissions  The  habit 
of  making  returns  whenever  convenient  is  pernicious,  and  is  a 
striking  illustration  of  how  little  real  regard  there  is  in  this  coun- 
try for  law;  there  must  be  some  agency  to  execute  the  law,  if  it  is 
to  be  observed. 

The  statistics  show  that  more  men  marry  the  second  time  than 
women;  so,  as  a  matter  of  course,  there  are  more  spinsters  that 
marry  widowers  than  widows  that  marry  bachelors.  The  chances 
in  favor  of  a  second  marriage  are  as  16  to  10  in  favor  of  widowers, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  calculated  from  the  results  of  a  long  series  of 
years. 

There  were,  by  the  census  of  1880,  in  this  State,  304,881  per- 
sons above  eighteen  years  of  age.  This  gives  one  marriage  for 
every  fifty-seven  of  marriageable  age,  which  is  rather  above  the 
usual  average. 

DIVORCES. 

The  returns  this  year  are  more  favorable  to  the  reputation  of  the 
State  than  those  of  last  year,  as  predicted;  the  increase  of  1881 
was  only  temporary.  Each  year's  experience,  thus  far,  confirms 
the  statement  concerning  the  repeal  of  the  omnibus  clause,  so 
called.  It  is  probable  that  an  impression  was  created  that  more 
was  accomplished  in  hedging  the  way  to  obtaining  a  divorce,  by 
that  repeal,  than  is  really  the  case.  However  that  may  be,  the 
decrease  in  the  number  is  a  welcome  fact.  The  laxity  of  law,  in 
this  regard,  is  a  powerful  factor  in  fostering  the  spirit  of  intoler- 
ance of  restraint  and  disrespect  for  law,  that  is  on  the  increase, 
apparently. 

Without  considering  the  morality  of  the  question,  the  social  ele- 
ment is  of  grave  importance.  It  is  a  Nihilistic  movement  against 
the  home  and  home-life,  and  places  the  individual  as  the  unit, 
rather  than  the  family.  It  is  a  disintegrating  element,  contribut- 
ing its  whole  force  to  the  movement  to  break  up  social  order  and 
regularity.      The  slight  regard  for  the  restraints  of  law,   when 
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opposed  to  man's  wish  and  desire,  is  fostered  by  laxity  of  divorce. 
The  stability  of  society,  and  of  property  rights,  rests  upon  the 
family,  and  an  attack  upon  that  is  a  covert  attack  upon  the  found- 
ations of  our  prosperity. 

The  subject  was  fully  discussed  in  the  report  of  last  year.  For- 
tunately, no  attempt  has  been  made  this  year  to  return  to  the 
laxness.  that  would  result  from  reenactment  of  any  such  provisions 
as  those  in  the  causes  for  divorce,  allowed  by  the  clause  of  the  law, 
which  was  well  called  an  omnibus  clause,  as  there  were  exceedingly 
few  cases  that  could  not  be  brought  under  it  by  the  liberal  inter- 
pretation  that  its  construction  allowed.  The  suggestion,  in  the 
message  of  the  governor  of  Massachusetts,  that  there  should  be  an 
effort  made  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  laws  of  the  different  States, 
relating  to  this  subject,  is  an  excellent  one,  but  probably  will  not 
soon  be  carried  out. 

From  various  sources,  it  appears  that  there  were  ninety  women 
that  had  been  divorced  that  re-married  during  the  year,  and  eighty- 
six  men.  These  figures  are  probably  incomplete;  but  there  are  at 
least  that  many.  It  is,  doubtless,  a  fact,  that  the  lack  of  restric- 
tions upon  re-marriage  in  case  of  divorce,  induces  people  to  obtain 
divorce  who  have  taken  a  fancy  to  each  other,  although  already 
married.  Perhaps  roving  inclinations  might  be  repressed,  if  their 
gratification  were  not  so  easy;  still,  there  is  another  side.  Would 
we  have  more  Cobb-Bishop  affairs  if  the  way  were  hedged  up,  as 
the  reformers  claim  that  it  should  be,  and  only  one  cause  allowed 
for  divorce  ?  The  unnatural  conditions  of  modern  society  will  not 
suffer  so  rigid  a  rule ;  nor  does  it  appear  just  that  it  should  be  insisted 
upon  until  other  social  questions  aro  decided  upon  a  higher  standard. 
While  there  may  be  some  causes  allowed  by  the  present  law  that 
it  would  be  better  to  leave  out;  still,  unless  there  is  improper 
advantage  taken  of  some  unguarded  point,  few  abuses  are  likely  to 
occur,  and  cases  where  the  parties  should  not  be  separated  are  not 
as  common  as  charged.  The  causes  are  intemperance,  infamous 
crime,  cruelty,  desertion,  misconduct,  imbecility,  life-imprisonment, 
fraudulent  contract,  adultery.  Five  of  these  may  practically  be  set 
aside,  as  divorces  are  so  seldom  granted  upon  them  that  they  do 
not,  to  any  extent,  help  to  swell  the  list  of  divorces  granted.  Often, 
however,  two,  or  even  three  causes  are  given.  Intemperance  and 
cruelty  are  almost  always  companions.  Of  single  causes,  desertion 
ranks  first;  nor  does  it  appear  to  be  wrong  to  declare  an  innocent 
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party  free,  in  such  case,  after  a  reasonable  time.  If  the  second 
experience  should  be  as  unlucky  as  the  first,  no  great  harm  is  done 
by  a  second  divorce,  even;  the  individual  suffers  the  most,  and  the 
power  to  make  a  happy  home  that  will  last  becomes  problematical. 
The  individual,  it  must  be  confessed,  deteriorates  under  such  expe- 
riences, and  loses  character,  however  innocent  he  or  she  may  be. 
The  necessary  steps  in  the  procedure,  and  the  associations  and 
ideas  suggested,  are  the  reverse  of  refining  and  elevating.  The 
whole  business,  and  everything  connected  with  it,  is  alien  to  home- 
life,  to  home  comfort,  or  to  the  sanctity  of  the  relations  that  it  is 
sought  to  unloose. 

Thus,  while  one  cannot  severely  censure  a  divorce  for  desertion, 
aggravated  intemperance,  or  cruelty,  and  certainly  not  for  adultery, 
the  parties  or  party  involved,  and  the  friends  and  acquaintances, 
are  all  led  to  condoning  practices  which,  otherwise,  they  would 
condemn;  and  all  connected  parties  have  looser  ideas  of  the  sta- 
bility of  a  relation,  ostensibly  entered  upon  for  life,  and  of  the 
sanctity  of  home-life  which,  in  that  instance,  they  are  endeavoring 
to  overthrow  and  destroy.  Still,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
home  was  perverted,  and  existed  in  name  and  form  only;  otherwise, 
there  would  have  been  no  divorce  sought.  The  roots  of  the  evil 
of  frequent  divorces  are  not  to  be  found  in  lax  laws,  which  in  this 
country,  at  least,  are,  to  a -great  extent,  exponents  of  public  senti- 
ment and  belief,  and  are  in  no  sense  theoretical  or  didactic,  except 
as  they  express  average  morality  and  common  beliefs. 

But  the  reproach  does  not  lie  against  this  State  alone,  nor  is  it 
in  any  sense  the  worst  offender  in  laxity  of  divorce.  As  returns 
are  gathered  from  other  quarters,  a  similar  state  of  affairs  is  seen 
to  be  common.  The  Western  States  yield  worse  results  than  the 
East;  in  fact,  for  the  last  three  years  or  so,  we  have  taken  quite  a 
respectable  position.  Just  where  to  apply  the  pruning-knife  next, 
is  not  so  clear;  there  is  no  such  excrescence  as  the  omnibus  clause  to 
be  lopped  off.  As  the  figures  show,  if  the  causes  were  reduced  to 
five,  there  would  result  hardships  almost  intolerable,  in  some  few 
instances,  and  no  marked  reduction  in  the  total  number,  as  there 
are  none  of  any  consequence  due  to  these  causes.  The  four  prin- 
cipal causes  must,  as  before  stated,  remain  until  there  is  a  radical 
change  in  the  body  politic.  In  fact, '2.5  of  these  causes,  on  an 
average,  are  alleged  in  every  application  for  divorce.  Two,  almost 
invariably,  and  often  three^causes  are  given,  while  it  is  not  uncom- 
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inon  to  find  four.  This  makes  the  table  of  causes  very  unreliable. 
Wherever  it  is  incidentally  known,  or  there  are  indications  of  the 
chief  cause,  the  others  may  be  ignored ;  but  the  table  is  not  footed, 
nor  are  comparisons  given  of  preceding  years,  because  the  totals 
would  not  agree  with  those  of  the  other  table,  in  which  each  case 
figures  but  once.

There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  returned,  when  compared 
with  last  year's  report;  but  the  increased  number  of  marriages 
makes  the  ratio  of  divorces  to  each  marriage  13.56,  an  increase  of 
1.56  over  that  of  last  year.  Otherwise,  about  the  same  relations 
are  shown  as  last  year.  The  table  of  causes  shows,  even  more 
plainly  than  usual,  the  small  consequence  of  five  out  of  the  nine 
causes  for  which  divorces  are  granted.  There  were  but  four 
divorces  granted  outside  of  the  four,  and  three  of  the  causes  were 
not  utilized  at  all.  There  are  less  than  the  usual  number  where 
two  or  more  reasons  are  given.  The  usual  relation  is  kept  up — 
desertion,  intemperance,  adultery,  and  cruelty;  although  the  two 
latter  come  nearer  than  usual,  as  there  are  only  fourteen  more 
from  adultery.  Cruelty  is,  however,  associated  with  other  causes, 
in  a  much  larger  number  of  instances;  so  there  is  a  greater  differ- 
ence than  the  numbers  would  indicate,  as  adultery,  when  given, 
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was  almost  always  the  sole  cause.     That  is  not  a  general  rule,  but 
is  the  case  this  year.     The  following  is  the  table  of  causes:

The  following  table  shows  the  ratio  by  counties  to  each  marriage. 
Windham  gives  the  most  favorable  showing,  one  divorce  for  every 
22  marriages;  and  Tolland  the  worst,  one  in  every  8.7.  The  best 
returns  were  from  Middlesex  county,  in  1880,  in  the  five  years 
shown  by  the  table.  The  differences  are  quite  marked,  also  the 
fluctuations  from  year  to  year:

DEATHS. 

The  year  has  been  characterized  by  the  presence  of  local  epi- 
demics, scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria;  measles  and  whooping-cough 
have  prevailed  very  extensively  in  many  places.  Scarlet  fever  was 
not,  however,  especially  prominent  until  tbe  late  autumn  and  win- 
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ter  months.  Small-pox  was  reported  from  quite  a  number  of  towns, 
and  caused  considerable  attention  to  be  paid  to  vaccination.  There 
are  now  few  towns  that  are  not  pretty  well  protected;  but  unless 
care  is  taken,  in  a  few  years  the  number  of  the  unvaccinated  will 
so  increase  as  to  be  a  source  of  danger.  It  is  often  urged  by  the 
opponents  of  vaccination  that,  if  it  is  such  a  protection,  why  the  need 
of  alarm,  if  a  few  are  unvaccinated.  The  answer  to  this  is  easy, 
and  covers  several  points  in  the  etiology  of  the  disease.  In  the 
first  place,  vaccination  confers  the  same  immunity  that  once  having 
had  the  small-pox  confers,  and  as  that  is  not  complete,  there  are 
always  some  that  have'  been  vaccinated  that  can  have  a  modified 
small -pox;  so  that,  were  the  disease  to  occur  among  the  unvac- 
cinated, there  would  always  be  enough  of  these,  and  of  the  imper- 
fectly vaccinated,  to  induce  an  epidemic.  To  completely  stamp 
out  the  disease,  vaccination  must  be  universal.  It  is  so  nearly  so 
in  most  places  in  this  State,  at  the  present  time,  that  the  danger 
of  any  spread  of  small-pox  is  very  small,  as  has  been  repeatedly 
shown.  The  population  is  so  changeable,  however,  that  a  repeti- 
tion of  a  general  vaccination  should  occur  at  short  intervals. 

Pneumonia  or  lung  fever  has  been  very  prevalent,  and  all  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratory  system  and  upper  air  passages  have  been 
almost  epidemic,  so  frequently  have  fchey  occurred.  Influenzas 
and  bronchitis,  tonsillitis  or  quinsy,  and  catarrhal  diseases,  while 
they  have  not  directly  increased  the  mortality  lists,  have  paved 
the  way  for  other  diseases. 

TYPHOID    AND    TYPHO-MALARIAL    FEVERS. 

The  relative  increase  in  the  frequency  of  typhoid  fever  has  con- 
tinued through  the  year;  and  while  it  has  not  been  epidemic  in  any 
place,  the  increase  has  been  marked  all  over  the  State,  and  in  times 
at  different  places  came  almost  within  the  limits  of  an  epidemic, 
the  cases  were  so  numerous  and  so  generally  distributed.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  is  324,  the  highest  it  has  been  for  five 
years,  and  the  indications  are  that  it  will  be  higher  still  in  1883. 
It  now  ranks  decidedly  among  the  ten  principal  causes  of  death. 
The  following  table  is  of  interest,  in  this  connection,  as  for  some 
years  the  relative  frequency  of  typhoid  fever  and  malarial  diseases 
will  afford  an  interesting  study.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the 
ninth  table,  which  shows  the  mortality  in  each  town  from  malaria 
and  typhoid  for  a  series  of  years:

The  per  cent,  to  all  known  causes  has  increased,  since  1879, 
from  1.77  to  3.10;  by  mistake  the  ratio  for  1880  was  printed  4.51, 
instead  of  2.51,  the  correct  percentage.  This  decrease  was  not  con- 
fined to  this  State  alone,  but  extended  in  nearly  as  great  a  degree 
to  Massachusetts,  and  to  a  less  extent,  but  still  so  as  to  be  noted, 
to  Rhode  Island  and  to  New  York.  From  what  I  can  learn,  I 
should  judge  that  the  movement  was  still  more  extensive,  but 
nowhere  to  the  same  degree  as  in  Connecticut,  where,  in  fact,  it 
amounted  to  an  entire  disappearance  over  quite  an  area.     There 
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were  always  more  or  less  deaths  from  the  cities,  but  none  from  a 
large  number  of  towns,  during  the  height  of  the  malarial  wave, 
and  the  physicians  reported  that  they  saw  no  cases,  for  several 
years.  Now  it  takes  the  lead  of  the  combined  mortality  from  all 
the  malarial  fevers.  The  comparison  is  no  larger  with  typho-mala- 
rial  alone,  but  with  the  deaths  from  all  varieties.  The  deaths  since 
1877  from  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  which  has,  apparently,  been 
influenced  by  the  presence  of  malaria,  and  has  become  indigenous 
(if  the  expression  can  be  correctly  applied  to  a  disease  that  was  for 
a  series  of  years  sporadic,  and  occurred  only  as  an  epidemic,  but 
now  occurs  each  year,  and  is  represented  in  the  mortality  tables), 
are  included  in  the  following  table,  which  comprises  also  the  mor- 
tality from  typhoid  and  malarial  fevers:

From  1872  to  1876  the  mortality  from  malarial  fevers  averaged 
about  twenty -five.  In  1871  there  is  probably  an  error  in  classifi- 
cation, which  would  make  the  mortality  49,  instead  of  19.  As  the 
periodic  type  was  then  influencing  all  diseases,  it  is  not  at  all 
strange  if  there  were  mistakes  in  the  classification. 

The  apparent  antagonism,  that  has  been  formerly  presented  in  so 
strong  terms,  between  malarial  fevers  and  typhoid  fever,  must  be 
represented  in  much  milder  terms.  Where  typhoid  fever  disap- 
peared altogether  for  a  number  of  years,  ten  or  more,  and  malarial 
fevers  took  the  place  of  a  form  of  disease  that  had  before  appeared 
every  autumn,  as  regularly  as  the  season  itself,  it  is  not  strange 
that  the  idea  of  an  antagonism,  so  strong  as  to  be  mutually  exclu- 
sive, should  gain  favor  and .  be  generally  held.  While  there  is  an 
antagonism  between  these  two  pronounced  types,  the  continued 
and  the  periodic,  it  is  not  as  strong  as  appeared  at  first. 

The  malarial  onset,  however,  was  a  fierce  one,  and  where  it  has 
gained  a  foothold  in  valley,  or  upon  hill-side,  it  has  swept  the  field, 
and  placed  its  imprint  upon  every  illness  that  humanity  was  then

subject  to.  It  seems  folly,  to  one  that  has  witnessed  the  over- 
whelming tide,  that  engulfed  all  diseases  along  its  course,  causing 
them  all  to  take  on  its  imprint,  and  crushing  out  the  periodic  type, 
one  of  the  most  characteristic  diseases  of  the  whole  country,  until  it 
became  absolutely  unknown  for  years  over  a  large  area,  leaving 
scarcely  a  house  unvisited,  however  situated,  in  a  large  proportion 
of  its  course,  to  deny  that  it  was  caused  by  some  general  influence, 
some  wide-spread  movement,  in  accordance  with  laws  as  yet 
unknown.  That  this  relative  movement  in  these  two  types  of  dis- 
ease was  due  to  some  general  influence  appears  all  the  more  probable 
as  the  periodic  type  is  disappearing,  and  the  continued  form  of 
which  typhoid  fever  is  the  type  resumes  its  place.  Were  the  whole 
movement  due  to  the  sum  of  local  forces,  what  is  there  to  cause  a 
cessation  of  these  forces  ?  There  have  been  no  local  changes  to 
induce  a  decrease  in  the  periodic  type,  and  yet  it  has  entirely  lost 
its  influence  upon  other  diseases,  over  a  wide  area,  and  if  not 
wholly  unknown  in  any  place  in  the  area  over  which  it  has  extended, 
is  decreasing  in  importance  each  year.  Because  there  is  some 
wide-spread  agency,  or  some  general  law  that  controls  this  whole 
movement,  it  does  not  follow  that  local  causes  have  no  influence; 
but  it  does  not  seem  logical,  or  even  reasonable,  that,  with  no  local 
changes  whose  sum  would  be  adequate  to  the  effect,  such  a  movement 
in  these  two  radically  different  types  of  disease  could  occur,  unless 
there  were  other  influences  at  work.  All  our  studies  in  the  statis- 
tics of  disease,  it  seems  to  me,  tend  to  show  that  there  is  a  law  of 
periodicity  that  influences  these  larger  manifestations  of  disease. 
So  far  as  the  local  causes  go,  it  might  be  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  or  typho-malarial  fever,  or  some  other  form,  were  it 
not  for  this  controlling  influence,  whatever  it  may  be;  if  a  germ, 
the  laws  of  its  development,  and  the  life-history  of  these  micro- 
organisms, is  the  key  to  unlock  this  mystery.  In  fact,  the  germ 
theory  is  the  first  one  that  throws  any  light  upon  this  acknowledged 
periodicity  in  disease.  As  we  see  in  the  parasites  of  plants,  they 
have  periodic  appearances  determined  by  the  life-history  of  the 
organism  involved. 

In  the  hundred  years  furnished,  by  the  Swedish  tables  of  mor- 
tality, there  are  shown  periodic  occurrences,  with  oftentimes  shorter 
intervals  of  lessened  prevalence,  as  compared  with  the  first.  The 
scarlet  fever  curve  of  four  to  six  years,  compares  very  nearly  with 
the  results  in  this  State;  and  from  the  curve,  as  shown  in  the  sta- 
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tistics  here,  it  was  anticipated  that  there  would  be  an  unusual 
prevalence,  in  1882  and  1883,  of  scarlet  fever.  There  is  a  longer 
curve  shown  in  the  Swedish  tables,  of  fifteen  to  twenty  years;  but 
our  tables  have  not  been  kept  long  enough  to  enable  any  conclu- 
sion to  be  drawn  on  that  point.  In  the  case  of  whooping-cough, 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  so  well-defined  a  period;  but  so  far  as 
any  conclusion  can  be  drawn,  there  is  a  long  period  of  many  years 
of  about  the  same  prevalence,  followed  by  a  corresponding  period 
of  lessened  prevalence. 

A  more  satisfactory  explanation  of  these  periodic  appearances  is 
given  in  the  germ  theory,  and  if  we  knew  the  life-history  of  these 
zymogens,  as  the  microbes  concerned  in  the  production  of  zymotic 
diseases  are  called,  and  the  conditions  favorable  to  their  production, 
many  unsolved  problems  would  be  satisfactorily  determined.  In 
this  field,  apparently,  lie  the  rewards  for  the  future  students  of  eti- 
ology of  disease.  A  singular  supposition  is  made  by  Ransome,* 
from  the  fact  demonstrated  by  Pasteur,  that  an  attenuated  virus, 
that  is,  one  that  has  lost  power,  if  it  is  made  to  destroy  some  very 
young  or  enfeebled  animal,  the  infection  from  this  animal  will 
attack  others  with  all  its  pristine  virulence:  that,  if  an  epidemic 
were  preceded  by  the  death  of  very  young  or  enfeebled  persons, 
the  germs  might  thus  regain  virulence.  A  more  probable  suppo- 
sition, however,  is  in  the  relation  of  the  life  history  of  the  microbes. 

PNEUMONIA. 

The  presence  of  pneumonia  has  already  been  noted,  and  the 
increase  for  the  last  few  years.  This  increase  continues  in  1882, 
and,  from  all  indications,  will  be  fully  as  large  in  1883.  One  sin- 
gular fact  is  the  increased  prevalence,  in  March,  April,  and  May, 
even.  Usually,  the  greatest  fatality  has  been  in  the  first  quarter, 
and  after  March  a  decided  decrease  commenced;  but  this  year  the 
greatest  prevalence  was  in  March,  April,  and  May;  the  maximum 
was  reached  in  April,  and  there  were  more  deaths  in  May  than  in 
either  of  the  months  of  the  first  quarter.  This  is  due  to  the  pro- 
tracted cold  weather,  the  variable  weather  in  spring,  but  more 
than  all,  to  the  prevalence  of  what  has  been  very  properly  called 
broncho-pneumonia,  where  lung  fever  rapidly  succeeded  what  was, 
at  first,  considered  as  only  a  common  cold,  or  at  most  a  severe 
attack  of  bronchitis.     This  variety  is  very  treacherous;  its  large

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mortality  is  doubtless  due  to  carelessness  during  the  early  symp- 
toms,  which  are  not  considered  to  be  dangerous.  Many  valuable 
lives  have  been  thus  lost.  During  these  months,  or  while  this 
form  of  disease  is  prevalent,  one  cannot  be  too  careful,  and  at  such 
times  to  neglect  a  common  cold  is  almost  criminal,  especially  if  it 
is  attended  with  symptoms  that  are  generally  described  as  a  cold 
on  the  lungs. 

BRONCHITIS. 

The  mortality  from  bronchitis  has  also  increased  of  late,  and  it 
doubtless  would  occupy  a  higher  rank  in  the  lists  were  the  classifi- 
cation of  diseases  more  correct.  It  is,  doubtless,  the  case,  that 
almost  all  the  deaths  in  persons  over  sixty,  if  not  all,  that  are 
reported  as  from  phthisis,  are  due  to  chronic  bronchitis,  and  should 
be  so  reported.  The  attention  of  physicians  is  called  to  this  point, 
and  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  a  little  more  care  in  making 
out  the  diagnosis,  when  the  certificates  of  death  are  made  out, 
would  be  of  service  in  securing  a  more  correct  record.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  that  there  is  not  a  proper  realization,  among  physicians, 
of  the  duty  they  owe  society  in  making  correct  returns.  The 
increase  in  the  mortality  from  bronchitis  is  largely  due  to  the  cap- 
illary type. 

OLD   AGE. 

The  year  has  been  very  unfavorable  to  the  aged,  and  while  there  is 
some  doubt  whether  there  were  fifteen  deaths  over  100,  as  reported, 
the  number  is  much  above  the  general  average  of  the  very  aged. 
The  deaths  are,  however,  scattered  pretty  uniformly  over  the  months. 
If  the  deaths  over  seventy,  where  the  cause  is  not  stated,  be  added 
to  those  reported  as  from  old  age,  as  they  should  be,  the  number 
would  be  over  700,  while  the  number  of  persons  over  seventy  that 
have  died  is  much  greater;  as  reported  from  the  tables,  2,256. 
The  percentage  of  those  from  ninety  to  a  hundred  is  nearly  double 
that  of  the  preceding  four  years.  As  the  total  mortality  is  larger 
than  usual,  the  ratio  to  all  known  causes  is  about  as  usual. 

DEATHS    BY    ACCIDENT    AND   VIOLENCE 

Are  very  much  larger  than  usual.  The  deaths  firom  railroad  acci- 
dents are  82 — the  general  average  for  the  last  seven  years  being 
56;  74  were  males,  8  females;  44  were  from  20  to  40;  which  indi- 
cates that  some  better  safeguards  should  be  thrown  around  the 
lives  of  brakemen,  as  the  majority  were  probably  from  this  class. 
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There  were  four  cases  of  infanticide  reported,  and  five  of  murder, 
making  nine  for  homicide;  the  average  for  the  last  seven  years 
being  but  six.  From  accidents  of  all  kinds,  the  deaths  were  297, 
considerably  above  the  average. 

There  were  65  deaths  from  suicide — above  the  average,  some- 
what; 54  were  males,  11  females.  Of  the  females  4  selected 
poison,  usually  opium  in  some  form,  one  drowning,  two  hanging; 
of  the  others,  the  method  was  not  stated.  Of  the  males,  poison 
and  wounds  rank  first,  about  12  each;  drowning,  and  hanging,  8 
each.  Opium  and  Paris  green  were  the  poisons  usually  selected; 
one  used  chloral,  one  strychnine;  one  threw  himself  under  a 
moving  train  of  cars. 

One  of  the  deaths  by  accidental  poisoning  is  reported  as  from 
horse-chestnuts.  In  one  case  of  death  from  burns  the  cloth- 
ing took  fire,  and  in  this  case  an  old  lady  was  fatally  burned. 
Two  deaths  were  returned  as  due  to  vaccination;  these  were 
explained  in  last  year's  sanitary  report.  The  father,  or  some  mem- 
ber of  the  family,  took  the  pus  or  matter  from  a  sore  in  a  child's 
arm  that  had  been  properly  vaccinated;  but  there  resulted  con- 
siderable inflammation  and  the  formation  of  matter,  so  that  it  was 
unfit  for  use.  The  deaths  resulted  from  septicaemia  or  blood-poison- 
ing, and  were  classed  under  pyaemia,  and  septicaemia,  where  they 
belong.  They  cannot  be  any  more  due  to  vaccination  than  death 
from  any  poison  inserted  under  the  skin  would  be. 

One  death  resulted  from  fright,  in  six  hours ;  the  cause  of  the 
fright  was  not  stated.  One  death  resulted  from  tubal  pregnancy, 
one  from  Caesarian  section.  There  was  one  death  reported  as  due 
to  lithotomy — that  is,  where  the  patient  did  not  rally  after  the  ope- 
ration— and  one  from  cancer  and  ovariotomy.  There  was  also  one 
death  from  fracture  of  the.  spine,  and  one  from  rupture  of  the 
heart.  These  are,  for  the  most  part,  quite  unusual  causes  of 
death. 
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The  following  are  the  various  acts  as  successively  passed.  Many 
of  the  provisions  are  repealed.  A  digest  follows,  and  a  proposed  act 
uniting  all  the  parts  of  acts  now  in  force. 

MARRIAGE. 

Sec.  1.  No  man  shall  marry  his  mother,  grand -mother,  daughter, 
grand-daughter,  sister,  aunt,  niece,  step-mother,  or  step  daughter; 
no  woman  shall  marry  her  father,  grand-father,  son,  grand-son, 
brother,  uncle,  nephew,  step-father  or  step-son;  and  if  any  man  or 
woman  shall  marry  within  the  degrees  aforesaid,  such  marriage 
shall  be  void. 

Sec.  2.  No  persons  shall  be  married  until  one  of  them  shall 
inform  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  the  marriage  is  to  be 
celebrated,  or  in  case  of  his  inability,  the  town  clerk,  of  the  name, 
age,  color,  occupation,  birth-place,  residence,  and  condition 
(whether  single,  widowed,  or  divorced)  of  each.  Such  registrar 
or  town  clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  his  certificate  that  the  parties 
therein  named  have  oomplied  with  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  person,  authorized  to  cele- 
brate marriage,  to  join  in  marriage,  within  said  town  only,  the 
parties  therein  named;  but  no  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  if 
either  of  the  parties  is  a  minor,  under  the  control  of  a  parent  or 
guardian,  until  such  parent  or  guardian  shall  give  to  the  registrar 
or  town  clerk  his  written  consent;  and  any  registrar  or  town  clerk 
who  shall  knowingly  issue  such  certificate,  without  such  consent, 
shall  forfeit  to  the  State  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  person  who 
shall  join  any  persons  in  marriage,  without  having  received  such 
certificate,  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  3.  Every  person  who  shall  join  any  persons  in  marriage, 
shall  certify,  upon  the  license  certificate,  the  fact,  time,  and  place 
of  such  marriage,  and  return  it  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  where 
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it  was  issued,  before  or  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next 
succeeding  such  marriage,  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars.  The  penalties  for  joining  persons  in  marriage  in  vio- 
lation of  this  and  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  paid  to  the  town 
where  the  offense  is  committed,  and  the  registrar  shall  sue  there- 
for. 

Sec.  4.  The  certificates,  required  by  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  Chapter,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated. 

Sec.  5.  All  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  ordained  or 
licensed  clergymen  belonging  to  this  State,  or  any  other  State,  so 
long  as  they  continue  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  may  join  per- 
sons in  marriage;  and  all  marriages  attempted  to  be  celebrated  by 
any  other  person  shall  be  void;  but  all  marriages  which  shall  be 
solemnized  according  to  the  forms  and  usages  of  any  religious 
denomination  of  this  State,  shall  be  valid. 

Registrars  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  shall  receive  for 
ascertaining  and  recording  each  birth,  marriage,  or  death,  ten 
cents;  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  license  for  marriage,  fifty  cents; 
for  making  an  abstract  for  the  State  Librarian,  two  dollars;  for 
each  name  on  such  abstract,  over  two  hundred,  two  cents. 

REGISTRAR  OF  BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES,  AND  DEATHS. 

Section  1.  Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he  can, 
all  the  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and 
record  the  same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
in  such  form  and  with  such  particulars  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law.  He  shall  give  licenses  to  marry,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  law,  and  shall  make  and  perfect  all  records  of  the  birth  of  any 
child  born  in  his  town,  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  father  or  mother, 
stating  the  date  of  birth,  the  name  and  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color, 
and  residence  of  the  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  the  father;  and 
his  record  of  births  shall  state,  in  separate  columns,  the  date  of 
each  birth,  the  child's  name  (if  any),  its  sex,  the  names,  ages, 
color,  and  residence  of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 
His  record  of  marriages  shall  state,  in  separate  columns,  the  date 
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of  each  marriage  solemnized  in  his  town,  the  name,  age,  color, 
occupation,  and  birth-place  of  each  of  the  parties,  the  residence 
of  each  prior  to  and  at  the  time  of  marriage,  the  condition  of  each 
(whether  single  or  widowed)  immediately  prior  to  the  marriage, 
and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  minister  or  magistrate  by 
whom  the 'parties  were  joined  in  marriage;  and  his  record  of 
deaths  shall  state,  in  separate  columns,  the  date  of  each  death,  the 
disease,  or  other  cause  producing  such  death,  the  name,  age,  color, 
sex,  birth-place,  last  occupation,  residence,  and  condition  (whether 
single  or  widowed)  immediately  prior  to  the  marriage,  and  the 
name  and  residence  of  the  minister  or  magistrate  by  whom  the 
parties  were  joined  in  marriage;  and  his  record  of  deaths  shall 
state,  in  separate  columns,  the  date  of  each  death,  the  disease,  or 
other  cause,  producing  such  death,  the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  birth- 
place, last  occupation,  residence,  and  condition  (whether  single, 
married,  or  widowed)  of  the  deceased;  and  he  shall  amend  his 
records,  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mistakes  therein;  and 
annually,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  shall  send 
the  State  Librarian  an  attested  abstract  of  said  records  for  the  year 
next  preceding  the  first  day  of  said  January,  which  shall  be  made 
in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  Librarian,  and  shall 
deposit  a  true  copy  thereof  with  the  town  clerk. 

Sec.  3.  Every  physician  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
attendant,  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  where  no  physi- 
cian or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the 
month  next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  the  registrar  of  the 
town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place,  a  certificate, 
signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  or  attendant,  stating  from  the 
best  information  which  the  signer  of  said  certificate  can  obtain,  the 
date  of  such  birth,  the  child's  name  (if  any)  and  sex,  the  names, 
ages,  color,  and  residence  of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  its 
father;  and  every  sexton  or  person  having  charge  of  any  public  or 
private  burial-place,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each  month, 
deliver  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  such  burial-place  is 
situated,  a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of  burial  of  the  persons 
buried  therein,  during  the  month  next  preceding;  and  the  physi- 
cian who  shall  attend  any  deceased  person  shall,  during  the  first 
week  of  the  month  next  succeeding  such  decease,  leave  with  the 
registrar  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  containing  all  the  particulars 
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relating  to  said  deceased  required  by  the  preceding  section  to  be 
recorded;  and  in  case  no  physician  attended  such  deceased  person, 
the  nearest  of  kin  shall  procure  such  certificate  from  some  other 
physician  or  substantial  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  shall  leave  it 
with  the  registrar  within  fifteen  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  4.  Bach  person,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  required  by 
the  preceding  section,  shall  receive  for  each  certificate  so  given, 
twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  town  in  which  such  birth  or 
death  may  occur. 

Sec.  5.  Every  certificate  of  death  shall  be  in  the  following 
form :

Attending  physician, 

(or Inhabitant  of  said  town, 

as  the  case  may  be.) 
And  the  registrar  of   each  town  shall  distribute  to  all  persons 
therein,  who  in  his  judgment  are  likely  to  need  them,  blank  forms 
for  the  certificates  and  returns  required  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  take  the  body  of  a  deceased  person  out 
of  the  town,  wherein  he  died,  without  having  first  left  with  its 
registrar  a  certificate,  similar  in  all  particulars  to  the  one  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  section;  and  the  registrar  shall  give  a 
permit  for  the  removal  of  such  body,  upon  receipt  of  said  cer- 
tificate. 

Sec.  V.  The  State  Librarian  shall  annually  prepare  and  furnish 
to  the  registrars  of  the  several  towns,  blank  books  for  their 
records,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  blank  forms  for  all  the  cer- 
tificates and  returns  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  required  by 
law  ;  accompany  the  same  with  such  instructions  and  explanations 
as  he  may  think  necessary;  receive  said  returns,  and  prepare,  or 
cause  to  be  prepared  therefrom,  such  tabular  statements  as  will 
render  them  of  practical  utility  and  exhibit  their  results  in  conven- 
ient form ;  make  report  thereof  annually  to  the  General  Assem- 
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bly;  and  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  provisions  of 
this  Part  into  effect. 

Sec.  8.  When  any  birth  or  death  shall  happen,  concerning 
which  no  certificate  shall  be  returned  to  the  registrar,  he  shall 
obtain  the  information  required  by  law  respecting  such  birth  or 
death,  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  provided 
in  the  fourth  section. 

Public  Acts,  Revision  of  1875. 

AN    ACT    IN    RELATION    TO    THE    REGISTRATION    OF    BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES, 

AND    DEATHS. 

Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  relating  to 
the  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,*shall  pay  for  every 
such  offense,  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  the  use  of  the  town  wherein 
such  offense  is  committed.

CHAPTER  LXXXIII. 

AN    ACT    IN    ADDITION  TO   AND    IN   ALTERATION  OF  AN  ACT    CONCERNING 
THE    REGISTRATION    OF    BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES,    AND    DEATHS. 

Section  1.  Certificates  of  births  shall  state  the  name  of  each 
child  (if  it  have  any);  the  place  and  date  of  its  birth;  its  sex;  the 
name  of  its  father,  and  the  maiden  name  of  its  mother ;  the  ages, 
color,  residence,  and  nativity  of  its  parents;  the  occupation  of  its 
father;  the  number  of  the  child,  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  medical  attendant. 

Sec.  2.  Certificates  of  death  shall  state  the  full  name  of-  the 
deceased;  the  date  and  place  of  death;  the  age,  sex,  color,  and 
condition  (single,  married,  or  widowed — if  a  wife  or  widow,  of 
whom);  the  occupation;  birth-place  and  residence  (if  in  a  tene- 
ment-house, with  how  many  families);  the  name  of  the  father; 
the  cause  or  causes  of  death,  and  the  duration  of  the  decease,  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  medical  attendant. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  open  any  grave  for  the  interment  or 
disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person ;  or  deposit  such 
dead  body  in  any  grave,  vault,  or  tomb,  in  any  public  or  private 
cemetery,  or  burial-place ;  or  disinter  or  remove  such  dead  body 
from  the  town  in  which  the  death  took  place,  without  having  pro- 
cured from  the  registrar  a  permit  therefor. 
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Sec.  4.  On  the  receipt  by  the  registrar  of  a  certificate  of  death, 
properly  made  in  the  form  hereafter  to  be  furnished  by  the  State 
Librarian,  and  containing  the  specific  facts  required  by  section  two 
of  this  act,  the  registrar  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  interment, 
disinterment,  or  removal  (as  the  case  may  be)  of  the  body  of  any 
deceased  person,  stating  therein  the  locality  of  the  interment,  dis- 
interment, or  removal.  No  permit  for  the  disinterment  of  the 
body  of  any  deceased  person  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August,  or  September,  shall  be  issued,  except  when  required  for 
the  purposes  of  a  legal  investigation. 

Sec  5.  Every  sexton,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  a 
cemetery,  or  other  place  of  burial,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of 
every  month,  return  to  the  registrar  a  list  of  all  the  interments, 
disinterments,  or  removals  made  by  him  during  the  month  next 
preceding,  with  the  dates  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  that  are  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
1877.

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OE  AN  ACT  ENTITLED  A.N  ACT  IN  ADDITION 
TO  AND  IN  ALTERATION  OF  AN  ACT  CONCERNING  THE  REGISTRATION 
OE   BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES,    AND    DEATHS. 

Section  1.  That  section  three,  chapter  eighty-three,  of  the 
public  acts  of  1876,  be,  and  hereby  is,  repealed,  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor:  No  person  shall  open  any  grave  for  the  dis- 
interment of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person,  in  any  public  or 
private  cemetery  or  burial-place;  or  disinter  or  remove  such  dead 
body  from  the  town  in  which  the  death  took  place,  without  having 
procured  from  the  registrar  a  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  four,  chapter  eighty-three,  of  the  public 
acts  of  1876,  be,  and  hereby  is,  repealed,  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor :  On  the  receipt  by  the  registrar  of  a  certificate 
of  death,  properly  made  in  the  form  hereafter  to  be  furnished  by 
the  State  Librarian,  and  containing  the  specific  facts  required  by 
section  two  of  the  acts  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  the  regis- 
trar shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  disinterment  or  removal  of  the 
body  of  any  deceased  person,  stating  therein  the  locality  of  the 
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interment,  disinterment,  or  removal.  No  permit  for  the  disinter- 
ment of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  during  the  months  of 
June,  July,  August,  or  September,  shall  be  issued  except  when 
required  for  the  purpose  of  a  legal  investigation. 

Sec.  3.  Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  shall 
receive  for  issuing  each  permit  as  herein  provided,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  4.  Any  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  or  any 
sexton  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sec  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT    RELATING    TO    RETURNS    OF    DIVORCES. 

Section  1.  The  returns  of  divorces  required  of  clerks  of  the 
superior  court  to  the  State  Librarian,  by  section  three,  part  sixteen, 
chapter  one,  title  three,  of  the  general  statutes,  shall  hereafter  be 
made  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  which  returns 
shall  be  tabulated  and  published  in  the  annual  report  of  said 
board. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT    CONCERNING    THE    REGISTRATION    OP    BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES,   AND 

DEATHS. 

Section  1.  The  registrar,  for  completing  each  record  of  birth 
by  inserting  the  full  name  of  the  child,  shall  receive  from  the 
town  ten  cents,  and  for  ascertaining,  recording,  and  indexing  each 
birth  of  which  no  certificate  has  been  furnished,  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  2.  Every  physician  residing  without  the  town  wherein  a 
birth  or  death  occurred  under  his  charge  shall  make  return  there- 
of to  the  registrar  of  such  town,  and  he  shall  receive  therefor 
from  the  registrar  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  such  town  for  the 
fee  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  No  deceased  person  shall  be  buried  in  any  town  hav- 
ing an  incorporated  city  within  its  limits,  until  a  burial  permit, 
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stating  the  place  of  burial  and  that  the  certificate  of  death  required 
by  law  has  been  returned  and  recorded,  has  been  given  by  the 
registrar,  who  upon  receipt  of  such'  certificate  shall  issue  such  per- 
mit; and  upon  application,  when  permits  are  required,  the  attend- 
ing physician  of  the  deceased,  and  the  coroner  in  case  of  an  inquest, 
shall  give  such  certificate;  or  if  there  be  no  attending  physician, 
or  his  certificate  cannot  be  obtained  early  enough,  or  where  imme- 
diate burial  is  required,  any  member  of  the  local  board  of  health, 
or  any  physician  employed  to  have  charge  of  the  poor  of  said  town 
or  city,  shall  give  such  certificate  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief,  and  the  registrar  shall  record  the  place  of  any  burial  other 
than  in  a  public  cemetery,  and  for  each  permit  shall  receive  twenty- 
five  cents  from  the  town. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  towns  the  secretary  or  committee  of  each  ceme- 
tery association  shall  report  to  the  registrar  Of  the  town  in  which 
such  cemetery  is  situate,  the  name  of  the  sexton  at  present  in 
charge  of  such  cemetery,  and  of  any  change  hereafter. 

Sec  5.  Every  person  having  charge  of  any  burial-place  shall, 
during  the  first  week  of  every  month,  return  a  list,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  fifty  cents,  of  all  the  interments,  disinterments,  and 
removals  made  by  him  during  the  next  preceding  month,  with  the 
dates  thereof,  to  the  registrar  of  the  town,  who  shall  record  the 
same  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec  7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN   ACT    ESTABLISHING    A    STATE    BOARD    OP   HEALTH. 

Sec  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  system  of  registration 
of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths.  Said  board  shall  prepare  the 
necessary  methods  and  forms  for  obtaining  and  preserving  such 
records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same  in  the 
several  counties,  and  in  the  central  bureau  of  vital  statistics  at  the 
capital  of  the  State.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  recommend 
such  forms  and  amendments  of  law  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be  neces- 
sary for  the  thorough  organization  and  efficiency  of  the  registra- 
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tion  of  vital  statistics  throughout  the  State.  The  secretary  of  said 
board  of  health  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  registration  of  vital 
statistics.  As  supervised  by  the  said  board,  the  clerical  duties  and 
safe-keeping  of  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics  thus  created  shall  be 
provided  for  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  State,  who  shall  also  pro- 
vide and  furnish  such  apartments  and  stationery  as  said  board 
shall  require  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties. 

TOWN    OE    CITY   BY-LAWS. 

Any  town  or  city  may  enact  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  law,  more 
effectually  to  obtain  a  perfect  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths;  and  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  such  by-laws  may 
be  enacted  shall  execute  their  provisions  under  the  same  oath  and 
penalty  as  if  they  were  the  statute  laws  of  the  State. 

AN  ACT  CONCERNING  THE  BODIES  OF  DECEASED  PERSONS. 

The  custody  and  control  of  the  remains  of  deceased  residents  of 
this  State  is  hereby  granted,  and  shall  hereafter  pertain,  to  the 
husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased ;  but  if  the  surviving  husband  or 
wife  had  abandoned,  and  at  the  date  of  death  was  living  apart 
from  the  deceased,  or  if  there  be  no  husband  or  wife  surviving, 
then  such  custody  and  control  is  granted  and  shall  pertain  to  the 
next  of  kin ;  but  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  the  domicil 
of  the  deceased  may  at  any  time,  upon  the  petition  of  any  of  the 
kin,  award  such  custody  and  control  to  that  relation  who  may 
seem  to  said  court  most  fit  for  the  time  being  to  have  the  same. 

Approved,  March  1,  1882. 

AN   ACT    CONCERNING   THE    RECORDS    OF   BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES,    AND 

DEATHS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrars  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths,  in  the  several  towns,  where  no  fire-proof  safes  are  provided 
for  their  use,  to  keep  the  records  of  their  office  in  the  vaults  pro- 
vided for  the  land  records  in  said  towns. 

Approved,  March  9,  1882. 
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The  following  is  the  code  of  registration  laws  submitted  to  the 
legislature.  With  a  few  exceptions  in  securing  uniformity,  it  is 
what  is  now  in  force  in  the  unrepealed  parts  of  acts,  brought  to- 
gether in  one  chapter. 

AN    ACT    IN    RELATION    TO    THE    REGISTRATION    OF    BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES, 

AND    DEATHS. 

Section  1.  Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths, 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  next 
succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed 
and  qualified. 

Sec  2.  Every  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he  can, 
all  the  marriages  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and  all  births, 
upon  the  affidavit  of  the  father  or  mother,  and  record  the  same  in 
a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  in  such  form,  and 
with  such  particulars  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  He  shall  give  licenses  to  marry,  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  law;  shall  make  and  perfect  all  records  of  the  birth  and 
death  of  the  persons  born  or  deceased  in  his  town;  and  when  any 
birth  or  death  shall  happen  of  which  no  certificate  shall  be  returned 
to  him,  he  shall  obtain  the  information  required  by  law  respecting 
such  birth  or  death.  He  shall  distribute  to  all  persons  in  his 
town,  who  in  his  judgment  are  likely  to  need  them,  blank  forms 
for  the  certificates  and  returns  required  by  law  to  be  made  by 
him;  shall  execute  the  provisions  of  all  by-laws,  not  contrary  to 
law,  that  may  be  enacted  by  any  town  or  city,  to  more  effectually 
insure  therein  a  perfect  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths;  shall  record  in  the  books  furnished  by  the  bureau  of 
vital  statistics  such  facts  concerning  the  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  in  his  town  as  may  be  therein  required;  shall  amend  his 
records  as  he  may  discover  mistakes  or  omissions  therein;  shall 
keep  the  records  of  his  office,  when  a  fire- proof  safe  is  not  provided 
for  his  use,  in  the  vaults  provided  for  the  land  records  of  his  town; 
shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  January,  send  to  the 
superintendent  of  vital  statistics  an  attested  abstract,  made  in  such 
form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  him,  of  said  records  for  the  year 
next  preceding  the  first  day  of  said  January,  and  shall  deposit  a 
true  copy  thereof  with  the  town  clerk,  by  whom  the  same  shall  be 
carefully  preserved  and  properly  bound  together,  at  the  expense 
of  the  town,  as  often  as  once  in  ten  years. 
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Sec.  3.  Every  physician,  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
attendant  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  where  no  phy- 
sician or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the 
month  next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  the  registrar  of  the 
town  wherein  such  births  may  have  taken  place  a  certificate, 
signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  or  attendant,  and  stating,  from 
the  best  information  which  can  be  obtained,  the  name,  if  it  have 
any,  of  such  child;  the  place  and  date  of  its  birth;  its  sex;  the 
name  of  its  father;  the  maiden  name  of  its  mother;  the  ages,  color, 
residence,  and  nationality  of  its  parents;  the  occupation  of  its 
father;  the  number  of  the  child,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
medical  attendant. 

Sec.  4.  Every  physician  who  shall  have  attended  any  person  in 
his  last  sickness  shall,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  done  before, 
during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next  succeeding  such  decease, 
leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  and  stating, 
from  the  best  information  that  can  be  obtained,  the  full  name  of 
the  deceased;  the  place  and  date  of  death;  the  age,  sex,  color,  and 
condition  (single,  married,  divorced,  or  widowed,  and  if  a  wife  or 
widow,  of  whom) ;  the  occupation,  birth-place,  and  residence  (if  in 
a  tenement-house,  with  how  many  families);  the  name  of  the 
father;  the  cause  or  causes  of  death,  the  duration  of  the  disease, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  medical  attendant.  And  in  case 
no  physician  attended  such  deceased  person,  the  nearest  of  kin 
shall  procure  such  certificate  from  some  other  physician,  or  sub- 
stantial inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  leave  it  with  the  registrar 
within  fifteen  days  after  such  death. 

Sec  5.  The  physician  who  may  have  attended  any  person 
during  his  last  sickness,  and  the  medical  examiner,  in  cases  of 
which  he  has  cognizance,  shall,  upon  application,  when  burial  per- 
mits are  required,  give  such  certificate  of  death  as  may  be  required 
under  the  preceding  section,  and  in  case  a  physician  were  not  in 
attendance,  any  member  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  town  in 
which  such  person  died,  or  any  physician  employed  to  take  charge 
of  the  poor  of  said  town  or  city,  shall,  upon  application,  give  such 
certificate  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief. 

Sec  6.  Whenever  any  boy  committed  to  the  State  Reform 
School,  or  any  girl  committed  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls, 
shall  die,  the  superintendent  shall  cause  immediate  notice  thereof 
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to  be  Sent  by  mail  to  the  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
of  the  town  from  which  said  boy  or  girl  was  so  committed. 

Sec.  7.  No  deceased  person  shall  be  buried  in  any  town  having 
an  incorporated  city  or  borough  within  its  limits,  until  a  burial 
permit,  stating  the  place  of  burial,  and  that  the  certificate  of  death 
required  by  law  has  been  returned  and  recorded,  has  been  given 
by  the  registrar,  who  shall  issue  such  permit  whenever  said  certifi- 
cate of  death  has  been  received  by  him,  and  the  registrar  shall 
record  the  place  of  any  burial  other  than  in  a  public  cemetery. 

Sec  8.  No  person  shall  open  any  grave  for  the  disinterment  of 
the  body  of  any  deceased  person  in  any  public  or  private  cemetery 
or  burial-place,  or  disinter  or  remove  such  dead  body  from  the 
town  in  which  the  death  took  place,  without  having  procured  from 
the  registrar  a  permit  therefor. 

Sec  9.  On  receipt  by  the  registrar  of  a  certificate  of  death 
properly  made,  and  containing  the  facts  required  by  section  4  of 
this  act,  the  registrar  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  disinterment  or 
removal  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person,  stating  therein  the 
locality  of  the  interment,  disinterment,  or  removal;  but  no  permit 
for  the  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  or  September  shall  be  issued,' 
except  when  required  for  the  purpose  of  a  legal  investigation. 

Sec  10.  In  all  towns  the  secretary  or  committee  of  each  cem- 
etery association  shall  report  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which 
such  cemetery  is  situated,  the  name  of  the  sexton  at  present  in 
charge  thereof,  and  of  any  change  hereafter. 

Sec  11.  Every  person  having  charge  of  any  burial-place  shah, 
during  the  first  week  of  every  month,  return  a  list  of  all  the  inter- 
ments, disinterments,  and  removals  made  by  him  during  the  next 
preceding  month,  with  the  dates  thereof,  to  the  registrar  of  the 
town,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  the 
bureau  of  vital  statistics. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 

Sec  13.  No  person  shall  remove  the  body  of  any  deceased 
person  from  or  into  the  limits  of  any  town  in  this  State,  otherwise 
than  for  immediate  burial  in  a  cemetery  adjacent  to  the  town  in 
which  such  person  died,  unless  there  shall  be  attached  to  the  coffin 
or  case  containing  such  body,  a  written  or  printed  permit,  signed 
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by  the  registrar  of  deaths  in  said  town,  certifying  the  cause  of 
death  or  disease  of  which  said  person  died;  and  further  certi- 
fying, in  case  said  disease-  or  cause  of  death  appears  by  said  permit 
to  have  been  cholera,  yellow  fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  small- 
pox,  or  other  pestilential  disease,  that  said  body  is  enclosed  in  an 
air-tight  coffin,  or  case  hermetically  sealed,  or  has  been  disinfected, 
or  both ,-  and  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
section,  or  who  shall  knowingly  sign  any  false  permit,  or  know- 
ingly cause  or  allow  any  false  permit  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  a  permit 
required  by  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Sec.  14.  The  registrars  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths1  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
coming  before  them. 

Sec  15.  To  the  person  performing  the  duties  required  by  this 
act  the  following  fee  shall  be  allowed  to  be  paid,  except  in  cases  of 
license  to  marry,  and  removal  permits,  by  the  town  wherein  the 
same  are  done:  To  the  registrar,  for  completing  each  record  of 
birth  by  procuring  and  inserting  the  full  name  of  the  child,  or  for 
recording  each  marriage  or  death,  ten  cents,-  for  ascertaining, 
recording,  and  indexing  each  birth  or  death,  of  which  no  certifi- 
cate has  been  returned  to  him,  or  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  license 
to  marry,  fifty  cents;  for  issuing  each  burial  or  removal  permit, 
twenty -five  cents;  for  making  an  abstract  for  the  superintendent 
of  vital  statistics  and  the  town  clerk,  three  dollars;  and  when  such 
abstract  is  of  a  record  that  in  the  aggregate  contains  more  than 
two  hundred  names,  two  cents  additional  for  each  name  over  said 
two  hundred.  To  the  person  furnishing  the  certificate  required 
by  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  sections  of  this  act,  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  certificate;  and  to  the  sexton  or  other  person  making  the 
return  required  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  fifty  cents  f or 
each  monthly  return. 

Sec  16.  All  provisions  of  the  several  statutes  and  public  acts 
hereinafter  named  as  are  now  in  force,  are  hereby  expressly 
repealed,  viz. :  Part  five,  chapter  three,  title  three  of  the  revised 
statutes;  chapter  twenty,  title  thirteen  of  the  revised  statutes; 
chapter  seventy  of  the  public  acts  of  1875;  chapter  eighty -three  of 
the  public  acts  of  1876;  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  public  acts  of 
1877;  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  public  acts  of  1879; 
chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  public  acts  of  1880;  chapters  five  and  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  public  acts  of  1882;  and  chapter 
ninety-three  of  the  public  acts  of  1883.

Hartford,  January  2,  1884. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut: 

The  Bank  Commissioners  have  the  honor,  as  required  by  law, 
to  submit  their  annual  report,  showing  the  condition  of  the  vari- 
ous institutions  under  their  supervision.  Detailed  reports  from 
all  the  Savings  Banks,  State  Banks,  and  Trust  Companies,  are 
appended,  and  will  amply  repay  a  careful  examination  at  your 
hands..  The  number  of  Savings  Banks  remains  the  same  as  last 
year — eighty-four, — the  Eastford  Savings  Bank  having  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  and  the  JSTew  Haven  Co- 
operative Savings  Fund  and  Loan  Association  having  commenced 
business  under  a  charter  granted  by  the  General  Assembly,  Jan- 
uary, A.D.  1881.

DEPOSITS. 

The  increase  of  deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks  during  the  past 
year  amounts  to  $3,155,973.22. 

The  total  deposits  aggregate  $88,098,383.77,  a  greater  amount 
than  ever  before  reported.  In  1853  the  deposits  amounted  to 
$8,764,615.  In  1863,  $26,951,802.  In  1873,  $70,769,407.  In 
1883,  $88,098,383. 

The  interest  and  surplus  has  increased  $444,723.61,  making 
the  total  $4,338,809.38,  or  nearly  five  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
amount  of  deposits.  The  number  of  depositors  is  also  greater 
than  ever  before  reported,  being  246,652,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  8,659.  Of  this  number,  7,880  deposited  $500 
or  less,  making  the  total  number  of  depositors  in  this  class 
195,351,  and  the  amount  of  deposits  $24,453,933.72.     The  num- 
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ber  of  depositors  having  less  than  $2,000  on  deposit  is  240,136, 
and  their  deposits  amount  to  $67,702,652.25. 

INVESTMENTS. 

During  the  year  investments  in  Banks  Stocks  have  increased 
$540,473.64;  in  Eailroad  Bonds,  $2,997,362.88;  in  State,  Town, 
City,  and  Corporation  Bonds,  $1,163,246.  These  investments 
have  been  to  your  commissioners  a  constant  care  and  anxiety,  and, 
in  a  few  instances,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  detailed  reports,  owing 
to  imperfect  information,  bonds  have  been  purchased  not  author- 
ized by  statute.  We  have  notified  the  officers,  and  the  changes 
have  cheerfully  been  made. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  United  States  Bonds  of  $1,874,- 
641.85,  the  total  amount  now  held  being  $3,774,928.73.  The 
decrease  of  $373,594.47,  in  loans  on  endorsed  notes  is,  in  the1 
opinion  of  the  commissioners,  a  wise  and  judicious  step.  Atten- 
tion was  called  to  this  class  of  investments  in  the  last  report,  and 
we  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  banks  have  given  our  suggestions 
consideration.  The  loans  on  stocks  and  bonds  have  increased 
$1,270,757.91.  The  collaterals  taken  to  secure  these  loans  have 
a  ready  convertible  market  value  of  at  least  twenty  per  cent, 
greater  than  the  amount  loaned. 

The  cash  on  hand  October  1st  amounted  to  $3,277,877.03,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $88,792.32,  the  greater  part  of 
which  is  on  deposit  with  National  Banks,  and  drawing  a  fair  rate 
of  interest. 

LOANS  UPON  REAL  ESTATE. 

The  loans  upon  Real  Estate  have  increased  $135,836.11.  The 
same  reasons  exist  as  last  year,  viz. :  The  taking  of  desirable 
loans  by  other  monied  institutions  and  private  individuals  which 
can  loan  a  greater  amount  than  one-half  the  appraised  value,  and 
at  lower  rates  than  savings  banks  feel  warranted  in  doing. 

INCOME    AND   DIVIDENDS. 

The  income  received  amounts  to  $4,709,628.47,  an  increase 
over  the  year  previous  of  $75,282.72.  The  dividends  paid 
amount  to  $3,496,975.56,  an  increase  of  $169,633.46.  Taking 
the  average  assets  for  the  year  at  eighty-eight  million  dollars,  the 
earnings  have  been  nearly  five  and  one-half  per  cent.

REAL    ESTATE. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  your  commissioners  to  be  able  to  report 
a  still  further  decrease  since  the  last  report  of  $423,824.80  in  the 
amount  of  Real  Estate  owned.  During  our  semi-annual  examina- 
tions we  were  pleased  to  find  the  interest  on  loans  so  well  and 
promptly  paid,  and  the  deep  interest  manifested  by  the  officers 
of  the  institutions  in  the  care  and  management  of  this  property. 

The  assets  yielding  no  income  are  $696,007.93,  a  decrease  of 
$112,993.80  during  the  past  year. 


REPORT    OF   RECEIVERS. 


There  are  three  institutions  in  the  hands  of  receivers,  viz.  : 
The  Townsend  Savings  Bank  of  New  Haven,  Eastford  Savings 
.Bank,  and  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company.  The  Townsend 
Savings  Bank  reports  the  nominal  value  of  assets  on  hand,  $809,- 
222.97.  Estimated  value,  $169,814.34.  Cash  on  hand,  $58,- 
983.28.     The  expenses  have  been  $32.39. 

The  Eastford  Savings  Bank  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
receiver  in  May  last.  The  receiver  reports  the  par  value  of 
assets,  $9,943.56.  Estimated  value,  $8,409.24.  Cash  on  hand, 
$594.24.     The  expenses,  nothing. 

The  receivers  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company  report  the 
par  value  of  their  assets,  $51,593.57,  and  the  estimated  value, 
$11,772.69.  Cash  on  hand,  $4,772.69.  Expenses  the  past  year, 
5.80. 
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CONCLUSION. 


We  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  recommend  any  additional 
legislation. 

The  laws  relating  to  investments  and  the  general  management 
of  the  banks  are  wholesome  and  sufficient  to  fully  protect  the 
depositors.  The  unexampled  prosperity  of  the  Savings  Banks 
shown  by  this  report  is  attributed  to  the  care  and  watchfulness 
of  the  officers  over  the  deposits  committed  to  their  charge. 
Investments  of  ninety  millions  of  dollars  have  been  so  judiciously 
and  economically  handled  that  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of 
depositors  have  not  failed  to  receive  a  satisfactory  interest,  and 
feel  that  their  deposits  are  absolutely  safe  and  secure. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  depositors  and  the  amount  of 
deposits  is  the  best  evidence  that  the  banks  have  the  confidence 
of  the  community,  and  they  also  show  that  the  industries  of  the 
State  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Should  additional  legislation 
be  proposed,  we  trust  the  legislature  will  carefully  consider  it,  in 
all  its  bearings,  that  nothing  may  be  done  to  endanger  what  is 
now  satisfactory.

SYNOPSIS  OF  DECISIONS 

OF  THE 

SUPREME  COURT  OF  ERRORS  OF  CONNECTICUT, 

RELATING  TO  SAVINGS  BANKS. 


DEPOSITS    IN    TRUST. 

A  widow  with  a  considerable  estate  and  no  children 
deposited  in  a  savings  bank  $250  in  her  own  name  as  trustee 
for  a  boy  thirteen  years  of  age,  whose  parents  were  near 
neighbors  and  friends,  and  who  was  accustomed  to  do 
errands  for  her.  Shortly  after  making  the  deposit  she 
told  the  boy's  parents  that  she  had  deposited  that  amount 
in  the  savings  bank  for  their  son,  and  again  alluding  to  it 
remarked  that  it  Avould  be  needed  for  his  education.  She 
kept  the  bank  book  herself,  and  two  years  thereafter  drew 
out  a  part  of  the  money,  and  a  year  later  the  balance  with 
accrued  interest,  signing  receipts  in  her  own  name,  and 
appropriating  the  money  to  her  own  use.  She  died  four 
years  later,  leaving  a  will  in  which  no  allusion  was  made 
to  the  deposit,  and  nothing  was  given  to  the  boy.  It  was 
found  by  the  court  below  that  at  the  time  she  made  the 
deposit  she  intended  to  make  a  gift,  to  take  effect  either 
then  or  at  some  future  time.  Held  that  she  made  a  complete 
gift  at  the  time  of  the  deposit,  and  could  not  afterwards 
revoke  it.  Held  also,  that  the  trust  was  to  be  regarded  upon 
the  facts  as  only  for  the  boy's  minority,  and  that  upon  his 
becoming  of  age  the  legal  title  would  vest  in  him  without 
any  further  act  to  end  the  trust. — Minor  vs.  Rogers,  40  Conn. 
Reports,  p.  512. 

DEPOSITS   TO   THE    CREDIT   OF   ANOTHER. 

A  woman  deposited  $460  in  a  savings  bank  for  E.  K.,  her 
niece,  the  deposit  being  placed  to  the  credit  on  the  books  of 
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the  bank  of  "  E.  K. — M.  K.  guardian ;"  she  at  the  same  time 
informing  the  guardian  of  her  niece  that  she  had  made  such  a 
deposit.  A  bank  book  was  delivered  to  her  by  the  bank  with 
the  deposit  so  entered,  but  she  retained  possession  of  it,  and 
afterward  had  the  money  transferred  back  to  her  by  the 
guardian.  The  court  below  found  that  at  the  time  the 
deposit  was  made  she  intended  it  as  a  gift  to  her  niece.  Held 
to  be  a  complete  gift,  and  beyond  the  power  of  revocation.- — 
Kerrigan  vs.  Eaniigan,  43  Conn.  Reports,  p.  17.

A  savings  bank  paid  money  on  an  order  to  a  person  who 
brought  with  it  the  depositor's  bank  book.  It  proved  that 
the  order  was  forged  and  that  the  bank  book  had  been  stolen. 
The  savings  bank  had  a  standing  rule,  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  of  identifying  its  depositors,  that  any  person  bring- 
ing the  bank  book  of  a  depositor  should,  in  the  absence  of 
suspicious  circumstances,  be  taken  to  be  the  depositor,  or  to 
have  an  order  from  him  ;  and  the  book  contained  in  conspic- 
uous letters  on  the  cover  the  following  notice :  "  Caution  to 
depositors.  This  book  should  be  preserved  with  great  care. 
If  it  should  be  lost,  give  immediate  information  at  this  office." 
The  by-laws  of  the  bank  were  also  printed  on  the  cover  of 
the  book,  one  of  which  was  as  follows  : . "  Payment  on  deposits 
shall  be  made  only  to  the  depositor  or  his  order,  or  to  his  legal 
representatives,  on  the  presentation  of  the  depositor's  book." 
The  depositor  had  no  actual  notice  of  the  rule  of  the  bank 
except  what  would  be  conveyed  by  this  by-law  and  caution. 
Held,  in  an  action  brought  against  the  bank  by  the  depositor 
to  recover  the  amount  paid  out  on  the  forged  order,  that  the 
bank  could  not  avail  itself  of  that  payment  in  defense,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover.  Had  the  book  con- 
tained this  further  notice,  that  the  presentation  of  the  book 
shall  be  taken  to  be  full  authority  for  paying  the  money,  and 
this  rule  been  brought  distinctly  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
depositor,  and  assented  to  by  him,  the  bank  would  have  been 
justified  in  the  payment  on  the  forged  order. — Eaves  vs. 
People's  Savings ' Bank,  27  Conn.,  p.  229. 
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SCALING-   DEPOSITS. 

A  savings  bank  in  the  course  of  its  business  met  with  a 
loss  equal  to  24  per  cent,  of  its  deposits,  which  sum  was  by 
vote  of  the  directors  apportioned  pro  rata  among  the  depositors, 
and  this  action  of  the  directors  was  afterwards  validated  and 
confirmed  by  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  an  action 
by  a  depositor  to  recover  his  pro  rata  share  of  such  loss,  it  was 
held  that  the  defendant  was  merely  the  agent  of  the  plaintiff 
to  receive  and  hold  his  money,  that  the  loss  was  occasioned 
by  the  plaintiff's  own  act  through  the  instrumentality  of  his 
agent,  and  that  independently  of  the  resolve  of  the  General 
Assembly  he  was  not  entitled  to  recover. — Bunnell  vs.  Collins- 
ville  Sav.  tioc,  39  Conn.  Reports,  p.  203. 

SET-OFF. 

A  depositor  in  a  savings  bank,  who  is  also  a  debtor  to  the 
bank  as  a  borrower  of  its  funds,  cannot  ....  set  off  the 
amount  of  his  deposits  against  his  indebtedness.  When, 
however,  a  man  indebted  to  a  savings  bank  as  borrower 
deposited  an  amount  less  than  the  debt,  intending  to  use  the 
money  so  deposited  for  a  payment  upon  the  debt,  it  was  held 
that  the  amount  deposited  could  be  set  off  against  the  debt. 
A  savings  bank  is  an  agent  for  the  depositors,  receiving  and 
loaning  their  money,  and  its  losses  are  their  losses,  and  are  to 
be  borne  by  them  equally  to  their  interest. —  Osbornvs.  Byrne, 
43  Conn.  Reports,  p.  155. 

treasurer's  bond. 

The  treasurer  of  a  savings  association  appointed  in  1851 
was  annually  re-appointed  until  1858.  Upon  his  first  appoint- 
ment he  gave  bond  with  sureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  no  new  bond  was  afterward  given. 
He  committed  no  default  until  after  his  reappointment  in 
1856.  By  the  constitution  of  the  corporation  the  directors 
were  to  be  appointed  annually,  and  they  were  to  appoint  the 
treasurer  and  other  officers — all  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
to  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until 
others  should  be  elected  in  their  stead.  Held,  that  the  office 
was  an  annual  one,  and  that  the  obligation  of  the  bond  did 
not  extend  beyond  the  year  for  which  the  treasurer  was  first

appointed.  An  official  bond  may  be  so  drawn,  in  the  case  of 
an  officer  who  is  to  be  annually  appointed,  as  to  guarantee 
his  fidelity  while  he  remains  in  office  under  the  first  or 
successive  appointments,  but  the  language  must  be  clear  and 
definite,  or  the  common  law  rule  will  control,  and  courts  will 
treat  it  as  an  annual  bond. —  Welch  vs.  Seymour,  28  Conn. 
Reports,  p.  387.

State  of  (Connecticut. 


To  the  Honorable   General  Assembly  of   the  State  of 
Connecticut,  January  Session,  A.J).  1884. 

We  submit  this  our  report  for  the  year  1883,  being  the 
thirty-first  annual  report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of 
Connecticut,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies to  us  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1883,  and  the 
statistical  tables  compiled  therefrom. 

We  have  in  former  reports,  referred  to  the  fact  that  as 
Connecticut  is  situated  midway  between,  and  immediately 
adjoining  to,  the  great  seaports  and  markets  of  New  York 
and  Boston,  without  any  rival  one  of  her  own,  her  people 
have  not  been  much  vexed  by  questions  of  freight  rates,  nor 
the  stockholders  in  her  railroads  made  to  suffer  for  railroad 
wars.  Her  territory  has  however  for  years  been  a  temptation 
to  those  who  thought  they  saw  money  to  be  made  in  the  con- 
struction through  it  of  rival  lines  between  New  England's 
capital  and  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  country. 

THE  NEW   YORK   &    CONNECTICUT    AIR  LINE  RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  most  bitter  contest  between 
two  such  enterprises.  In  our  last  report  we  said  that  nothing 
further  had  been  heard  from  the  New  York  &  Connecticut 
Air  Line  Railway  Company,  since  its  articles  of  association 
were  filed  October  22, 1881,  but  that  under  the  amended 
general  railroad  law  it  had  ten  months  more  in  which  to 
commence  construction  and  expend  thereon  ten  per  cent,  of 
its  subscribed  capital.  Our  report  had  hardly  been  presented 
to  the  Legislature  before  this  company  began  to  manifest 
signs  of  activity. 
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THE    HARTFORD    &    HARLEM    RAILROAD    COMPANY. 

On  the  30th  of  December,  1882,  the  articles  of  association 
of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Railroad  Company  were  filed. 
This  company  proposed  to  build  a  railroad  from  the  state  line 
at  some  convenient  point  on  the  west  boundary  of  the  Town 
of  Greenwich  to  some  convenient  point  in  the  Town  of  Hart- 
ford. So  far  as  the  line  from  Greenwich  to  New  Haven  was 
concerned,  this  was  the  same  territory  through  which  the 
New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line  Company  proposed  to 
build,  and  they  were  not  inclined  to  have  what  they  regarded 
as  their  rights  invaded  in  this  way.  They  therefore,  on  the 
11th  day  of  January,  1883,  filed  their  application  for  the 
approval  of  the  location  of  their  road  from  the  New  York 
state  line  to  the  city  of  New  Haven.  Thereupon  began  a 
contest  between  the  two  companies,  both  in  the  courts  and 
before  us,  which  has  been  pressed  with  the  utmost  persist- 
ency, and  with  the  best  legal  ability  which  the  state  could 
supply.  More  than  sixty  days  have  been  spent  by  us  in 
hearing  the  various  matters  respecting  these  two  organiza- 
tions and  a  large  number  of  questions  decided.  Most  of 
these  decisions  were  oral,  but  the  few  which  were  written 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix,  and  are  upon  questions,  some 
of  which  arise  only  under  the  general  railroad  law,  and 
others  which  are  common  to  locations  made  under  that  law, 
and  those  under  special  charters. 

THE   NEW   YORK    &   BOSTON    INLAND. 

The  New  York  &  Boston  Inland  Railroad  Company,  which 
filed  its  articles  of  association  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  on  the  4th  day  of  February,  1882,  with  a  capital 
stock  of  $10,000,000,  and  whose  road  it  was  proposed  to  con- 
struct in  a  direct  line  from  Boston  to  New  York,  entering  the 
State  at  its  northeast  corner  in  Thompson  and  leaving  it  at 
the  southwest  corner  in  Greenwich,  held  its  annual  meeting 
in  New  Haven  in  December.  We  have  not  been  called  on  to 
give  our  approval  of  any  location  of  its  line,  and  unless  ten 
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per  cent,  of  its  subscribed  capital  is  expended  in  construction 
before  the  4th  of  next  February,  its  corporate  existence  will 
expire  by  provisions  of  the  statute. 

The  last  and  most  complete  parallel  railroad  project  is  that 
outlined  in  the  notice  published  in  the  newspapers  of  Decem- 
ber 17th,  that  application  would  be  made  to  your  Honorable 
Body  for  a  special  charter  for  a  railroad  to  come  down  to 
Hartford  from  Massachusetts,  through  the  same  towns  through 
which  the  Connecticut  Central  runs  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Connecticut  river ;  thence  along  the  same  general  line  as  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  the  Hartford  &  Harlem, 
and  (after  reaching  New  Haven)  the  New  York  &  Connecti- 
cut Air  Line  to  the  New  York  State  line  in  Greenwich. 
Beyond  this  notice  we  have  at  this  date  no  information  in 
regard  to  the  project. 

OPERATION    OF    THE   GENERAL    RAILROAD    LAW. 

The  experience  of  the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air 
Line,  and  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  has  established  beyond 
controversy  the  entire  practicability  of  organizing  under 
our  general  railroad  law  as  it  now  exists,  and  of  locating  a 
railroad  under  it,  while  the  Meriden  &  Cromwell  Railroad 
Company  has  demonstrated  the  practicability  of  building 
under  it,  where  capital  is  interested  to  build.  It  is  indeed 
claimed,  and  with  considerable  degree  of  justice,  that  the 
provisions  of  the  law  are  too  liberal,  unnecessarily  subjecting 
the  quiet  enjoyment  of  the  homes  and  lands  of  our  citizens 
to  the  caprice  of  two  or  three  individuals.  That  the  Legis- 
lature may  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain  is  of 
course  unquestioned,  so  also  is  its  power  to  expressly  dele- 
gate this  right,  and  it  is  too  late  to  dispute  its  power  by 
a  general  law  to  delegate  this  right  to  any  persons  who  shall 
comply  with  certain  provisions  of  law.  But  it  is  not  too  late 
to  question,  and  we  think  it  would  be  wise  to  consider,  whether 
some  restriction  should  not  be  placed  upon  the  exercise  of 
that  right.  Massachusetts  has  thought  it  necessary  to  apply 
such  restriction. 
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The  theory  of  our  general  railroad  law  is  that  whenever  a 
considerable  number  of  persons  (twenty-five)  can  be  found 
who  are  willing  to  subscribe  from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent,  of 
what  it  would  cost  to  build  a  railroad,  and  pay  in  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  subscribed,  that  under  those  circumstan- 
ces there  exists  a  public  convenience  and  necessity  which 
demands  the  construction  of  the  road  and  permits  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  by  the  corporators. 
The  interpretation  of  the  law  however  is  such,  that  if  one 
person  can  find  twenty-four  others  who  are  willing  to  associate 
with  him,  he  may  himself  furnish  all  the  capital,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  assent  of  a  board  of  directors  chosen  by  him, 
exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain  with  only  the  very  lim- 
ited restriction  which  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have 
authority  to  impose. 

There  remains  then  only  one  of  the  two  requirements,  the 
existence  of  which  conjointly  the  Legislature  apparently 
regarded  as  essential  to  show  the  existence  of  a  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad. 
There  has  been  found  the  amount  of  the  capital  required  will- 
ing to  assume  the  risk  of  starting  the  enterprise,  but  it  is  the 
capital  of  only  one  man.  and  the  risk  is  assumed,  not  on  the 
judgment  of  twenty-five,  but  only  perhaps  of  a  single  person  ; 
so  that  the  question  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  which 
alone  justifies  the  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use, 
comes  to  be  decided  not  by  any  impartial  tribunal,  nor  by  any 
considerable  number  of  persons,  but  by  this  single  person, 
who  decides  in  his  own  favor  and  assumes  the  right  of 
eminent  domain  for  his  own  advantage. 

A  bill  was  prepared  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  requiring  this  question  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  to  be  decided  by  a  public  tribunal  before  a  proposed 
railroad  could  be  built.  It  was  defeated  on  the  ground  that 
such  a  law  was  in  effect  a  repeal  of  the  general  railroad  law. 
That  such  would  have  been  its  effect  in  some  cases  is  un- 
doubtedly true.  For  it  was  truly  said  by  the  opponents  of 
the  bill  that  while  such  a  tribunal  might  decide  that  public 
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convenience  and  necessity  called  for  one  "parallel"  rail- 
road between  New  Haven  and  New  York,  it  would  not  be 
expected  to  decide  that  there  was  any  such  call  for  two  or 
more  "  parallels." 

LOCATION   OF   THE   NEW   YORK   &   CONNECTICUT   AIR   LINE. 

The  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line  Railway  Company, 
as  is  well  known,  was  organized  to  build  a  railroad  from  the 
New  York  state  line  in  Greenwich,  to  New  Haven,  and  the 
Hartford  &  Harlem  was  organized  to  build  from  the  New 
York  line  in  Greenwich  also  to  New  Haven,  and  thence 
northerly  through  Meriden  to  Hartford,  reaching  it  by  a  con- 
nection with  the  New  York  &  New  England,  as  first  proposed, 
at  Clayton,  and  subsequently  in  New  Britain. 

From  New  Haven  to  Greenwich,  the  locations  adopted  by 
the  Hartford  &  Harlem  were  for  a  large  part  of  the  distance 
upon  the  location  which  the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air 
Line  claimed  to  have  adopted.  The  surveys  of  the  latter 
had  been  made  so  hastily,  and  its  preliminary  proceedings 
with  so  little  attention  to  correctness  of  detail  that  both  con- 
tained many  errors,  so  many  indeed  that  it  was  claimed  by 
the  Hartford  &  Harlem  that  the  attempted  organization  and 
location  were  void,  and  that  they  had  forfeited  any  rights  they 
might  have  had  to  the  route  covered  by  their  so-called  location. 
Most  of  the  errors  claimed  by  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  were 
found  by  us  to  exist.  Some  of  them  we  allowed  to  be  cor- 
rected by  amendments,  and  in  other  cases  required  new  pro- 
ceedings to  be  had  until  finally  the  whole  line  was  approved 
by  us  on  the  20th  of  November.  In  the  mean  time,  the  two 
years  from  the  time  when  the  articles  of  association  were 
filed,  expired  the  2*2d  of  October,  and  its  corporate  existence 
and  powers  would  have  ceased,  except  for  the  provision  in 
the  law  of  1882,  by  which  the  Commissioners  were  empow- 
ered to  extend  the  time,  when  a  "  company  has  been  prevented 
by  litigation  or  by  the  opposition  of  any  party  from  comply- 
ing with  the  provisions"  of  the  statute.  Under  the  authority 
of  that  statute  we  have  extended  the  time  for  five  months 
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from  said  22d  of  October,  that  is  till  March  22, 1884,  within 
which  this  company  may  commence  the  construction  of  its 
road  and  expend  thereon  ten  per  cent,  of  its  subscribed 
capital,  viz. :  $23,970. 

LOCATION    OF    THE    HARTFORD    &    HARLEM. 

The  legality  of  the  organization  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem 
railroad  company  was  also  denied  and  vigorously  contested 
before  us,  but  after  very  full  investigation  we  were  of  opinion 
that  all  the  statute  requirements  had  been  complied  with,  and 
that  the  company  was  duly  organized.  To  the  location  of  the 
eastern  division  of  this  road,  from  New  Britain  to  New  Ha- 
ven, there  was  not  much  opposition,  except  to  a  small  part  in 
Hamden,  and  that  in  New  Haven  ;  and  on  the  11th  of  Septem- 
ber the  company  was  notified  that  with  certain  modifications 
we  would  approve  the  location  so  far  as  New  Haven.  The 
location  asked  for  through  the  city  of  New  Haven  met  with 
very  general  opposition  from  the  citizens  and  the  city  authori- 
ties, and  after  a  very  protracted  inquiry  we  were  of  opinion 
that  great"  mischief  was  likely  to  ensue  if  the  road  should  be 
built  on  the  line  and  in  the  manner  proposed.  We  therefore 
declined  to  approve  of  the  location  asked  for  through  that  city. 

Many  hearings  were  had  in  regard  to  the  approval  of  the 
location  of  different  portions  of  its  line  between  New  Haven 
and  the  New  York  state  line  before  the  motion  was  made  by 
the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line  company,  that  we  re- 
fuse to  approve  any  portion  of  the  line  of  the  Hartford  & 
Harlem  between  the  points  named,  because  of  its  material 
and  unnecessary  injury  to  their  own  location.  This  motion 
was  sustained  by  us  as  will  be  seen  by  our  decision  thereon 
printed  in  the  appendix.  In  consequence  of  this  decision, 
and  our  refusal  to  approve  their  proposed  line  through  New 
Haven,  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  were  obliged  to  make  a  new 
location  and  their  petitions  for  the  approval  of  the  portion  com- 
mencing north  of  the  city  of  New  Haven,  and  extending  to 
the  New  York  state  line,  were  heard  by  us  on  the  14th,  19th, 
28th,  and  29th  of  December,  and  a  further  hearing  assigned 
for  the  3d  of  January,  1884. 
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MERIDEN   &   CROMWELL   RAILROAD. 

Except  by  special  authority  a  railroad  company  having  once 
located  its  road  cannot  thereafter  change  that  location.  The 
location  of  the  Meriden  &  Cromwell  railroad  having,  as  sta- 
ted in  our  last  report,  been  approved  by  us  on  the  29th  of 
September,  1882,  could  not  thereafter  be  changed  though  it 
was  found  that  another  line  could  be  run  to  the  manifest  ad- 
vantage of  all  interested.  A  law  was  therefore  passed  last 
year  authorizing  a  railroad  company  to  change  the  location 
of  its  road,  or  of  any  section  or  part  thereof,  if  such  change 
is  made  before  the  construction  of  the  section  or  part  is  com- 
menced. Acting  under  authority  of  this  statute,  the  Meriden 
&  Cromwell  railroad  company  made  a  new  location,  and  on 
the  22d  of  May,  made  application  for  our  approval,  and  on 
the  25th  of  June,  made  application  for  our  approval  of  further 
changes.  By  those  new  locations  the  crossing  at  grade  of 
the  Midclletown  branch  of  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
railroad  and  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Valley  railroad 
were  both  avoided,  as  well  as  of  some  highways. 

GROSS   EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  various  companies  for  the  year 
as  reported,  show  an  increase  of  $881,286.40,  being  very 
nearly  five  and  three-quarters  per  cent.,  and  amounted  to, 
1)16,234,942.44,  the  passengers  earnings  being  $7,041,937.02, 
an  increase  of  1335,632.41,  or  one-half  of  one  per  cent.,  and 
the  freight  earnings  $8,003,510.07,  an  increase  of  $626,- 
631.32.  Of  the  total  gross  earnings  a  little  larger  per  cent, 
came  from  freight  than  last  year,  being  forty-nine  and  one- 
third  per  cent. 

OPERATING   EXPENSES. 

While  the  gross  earnings  have  increased,  the  expenditures 
reported  for  operating  expenses  have  increased  still  more,  the 
increase  being  $1,551,587.36,  nearly  double  the  increase  in 
gross  earnings.  They  are  reported  as  $11,890,389.57,  or 
seventy -three  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  which  is  five 
per  cent,  more  than  last  year.  This  increase  in  operating- 
expenses  is  chiefly  reported  by  two  companies,  the  New  York 
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&  New  England  reporting  an  increase  of  $666,244.17,  and 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  an  increase  of  $732,- 
498.74 ;  the  former  reporting  $67,000  more  expended  for 
repairs  of  road-bed  and  track  than  last  year,  $140,000  more 
for  repairs  of  locomotives,  $64,000  more  for  repairs  of  cars, 
and  $250,000  more  for  salaries  and  labor  other  than  for 
repairs ;  and  the  latter  reporting  an  increased  expenditure  of 
$150,000  for  repairs  of  road-bed  and  track,  $145,000  for 
repairs  of  bridges,  and  $225,000  for  fuel.  The  number  of 
men  employed  in  operating  the  several  roads,  including 
officers,  is  twelve  thousand,  four  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  an 
increase  of  one  thousand,  five  hundred  and  ten. 

NET   EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings,  after  deducting  the  $10,552.15  deficit 
reported  by  the  Shepaug  Railroad  Company,  which  last  year 
increased  its  operating  expenses  about  thirty-eight  per  cent., 
by  reason  chiefly  of  bridge  renewals,  amounted  to  only 
$4,344,552.87,  or  $670,300.96  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Eleven  companies  paid  dividends  the  past  year,  varying 
•from  one  and  one-half  per  cent,  up  to  ten  per  cent.,  being 
an  average  of  7.75  per  cent,  on  their  capital  stock,  and 
amounting  to  $2,682,944.00.  The  twelve  other  companies, 
including  the  Meriden  &  Cromwell,  paid  no  dividends  on 
their  $22,444,328.25  of  capital  stock. 

.      EARNINGS    AND    EXPENSES   PER   MILE    OPERATED. 

The  number  of  miles  of  road  operated  by  our  companies 
is  1,514.85,  and  the  gross  earnings  per  mile  averaging  $10,- 
934.86,  an  increase  of  $495.02  ;  the  Norwich  &  Worcester 
and  the  Naugatuck  earning  the  most  per  mile  of  the  single- 
track  roads,  and  the  Stamford  &  New  Canaan  the  least. 

The  gross  expenses  per  mile  operated  averaged  $7,957.56, 
an  increase  of  $903.37  per  mile ;  the  same  two  roads — the  Nor- 
wich &  Worcester  and  the  Naugatuck — being  the  highest  of  the 
single-track  roads,  and  the  Stamford  &  New  Canaan  the  least. 
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The  net  earnings  per  mile  operated  averaged  $2,915.35, 
being  $506.29  less  than  last  year. 

EARNINGS   AND   EXPENSES   PER   MILE   RUN. 

The  gross  earnings  per  mile  run  fell  off  three  cents,  having 
averaged  $1.40  ;  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  and  the  Naugatuck 
continuing  the  lead,  the  former  with  $2.91  and  the  latter  with 
$1.90,  a  falling  off  on  both  roads. 

The  expenses  per  mile  run  increased  six  cents,  the  average 
being  $1.02,  those  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  having  been 
$1.58,  the  Shepaug  $1.38,  and  the  Naugatuck  $1.21. 

The  average  net  earnings  amounted  to  only  $0.37,  a  falling 
off  of  two  cents. 

MILEAGE. 

The  total  train  mileage  increased  856,373  miles,  amounting 
to  11,616,477  miles.  The  passenger  train  mileage  amounted 
to  5,848,310  miles,  an  increase  of  366,527,  and  the  freight 
train  mileage  amounted  to  4,372.635,  an  apparent  increase  of 
only  248,789.  We  say  apparent  increase,  because  the  switch- 
ing mileage  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road, 
which  has  heretofore  been  included  in  freight  mileage,  is  this 
year  included  in  the  mileage  of  "  all  other  trains,"  so  that 
while  the  freight  mileage  on  that  road  shows  an  apparent 
falling  off  of  nine  per  cent.,  it,  in  fact,  is  increased  about 
seventeen  per  cent. 

MAINTENANCE   OF   ROAD. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  of  road  per  mile  operated 
was  $1,547.41,  or  $147.66  less  than  last  year,  the  Naugatuck 
showing  the  highest  amount  for  the  single  track  roads,  being 
$1,801  35  ;  the  reason  for  the  noticeable  change  in  cost  on 
the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  from  $1,622.06  last  year 
to  $761.11  this  year,  and  in'the  cost  of  maintenance  per  mile 
run,  from  $0.54  to  $0.16  is,  that  heretofore  the  practice  on 
that  road  has  been  to  treat  the  construction  account  as  prac- 
tically closed  so  far  as  their  old  line  was  concerned,  while  this 
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year  very  many  items  heretofore  charged  to  operating  expen- 
ses have  been  charged  to  construction  account.  The  average 
cost  per  mile  run  was  $0.17. 

STEEL   RAILS. 

There  only  remains  one  hundred  and  four  miles  of  rail- 
road in  this  State  not  laid  with  steel  rails,  ninety  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  being  so  laid.  With  steel  rails  costing  now  only 
$35  at  the  mills,  we  are  likely  to  forget  that  when  first  laid 
in  this  State,  they  cost  $176. 

STOCK   AND    DEBT. 

The  total  amount  of  stock  issued  and  outstanding  indebt- 
edness reported,  was  on  September  30,  1883,  $88,072,031.44. 
The  amount  of  stock  is  reported  $56,953,678.25,  an  increase 
of  $1,236,828.25,  the  stock  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
having  been  increased  $635,000,  and  the  Hartford  &  Connec- 
ticut Western,  $334,000 ;  the  $300,000  capital  stock  of  the 
Meriden  &  Cromwell  being  added,  and  the  stock  of  the 
Stamford  &  New  Canaan,  being  $64,171.75  less  than  that  of 
the  old  New  Canaan  company.  The  outstanding  indebted- 
ness amounts  to  $31,118,353.19. 

LENGTH    OF   ROADS. 

Including  the  Meriden  &  Cromwell  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction, the  total  length  of  all  the  roads  in  the  State  is 
973.46,  which  is  about  eight-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the 
total  length  of  the  railroads  in  this  country.  The  length  of 
the  double  tracks  is  140  miles,  and  that  of  the  sidings  246, 
making  a  total  of  1,360  single  track  miles,  an  increase  of  61 
miles. 

PROPERTY   ACCOUNTS. 

The  balance  sheets  of  the  companies  show  construction 
accounts  amounting  to  $75,110,698.46  ;  equipment  accounts, 
$9,034,511.01 ;  and  other  permanent  investments  amounting 
to  $2,174,393.31— a  total  of  $87,303,858.11,  including  the 
permanent    investments    of    the    Hartford    &    Connecticut 
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Valley,  and  the  Stamford  &  New  Canaan  railroad  companies 
which  are  not  classified,  with  cash  and  cash  assets  of 
$9,327,875.88. 

In  our  tabular  statements  the  column  of  permanent  invest- 
ments, other  than  the  construction  and  equipment  accounts, has 
been  added  this  year,  and  a  new  classification  made  to  corres- 
pond. The  column  of  cash  and  cash  assets  has  also  been 
added. 

•    PASSENGERS   &   FREIGHT   CARRIED. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year 
amounted  to  16,352,617,  an  increase  of  945,831,  or  six  per 
cent.  The  receipts  averaging  forty-three  cents  a  passenger. 
The  mileage  was  336,254,721,  an  increase  of  13,727,801 
miles.  The  freight  carried  amounted  to  7,219,469  tons,  an 
increase  of  572,631  tons,  or  nearly  nine  per  cent.  The 
receipts  averaged  1.95  cents  per  ton  per  mile. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ROADS. 

In  addition  to  our  usual  semi-annual  examination  of  the 
various  railroads  of  the  State,  as  required  by  law,  we  have 
during  the  past  season  employed  a  competent  expert  to  care- 
fully inspect,  under  our  direction,  the  most  important  wooden 
bridges  thereon,  and  make  to  us  written  reports  of  their  con- 
dition. "We  have  communicated  to  the  railroad  companies 
semi-annually  in  writing  the  general  results  of  our  inspections 
with  such  suggestions  as  seemed  necessary  to  increase  the 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  traveling  public,  which  sugges- 
tions have  generally  been  promptly  complied  with  by  the 
companies  to  whom  they  have  been  addressed.  We  are  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  in  general  terms  an  improvement  of  the 
condition  of  nearly  every  road  in  the  State,  as  evidenced  by 
the  continued  substitution  of  steel  for  iron  rails,  the  filling 
up  of  pilings  and  trestle-work,  the  replacing  of  wooden  struc- 
tures by  stone  or  iron,  the  increased  attention  paid  to  the 
surface  and  alignment  of  the  track,  and  the  establishment  of 
approved  electric  signals  at  various  points  of  danger. 
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BOSTON   &   NEW   YORK   AIR  LINE   RAILROAD. 

This  road  is  now  leased  and  operated  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  since  our 
last  animal  report  many  necessary  repairs  and  renewals  have 
been  made  on  various  parts  of  the  line.  The  long  piling 
near  New  Haven  has  been  thoroughly  renewed,  and  most  of  it 
entirely  rebuilt.  New  floor-systems  have  been  placed  on  the 
bridges  between  New  Haven  and  Willimantic,  and  also  on 
the  Lyman  and  Rapallo  viaducts.  A  considerable  renewal  of 
steel  rails  has  been  made  in  the  main  track,  so  that  only  five 
miles  of  iron  rail  remain,  for  which  steel  will  be  substituted 
the  coming  season.  The  iron  on  the  Colchester  Branch  has 
been  mostly  renewed.  We  have  called  the  attention  of  the 
company  to  the  need  of  a  new  depot  at  Turnerville,  the  pres- 
ent one  being  small  and  inconvenient  for  the  accommodation 
of  either  passengers  or  freight.  The  earnings  and  operating 
expenses  of  the  road  are  now  included  among  those  of  the 
lessors.  The  preferred  stockholders  have  received  dividends 
of  four  per  cent,  in  all  during  the  year. 

DANBURY    &   NORWALK    RAILROAD. 

This  road  has  been  maintained  in  its  usual  excellent  condi- 
tion, and  among  the  permanent  improvements  made  during 
the  year,  may  be  named  the  extension  of  the  passenger  depot 
facilities  at  upper  Norwalk  by  the  construction  of  a  heavy 
retaining  wall  below  the  station,  enabling  the  passenger  plat- 
forms to  be  greatly  widened  and  lengthened  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  increased  passenger  traffic  at  that  point. 
The  two  longest  bridges  on  the  road,  those  at  Norwalk  and 
Winnipauk,  have  been  entirely  rebuilt.  The  passenger  station 
at  Danbury  is  being  remodeled  and  improved. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  for  the  year  have  been 
$211,733.91,  being  an  increase  of  five  per  cent,  over  those  of 
the  preceding  year.  As  the  operating  expenses  have  increased 
$22,047.29,  the  net  earnings  are  $11,306.98  less  than  those  of 
the  preceding  year.  One  dividend  of  two  and  one-half  per 
cent,  has  been  paid  to  the  stockholders  during  the  year. 
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HARTFORD   &   CONNECTICUT   VALLEY   RAILROAD. 

The  work  of  filling  up  the  pilings  and  trestles  on  this  road 
has  been  continued  during  the  past  year.  Those  at  Good- 
speed's  and  Chester  are  now  mostly  completed,  and  a  com- 
mencement has  been  made  at  Maromas  and  Hartford;  about 
sixty  thousand  cubic  yards  of  material  have  been  put  in  at 
these  points  since  our  last  report.  At  Maromas  substantial 
stone  abutments  have  been  erected,  on  which  it  is  proposed 
to  place  an  iron  girder  bridge.  The  high  timber  trestling 
along  the  bank  of  Park  River  in  Hartford,  together  with  the 
draw  bridge  over  the  same  river  have  been  substantially  rebuilt, 
and  iron  girder  bridges  have  been  put  over  State  Street  in 
said  city.  Over  seven  hundred  tons  of  steel  rail  have  been 
purchased  and  mostly  put  in,  and  when  all  laid  it  will  com- 
plete the  entire  main  track  with  steel  from  Hartford  to  Say- 
brook. 

The  gross  earnings  have  been  $215,455.28,  being  an 
increase  of  ten  per  cent,  over  last  year,  all  of  which  except 
$15,370.28  has  'been  expended  for  operating  expenses,  and 
permanent  improvements. 

HARTFORD    &    CONNECTICUT   WESTERN    RAILROAD. 

The  condition  of  this  road  continues  to  improve  from  year 
to  year  as  the  work  of  its  reconstruction  progresses.  During 
the  past  season  more  than  twenty-two  miles  of  its  track  in 
this  State  have  been  relaid  with  steel,  leaving  only  four  miles 
of  iron  rails  remaining  in  Connecticut.  A  large  number 
of  its  smaller  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  and  some  of  its 
larger  bridges  refloored  and  covered.  The  filling  up  of  the 
trestles  at  Tariffville,  Twin  Lakes,  and  Chapinville  has 
been  continued.  The  platforms  of  several  depots  have  been 
rebuilt  and  additional  turnouts  put  in  for  the  accommodation 
of  freight  business.  Thirty-six  miles  of  telegraph  poles  have 
been  erected.  The  track  and  road  bed  have  been  kept  in  their 
usual  good  condition,  and  its  train  service  conducted  with 
promptness  and  regularity. 

The  extension  of  this  road  to  the  Hudson  River,  referred 
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to  in  our  last  report,  lias  been  successfully  operated  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  continue  to 
make  large  expenditures  on  this  part  of  the  line  in  rebuilding 
bridges  and  other  work  necessary  to  bring  it  into  the  condi- 
tion of  a  first-class  road.  These  necessary  expenditures  have 
absorbed  a  large  percentage  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  year. 
The  gross  earnings  have  been  $394,411.65,  showing  an 
increase  of  twenty-eight  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding year,  all  of  which  amount  with  the  exception  of 
$78,820.07  has  been  expended  for  operating  expenses,  and 
permanent  improvements. 

HOUS ATONIC   RAILROAD. 

With  the  exception  of  the  inferior  character  of  some  of  its 
passenger  depots,  little  can  be  said  regarding  the  condition 
of  the  road  except  in  commendation.  The  track  and  equip- 
ment are  maintained  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  train 
service  conducted  with  commendable  regularity.  The  new 
passenger  station  at  Danbury,  in  place  of  the,  former  old  and 
inconvenient  one,  has  been  completed  since  our  last  report. 
Two  locomotives  and  two  drawing-room  cars  have  been  added 
to  the  rolling  stock.  About  five  thousand  dollars  have  been 
expended  in  rebuilding  the  company's  dock  at  Bridgeport. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  were  $735,492.54,  and  the 
net  earnings  $178,144.50,  the  latter  amount  not  materially 
differing  from  the  net  earnings  of  the  preceding  year. 

MERIDEN    &    CROMWELL    RAILROAD. 

The  name  of  this  road  will  hereafter  regularly  appear  in 
our  annual  reports,  as  the  work  of  its  construction  has  been 
commenced,  and  over  $100,000  has  thus  far  been  expended 
in  the  work  of  grading,  purchase  of  right  of  way,  and  other 
construction  expenses.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  work 
vigorously  during  the  winter  in  order  to  have  the  road  ready 
for  operation  by  the  summer  of  1884. 

The  road  is  to  be  ten  and  a  half  miles  in  length  running 
from  the  city  of  Meriden  easterly  to  the  Connecticut  River  at 
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Cromwell.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  1300,000, 
all  of  which  has  been  subscribed  and  of  which  an  installment 
of  forty  per  cent,  has  been  called  in. 

NAUGATUCK   RAILROAD. 

The  most  noticeable  improvement  on  the  line  of  this  road 
is  the  commencement  of  its  double  track,  which  is  now  under 
construction  for  a  distance  of  about  five  miles  northerly  from 
its  junction  with  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  railroad.  All 
the  work  is  of  first-class  quality,  the  bridges  being  of  iron  and 
most  of  the  line  upon  a  new  and  greatly  improved  loca- 
tion which  eliminates  many  of  the  present  objectionable 
curves.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  double  track  northerly 
as  "far  as  Derby  during  the  coming  year.  In  regard  to  the 
track  and  equipment  of  the  entire  line,  it  continues  to  be 
maintained  in  its  usual  good  condition.  The  gross  earnings 
'have  been  $712,865.62  for  the  year,  and  the  net  earnings 
$258,368.31,  which  figures  do  not  materially  differ  from  those 
of  the  preceding  year.  The  usual  dividends  of  ten  per  cent, 
in  all  have  been  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

NEW    HAVEN    &    DERBY   RAILROAD. 

The  work  of  filling  up  the  various  pilings  and  trestle  work 
on  this  road  referred  to  in  our  last  report  has  been  continued 
during  the  past  season  at  an  expenditure  of  more  than 
twenty-one  thousand  dollars.  The  filling  of  the  openings  at 
Platte  Valley,  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  long,  and 
thirty-seven  feet  extreme  depth,  at  Wopowaug,  including  the 
building  of  two  heavy  bridge  abutments  more  than  fifty  feet 
in  height,  and  at  Davis  Brook,  three  hundred  feet  long,  and 
fifty-five  feet  extreme  depth,  with  a  long  arch  culvert  and 
heavy  bridge  abutments  have  all  been  nearly  completed,  and 
the  filling  of  the  north  end  of  the  Derby  piling  has  been 
commenced.  These  improvements  add  greatly  to  the  safety 
and  permanent  value  of  the  road,  and  will  be  continued 
during  the  coming  year.  Among  other  noticeable  improve- 
ments is  a  depot  building  at  Birmingham,  and  a  machine  shop 
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building  at  New  Haven.  Two  hundred  and  forty  tons  of 
steel  rail  have  been  put  into  the  track,  and  some  additional 
turnouts  laid  down. 

The  gross  earnings  have  been  $165,859.39,  and  the  net- 
earnings  175,767.47,  which  do  not  essentially  differ  from 
those  of  last  year. 

NEW    HAVEN    &    NORTHAMPTON    RAILROAD. 

The  track,  road-bed,  and  equipment  of  this  road  continue 
in  its  usual  good  condition,  and  no  special  permanent  improve- 
ments have  been  made  during  the  year,  except  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  brick  freight  house  and  other  improved  freight 
facilities  at  Mount  Carmel  station,  the  substitution  of  iron 
girders  for  wooden  stringers  at  several  short  openings,  and 
the  laying  of  about  two  miles  of  steel  rail  upon  the  Collins- 
ville  Branch. 

The  gross  earnings  were  $860,047.78,  being  four  per  cent, 
less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  net  earnings  were 
$266,191.60,  showing  a  decrease  of  thirteen  per  cent. 

NEW   LONDON    NORTHERN    RAILROAD. 

All  the  main  track  of  this  road  is  now  of  steel  and  has 
been  maintained  in  excellent  condition.  No  special  permanent 
improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Some  of 
the  wooden  bridges  and  other  wooden  structures  have  been 
in  the  road  for  many  years,  but  all  are  carefully  cared  for, 
and  receive  from  time  to  time  such  repairs  and  renewals  as 
are  found  necessary. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  were  $837,712.17,  being 
an  increase  of  eight  and  one-half  per  cent,  over  last  year, 
and  the  net  earnings  were  $148,643.56  against  $68,072.30  for 
year  preceding.  Stockholders  have  received  dividends  of 
six  per  cent,  in  all  upon  their  stock. 

NEW   YORK   &  NEW   ENGLAND   RAILROAD. 

Since  our  last'  report  the  road  has  extended  and  is  now 
using  its  double  track  between  Hartford  and  Newington,  five 
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miles, between  Burnside  and  Vernon,  eight  miles,  and  between 
Willimantic  and  Chewink,  seven  miles.  The  greater  part  of 
the  grading  for  the  second  track  from  the  last  named  point 
easterly  to  the  Connecticut  State  line  has  been  completed, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  this  work  during  the  winter  so 
that  the  rails  can  be  laid  upon  this  part  of  the  line  during 
the  summer  of  1884. 

A  new  passenger  station  has  been  built  at  Willimantic  ;  a 
large  number  of  additional  side  tracks  have  been  put  down  in 
East  Hartford  freight  yard,  and  the  removal  of  the  Hartford 
repair  shops  to  these  grounds  is  contemplated  at  an  early 
day. 

The  equipment  of  the  road  has  been  increased  by  the  addi- 
tion of  thirty-four  locomotives,  thirteen  new  and  elegant  pas- 
senger cars,  six  baggage  cars,  three  hundred  and  seventy 
coal  cars,  and  twenty-nine  caboose  cars. 

New  water  stations  have  been  put  up  at  Putnam,  Williman- 
tic, "Vernon,  and  East  Hartford,  and  new  coaling  stations  at 
Putnam.  East  Hartford,  and  Sandy  Hook.  A  large  number 
of  additional  sidings  for  passing  freight  trains  have  been  put 
in  at  convenient  points  along  the  line.  Ten  iron  girder 
bridges  of  spans  from  twenty  to  thirty  feet  have  replaced  the 
same  number  of  wooden  stringer  bridges.  A  large  part  of 
the  track  has  been  relaid  with  steel  rail  of  sixty-six  pounds 
weight  per  yard  in  place  of  sixty  pounds  steel  rail  taken  up, 
and  spring  rail  frogs,  and  safety  switches  have  generally 
replaced  the  more  imperfect  appliances  formerly  in  use. 

In  addition  to  these  extraordinary  improvements,  the 
track  and  road-bed  of  the  main  line  and  branches  has  been 
maintained  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  trains  have  been 
run  without  the  loss  of  life  of  any  passenger  unless  we  except 
young  Griswold,  employed  in  the  refreshment  room  at  Water- 
bury  station,  who  was  riding  on  a  free  pass,  and  stood  near 
an  open  door  of  the  baggage  car  at  the  time  of  the  Plainville 
collision,  elsewhere  referred  to. 

The  gross  receipts  for  the  year,  13,568,653.47,  show  an 
increase  of  eight  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
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The  operating  expenses  are  13,111,312.62,  thirteen  per  cent. 
more  than  last  year,  and  nearly  seven  eighths  of  the  entire 
gross  earnings.  The  net  earnings,  -1457,340.85,  are  $400,000 
below  those  of  the  preceding  year.  The  Board  of  Directors 
chosen  December  11,  18S3,  caused  a  thorough  investigation 
to  be  made  into  the  affairs  of  this  company,  which  resulted 
in  finding  such  an  unsatisfactory  financial  condition  that  on 
the  1st  of  January,  instant,  the  president  of  the  company, 
Charles  P.  Clark,  was,  on  motion  of  second  mortgage  bond- 
holders, appointed  Receiver  of  the  company  by  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Second  Judicial  District,  and  the 
road  is  now  being  run  by  him  in  that  capacity. 

NEW    YORK,    NEW    HAVEN    &    HARTFORD    RAILROAD. 

Among  the  principal  permanent  improvements  made  on 
the  line  of  this  road  during  the  past  year,  may  be  named  the 
following:  the  east  half  of  Cos  Cob  bridge  in  the  town  of 
Greenwich,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1877,  and  a  tem- 
porary wooden  structure  then  put  in,  has  now  been  replaced 
by  a  substantial  iron  bridge,  at  a  cost  of  $85,000  ;  an  over- 
head iron  bridge  has  been  put  in  at  Lamberton  street,  New 
Haven,  at  a  cost  of  $15,000  ;  the  Mill  River  wood  bridge  near 
Fairfield,  and  the  East  Lyme  draw-bridge  have  been  replaced 
by  iron  structures.  New  ice  breakers,  and  strengthening  of 
the  piers  of  the  Connecticut  River  bridge  on  the  Shore  Line 
Division  have  cost  over  $20,000.  New  station  buildings 
have  been  erected  at  Fairfield,  Black  Hall,  and  Stony  Creek, 
costing  about  $12,000. 

Five  new  locomotives  have  been  purchased,  and  five  built, 
all  costing  $132,000.  Fifty  new  passenger  cars,  and  one 
hundred  new  coal  cars  have  been  put  into  service  at  a  cost  of 
$238,647. 

On  the  Hartford  Division,  nine  miles  additional  of  stone 
ballast,  costing  $8,000  per  mile,  has  been  completed,  and 
this  work  will  be  continued  the  coming  season.  Nine  miles 
of  steel  rails  and  ten  miles  of  new  sidings  have  been  put  in  at 
various  points  along  the  line.     An  expenditure  of  $389,000 
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has  been  made  for  lands,  mostly  outside  this  State,  to  be  used 
for  additional  main  tracks  and  other  contemplated  improve- 
ments of  the  road. 

Hall's  electric  signals  have  been  applied  at  nineteen  points 
on  the  New  York  Division,  and  interlocking  appliances  have 
been  placed  on  the  Westport  draw-bridge,  rendering  full  stop- 
page of  trains  unnecessary. 

The  gross  earnings,  16,729,374.41,  and  operating  expenses, 
$4,659,440.57,  include  also  those  of  the  Boston  &  New  York 
Air  Line  and  Shore  Line  Divisions,  which  are  leased  and 
operated  by  this  company. 

NEW  YORK,  PROVIDENCE  &  BOSTON  RAILROAD. 

Only  seventeen  miles  of  this  road  are  within  the  limits  of 
the  State,  and  on  this  portion  of  the  road  we  note  the  follow- 
ing improvements :  the  double  track  has  been  extended  from 
Stonington  to  Mystic  on  which  three  Howe  truss  bridges  have 
been  widened  for  the  same,  and  the  necessary  grading,  bal- 
lasting, and  masonry  completed.  A  number  of  cattle  passes 
have  been  rebuilt,  and  the  general  alignment  of  the  track 
considerably  improved.  New  side  tracks  have  been  put  in 
at  West  Mystic  and  Groton,  and  a  new  turn  table  built  at  the 
latter  place.  Electric  block-signals  have  been  placed  at 
Stonington  and  Mystic. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  were  $1,133,444.83,  "being 
an  increase  of  nearly  seven  per  cent,  over  last  year.  The 
net  earnings  were  $449,165.47,  being  eleven  per  cent,  less 
than  those  of  the  preceding  year.    . 

NORWICH    &  WORCESTER   RAILROAD. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  track  of 
this  road  since  our  last  report  by  the  laying  of  eleven  hundred 
and  ninety  tons  of  steel  rail  at  various  points  where  most 
needed.  Two  miles  of  additional  sidings  have  been  put  in 
and  a  new  station  house  has  been  built  at  Wauregan. 

An  extension  of  this  road  southward  from  Allyn's  Point  to 
Groton,  a  distance  of  seven  miles,  is  contemplated. 
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The  gross  earnings  were  $780,853.44,  showing  a  decrease 
of  $56,917.19,  and  the  net  earnings  were  $291,272.84,  being 
a  decrease  of  $73,074.13. 

Dividends  to  the  amount  of  ten  per  cent,  in  all  have  been 
paid  to  the  stockholders. 

SHEPAUGr  RAILROAD. 

A  new  and  substantial  iron  bridge  of  a  total  length  of  four 
hundred  feet  has  been  built  over  the  Housatonic  river,  in 
place  of  the  old  wooden  structure  formerly  there.  Consider- 
ing the  limited  means  of  the  company,  great  credit  is  due 
them  for  this  important  improvement. 

The  renewal  of  another  bridge  of  one  hundred  and  ten  feet 
span,  with  iron, is  proposed  during  the  coming  season.  Nearly 
two  miles  of  steel  rail  have  been  put  in  the  track,  and  the 
track  and  road-bed  of  the  entire  line  have  been  kept  in  good 
working  order. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  were  $64,330,  all  of  which, 
together  with  an  additional  sum  of  $10,552.15,  have  been 
expended  for  operating  expenses  and  permanent  improve- 
ment. 

STAMFORD   &   NEW   CANAAN  RAILROAD. 

This  is  the  corporate  name  of  a  company  now  first  appear- 
ing in  our  reports,  and  established  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture pf  1882,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

By  a  decree  of  foreclosure  in  favor  of  the  first  mortgage 
bondholders,  the  former  New  Canaan  Railroad  Company 
ceased  to  exist  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1883,  and  the 
present  corporation  succeeds  to  the  proprietorship  of  the  road, 
the  stockholders  being  the  holders  of  the  first  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  former  organization.  Since  that  time  a  control- 
ling interest  in  the  road  has  been  obtained  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  by  whom  it  is 
now  operated. 

The  track  and  superstructure  of  the  road  has  been  kept  in 
reasonably  good  condition  for  the  accommodation  of  its  limited 
business,  and  will  no  doubt  hereafter  be  well  maintained. 
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SOUTH    MANCHESTER    RAILROAD. 

All  the  appliances  of  this  short  road  continue  to  be  well 
cared  for  and  maintained  in  first-class  condition,  and  its 
receipts  and  expenditures  do  not  materially  differ  from  those 
of  last  year. 

ALTERATION   OF   HIGHWAY   GR^DE   CROSSINGS. 

The  last  House  of  Representatives  passed  a  resolution 
calling  upon  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  report  to  the 
present  House  "  the  number,  places,  their  respective  names, 
and.  where  situated,  where  a  public  highway  is  crossed  by  a 
railroad  at  grade,  and  where  in  their  opinion  the  public  safety 
requires  that  such  grade  crossings  should  be  changed  so  that 
the  highway  will  pass  over  or  under  the  railroad." 

"  Also  whether  any  legislation  (and  if  any  what)  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  make  the  travel  upon  the  highway,  or  upon 
the  railroads  less  dangerous  at  such  crossings." 

A  public  act  passed  at  the  same  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  provided  that  whenever,  in  our  opinion,  public  safety 
required  an  alteration  in  a  highway  crossed  at  grade  by  a 
railroad,  we  might  order  such  alteration  made ;  and  earlier 
statutes  provided  that  upon  the  petition  of  the  directors  of  a 
railroad  company,  or  of  the  town,  city,  or  borough  authorities, 
representing  that  public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  any 
such  grade  crossing,  we  should  determine  what  alterations 
should  be  made.  But  both  these  laws  provided  that  before 
any  such  judgment  should  be  rendered,  notice  should  be  given 
to  the  railroad  company,  to  the  municipal  authorities,  and  to 
the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  such  crossing. 

As  both  these  statutes  contemplate  action  whenever  in  our 
opinion  public  safety  requires,  such  opinion,  however,  to  be 
formed  after  a  full  hearing  of  parties  in  interest,  we  have 
been  somewhat  embarrassed  to  determine  how  we  might 
respond  to  the  resolution  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  pre- 
judging without  any  hearing  the  questions  which  might  sub- 
sequently come  before  us  for  official  determination. 

We  decided  in  the   first  place  to  obtain  if    possible  the 
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opinions  of  the  municipal  authorities,  and  for  that  purpose 
sent  to  all  the  town,  city,  and  borough  authorities  in  the  State 
the  following  circular  and  blank  for  reply  :

Subsequently  we  examined  all  the  grade  crossings  in  the 
State,  more  particularly  those  to  which  our  attention  had 
been  called  in  response  to  our  circular.  We  have  also,  after 
notice  pursuant  to  the  statute,  held  hearings  in  regard  to 
most  of  these  crossings  which  seemed  to  us  particularly  dan- 
gerous. 

As  a  result  of  such  hearings  we  have  ordered  alterations  to 
be  made  as  follows  : 

GLENBROOK. 

The  Glenbrook  station  crossing  on  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  in  the  town  of  Stamford,  we 
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ordered  changed  from  the  west  side  of  the  station  to  the  east 
side,  and  carried  over  the  tracks  by  a  bridge  to  be  erected  with 
the  necessary  abutments  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the 
cost  of  the  right  of  way  for  the  new  road,  and  of  grading 
the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  town. 

MADISON.  • 

In  Madison  on  the  Shore  Line  Division  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  we  have  ordered  the  two 
crossings  known  as  the  "  Abel  Scranton  Crossing,"  and  the 
"  William  Bishop  Crossing,"  to  be  brought  together  and 
carried  over  the  track  by  a  bridge,  the  cost  of  the  change  to 
be  divided  in  the  same  manner  as  at  Glenbrook. 

NEWINGTON. 

In  Newington  on  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  upon  petition  of  the  Direc- 
tors, we  have  ordered  the  crossing  known  as  the  "  Wethers- 
field  Crossing  "  to  be  raised  so  as  to  pass  over  the  tracks. 
Owing  to  the  situation  here  the  bridge  will  have  to  be  con- 
tinued over  the  stream  and  long  approaches  built  on  that  side. 
In  this  case  we  assessed  upon  the  town  only  a  small  part  of 
the  expense,  viz. :  $2,000  ;  all  the  work  to  be  done,  and  the 
rest  of  the  expense  paid  by  the  railroad  company. 

KOSSUTH    STREET   IN   BRIDGEPORT. 

These  four  are  the  only  highways  crossed  by  a  railroad  at 
grade,  which  we  have  during  the  year  found,  after  full  inquiry, 
should  be  changed  so  as  to  pass  over  and  under  the  railroad, 
unless  we  add  Kossuth  Street  in  East  Bridgeport  on  the  "New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad.  There  Crescent 
Street  runs  parallel  with  the  railroad,  and  we  have  recom-- 
mended  that  the  railroad  company  and  the  city  unite  in  carry- 
ing Kossuth  Street  over  both  the  railroad  and  Crescent  Street, 
so  giving  to  that  part  of  the  city  an  easy  and  safe  crossing 
from  one  section  to  the  other. 
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OTHER    CROSSINGS. 

But  in  addition  to  these  highways  there  are  others  in  regard 
to  which  we  should  have  reported  that,  in  our  opinion,  public 
safety  required  them  to  be  changed  so  as  to  go  over  and  under 
the  railroad,  had  we  felt  at  liberty  to  so  report  without  hear- 
ing witnesses  on  the  subject. 

WILLIMANTIC. 

In  Willimantic  is  a  notable  instance  of  this.  In  that  place 
Union  and  Jackson  Streets  at  their  junction,  and  also  Main 
Street,  are  crossed  by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad, 
and  by  reason  of  the  large  amount  of  switching  done  by  the 
railroad  company,  and  the  obstruction  to  the  sight,  particularly 
on  Union  and  Jackson  Streets,  the  crossing  of  the  railroad 
track  is  attended  with  much  danger,  so  much  in  fact  that  it 
seemed  to  us,  without  investigation,  that  the  crossings  should 
be  changed.  We  accordingly  ordered  a  hearing  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  when  the  testimony  of  the  citizens  of  Willimantic 
was  nearly  unanimous  that  the  change  was  impracticable,  or 
at  least  that  it  would  be  attended  with  so  much  expense,  dam- 
age, and  inconvenience  that  it  would  not  be  warrantable. 

GREENEVILLE. 

A  similar  case  is  the  Greene ville  and  Preston  crossing  of 
the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  in  Norwich.  The  cross- 
ing itself  at  the  foot  of  a  steep  hill,  with  buildings  crowded 
down  to  the  track,  is  so  situated  as  to  be  necessarily  danger- 
ous, and  we  held  an  investigation  as  to  the  necessity  of  chang- 
ing it.  At  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  the  approach  upon 
the  east  would  have  to  be  raised  so  high  and  for  so  long  a 
distance  as  to  itself  involve  a  heavy  expenditure,  and  cause 
still  heavier  damage  to  the  adjoining  property.  The  projected 
change  therefore  met  with  little  favor,  and  we  have  not  yet 
felt  justified  in  ordering  it  to  be  done. 

SIMSBURY. 

In  Simsbury  it  was  represented  that  "  Toy's  Crossing  "  of 
the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  road,  and  the  Main  Street 
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crossing  both  of  that  road  and  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut 
Western  were  so  dangerous  that  they  ought  to  be  changed. 
"We  accordingly  appointed  a  day  for  making  full  inquiry,  when 
it  appeared  that  it  was  so  difficult  to  make  a  change  at  Toy's 
as  to  be  at  present  impracticable ;  while  in  regard  to  the  Main 
Street  crossing  we  were  unanimously  desired  to  await  some 
action  of  the  town  before  deciding  what  should  be  done,  or 
in  fact  whether  any  change  at  all  was  necessary. 

NEW   HARTFORD. 

In  New  Hartford  the  crossing  at  the  station  of  the  Hartford 
&  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  is  at  the  foot  of  Cemetery 
Hill,  and  it  was  claimed  by  some  parties  that  this  was  one  of 
the  crossings  at  which  public  safety  required  the  highway 
to  be  carried  over  the  track,  or  rather  that  the  railroad  should 
be  moved  so  that  it  would  pass  under  the  highway.  An 
inquiry  into  this  matter  was  ordered  by  us,  and  while  it  was 
admitted  that  such  a  change  would  be  desirable,  if  practicable, 
it  was  claimed  by  the  railroad  company  that  tbe  change  would 
be  so  expensive  as  to  render  it  impracticable.  Those  most 
desiring  the  change  thought  the  estimate  of  expense  too  high, 
and  at  their  request  we  reserved  our  decision  in  the  matter  to 
enable  them  to  have  measurements  and  estimates  made, 
but  we  have  been  notified  that  the  petitioners  would  be  satis- 
fied if  we  ordered  gates  at  the  crossing,  but  this  question  not 
having  been  heard  by  us  no  decision  has  yet  been  made. 

WOODMONT. 

The  Woodmont  Station  crossing  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  road  in  Milford,  by  reason  of  its  location 
at  the  foot  of  a  hill  and  on  a  sharp  curve  in  the  railroad,  is  so 
dangerous  that  we  thought  best  to  order  a  hearing  in  regard 
to  it,  and  had  it  not  appeared  at  this  investigation  that  it  was 
impracticable  to  take  the  highway  under  the  track,  and  that 
to  carry  it  over  would  be  very  inconvenient,  we  should  at  that 
time  have  ordered  a  change.  The  matter  is  still  under  con- 
sideration. 
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"  SACHEM'S   HEAD    CROSSING  "    IN   GUILFORD. 

Our  attention  was  also  called  to  the  "  Sachem's  Head 
Crossing"  on  the  Shore  Line  Division  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  in  the  town  of  Guilford,  but  on 
investigation  it  was  found  that  to  carry  the  highway  under 
the  track  was  impracticable,  and  that  to  carry  it  over  would 
be  enormously  expensive,  while  within  six  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five feet  of  it  was  already  a  bridge  crossing  over  the 
track,  connecting  with  the  "  Sachem's  Head"  road,  and  used 
by  all  who  desired  to  avoid  the  grade  crossing.  Under  the 
circumstances  we  were  of  opinion  that  public  safety  did  not 
require  any  change  in  this  crossing. 

There  are  other  highway  crossings  of  railroads  at  grade 
which  are  by  reason  of  their  location  particularly  dangerous, 
and  which,  were  we  to  give  an  opinion  based  simply  on 
inspection,  without  any  public  investigation,  we  should  say 
public  safety  requires  should  be  changed  so  as  to  go  over  or 
under  the  track,  but  in  regard  to  which  we  might  arrive  at  a 
different  conclusion  after  having  heard  the  parties  in  interest, 
as  is  required  by  statute  before  any  change  can  be  ordered. 

Of  this  character  is  the  crossing  below  Berlin  station  on 
the  Hartford  Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  the  crossing  at  Crescent  Beach  station  on  the 
Shore  Line,  the  seventh  crossing  west  of  Saybrook  station, 
the  one  next  west  of  Westbrook  station,  and  the  Pardee,  Poor 
Man's,  and  Hill's  crossings  in  Fair  Haven;  also  the  Point  of 
Rocks  crossing  on  New  York  &  New  Haven  Division  in  West 
Haven. 

On  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  the  Oneco 
turnpike  crossing  in  Sterling,  the  Daniel  Sprague  crossing  in 
Andover,  the  crossing  next  west  of  Vernon  station,  the 
Waterbury  highway  near  Hancock  station  in  Plymouth,  and 
the  Peter  Road  and  Kettletown  Road  in  Southbury,  and  on 
the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western,  the  first  grade  crossing 
east  of  Norfolk  station, — thirteen  in  all. 

There  are  many  other  crossings  to  which  the  resolution 
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does  not  apply,  but  in  regard  to  which  we  should  feel  author- 
ized to  order  changes  upon  proper  proceedings ;  crossings 
which  cannot  well  be  carried  either  over  or  under  the  track, 
but  which  can  be  avoided  altogether  by  changing  the  location 
of  the  highway,  and  often  where  by  such  change  two  or  more 
bad  crossings  can  be  avoided  at  an  expense  much  less  than  that 
involved  in  carrying  one  highway  over  or  under  a  railroad. 

There  are  still  other  crossings,  such  as  Asylum  street  in 
Hartford,  Water  street  in  New  Haven,  Fairfield  avenue  in 
Bridgeport,  which  are  as  dangerous  as  grade  crossings  can 
well  be,  in  regard  to  which  we  would  not  assume  to  determine 
what  changes  public  safety  requires,  except  after  most  care- 
ful investigation. 

We  do  not  know  that  any  further  legislation  is  required  "  in 
order  to  make  the  travel  upon  the  highway  or  upon  the 
railroads  less  dangerous  at  such  crossings,"  unless  it  be 
thought  best  to  empower  us  to  direct  the  time  within  which 
the  changes  ordered  by  us  shall  be  made. 

We  think  it  would  also  be  wise  to  amend  the  law  of  1883 
to  correspond  with  that  of  1876,  so  as  to  allow  us  to  determine 
by  whom  the  changes  ordered  by  us  shall  be  made,  instead  of 
providing  as  now  that  the  work  in  all  cases  shall  be  done  by 
the  railroad  company.  The  circumstances  are  frequently 
such  that  a  portion  of  the  work  can  best  and  most  economi- 
cally be  done  by  the  town,  and  a  portion  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany. We  have  generally  thought  it  the  safest  and  best  way 
where  the  law  permitted  us  to  do  so,  to  require  all  the  work 
within  the  location  or  right  of  way  of  the  railroad  company  to 
be  done  by  it,  and  all  changes  outside  of  the  right  of  way  to 
be  made  by  the  town.  The  numerous  investigations  made  by 
us  in  regard  to  changing  existing  grade  crossings  have  very 
fully  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  law  forbidding  the 
construction  of  any  more  highways  at  grade  across  railroads, 
and  only  permitting  new  railroads  to  cross  existing  highways 
at  grade  when  the  Railroad'  Commissioners  find  special 
reasons  for  it.  At  the  time  of  the  building  of  the  roads  the 
highways  can  be  carried  either  over  or  under  the  railroads 
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with  comparatively  little  cost  in  construction,  while  the 
heavy  land  damages  which  are  incurred  in  making  changes 
after  the  roads  are  completed  and  buildings  have  been  erected 
with  reference  to  existing  grades,  are  almost  entirely  avoided. 
We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  neither  the  New  York  & 
Connecticut  Air  Line  in  their  last  applications,  nor  the  Hart, 
ford  &  Harlem  have  asked  for  many  crossings  of  highways  at 
grade.  On  the  former  out  of  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
highways  crossed  only  five,  and  those  but  little  used,  have 
been  allowed  at  grade,  and  on  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  none 
have  been  allowed  between  New  Britain  and  New  Haven, 
and  for  the  rest  of  tlie  distance  only  three  are  asked  for  at 
grade  ;  so  that  out  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  highways 
crossed  by  it,  only  three,  and  those  very  unimportant,  will  be 
at  grade,  while  thirty-two  other  highways  on  its  line  are  to 
be  changed  so  as  not  to  be  crossed  at  all. 

The  number  of  highway  grade-crossings  reported  this  year, 
is  three  less  than  last,  while  of  the  whole  number,  sixty-eight 
are  protected  by  gates,  being  nineteen  more  than  last  year  ; 
thirty-six  by  flagmen,  being  one  more  than  last  year,  and 
six  others  by  electric  signals,  besides  those  which  also  have 
gates ;  leaving  eleven  hundred  and  thirteen  unprotected  grade 
crossings  against  eleven  hundred  and  forty-two  last  year. 

WATERBURY. 

Only  one  petition  has  been  presented  to  us  under  the  law 
of  last  year  providing  that  whenever  a  new  highway,  or  a 
new  portion  of  a  highway,  should  thereafter  be  constructed 
across  a  railroad,  such  highway  or  portion  of  highway  should 
pass  over  or  under  the  railroad  as  we  should  direct.  On  the 
19th  of  December  the  selectmen  of  Waterbury  brought  their 
petition  representing  that  they  proposed  to  lay  out  a  highway 
and  construct  the  same  across  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  a 
short  distance  south  of  the  city  line,  and  requesting  us  to 
direct  whether  the  same  should  cross  the  railroad  above  or 
below  grade.  The  hearing  on  this  petition  is  assigned  for 
the  4th  of  January,  1884. 
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HIGHWAYS    ON    THE   NEW   YORK    &   NEW   ENGLAND    EXTENSION. 

Investigations  and  hearings  on  various  other  matters  have 
taken  considerable  time.  The  New  York  &  New  England 
Railroad  Company  made  application  in  April  last  for  our 
approval  of  the  manner  in  which  they  had  left  the  thirty -three 
grade-crossings,  the  four  crossings  over  highways,  and  the 
three  under  highways,  between  Waterbury  and  the  New  York 
State  line.  This  involved  notice  to  the  various  towns  along 
the  line,  and  it  was  some  time  before  all  the  crossings  were 
so  fixed  that  we  felt  justified  in  giving  our  approval. 

ACCESS  TO  THE  HARTFORD  DEPOT. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  an  Act  requiring  all  railroad 
companies  to  maintain  a  safe  approach  for  carriages  to  its 
passenger  stations,  forbidding  them  to  permit  such  approach 
to  be  obstructed  in  any  manner  for  a  reasonable  time  before 
or  after  the  arrival  of  every  passenger  train  stopping  at  such 
station,  and  empowering  us  to  make  such  orders  as  we  might 
deem  reasonable  and  necessary  in  such  cases.  On  the  23d 
of  May  our  attention  was  called  to  the  condition  of  the 
approach  to  the  Asylum  street  station  of  the  New  York  & 
New  England  Railroad  in  Hartford,  and  we  were  asked  to 
issue  an  order  pursuant  to  the  statute  referred  to.  Notice 
was  given  to  the  parties  in  interest,  and  on  the  12th  of  July 
an  order  issued  such  as  seemed  to  us  necessary  and  reason- 
able. Although  this  order  has  not  been  strictly  complied 
with,  the  company  claiming  it  was  impossible  to  do  so  and 
continue  their  business,  yet  it  has  been  substantially  obeyed 
and  much  relief  experienced. 

DESIGNATING  THE   DIRECTION   OP   TRAINS. 

Having  heard  that  the  companies  using  this  depot  dis- 
regarded the  law  requiring  railroad  companies  to  conspicu- 
ously put  on  each  passenger  car  which  leaves  the  termini  of 
their  own  or  any  other  road,  a  legible  card  distinguishing  way 
from  express  trains,  and  designating  the  direction  in  which  the 
trains  are  next  to  move,  we  wrote  on  the  27th  of  June  to  each 
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of  the  companies  using  the  depot,  calling  their  attention  to 
the  law  and  that  it  was  not  observed.  The  Hartford  &  Con- 
necticut Western  Railroad  Company  has  since  that  time  com- 
plied with  the  requirement,  but  the  other  companies  have 
failed  to  do  so,  either  wholly  or  in  part. 

SWITCHING   ACROSS   HIGHWAYS. 

Another  law  of  last  session  authorized  and  empowered  us 
to  forbid  the  use  by  a  railroad  company,  for  switching  pur- 
poses or  for  standing  trains  of  any  kind,  such  portions  of  its 
tracks  as  then  were  or  might  thereafter  be  placed  upon  or 
across  any  public  street  or  highway,  and  generally  to  make 
any  and  all  orders  regarding  the  crossing  of  streets  and  high- 
ways by  railroad  locomotives  and  cars,  that  the  public  might 
be  inconvenienced  as  little  as  possible  thereby. 

ASYLUM    STREET,    HARTFORD. 

Under  this  statute  a  petition  was  brought  by  the  Mayor  and 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Hartford,  praying  that  an 
order  be  passed  forbidding  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Railroad  Company  from  using  for  switching  purposes  and  for 
standing  trains  that  portion  of  their  tracks  which  crossed 
Asylum  street.  After  having  fully  heard  the  parties,  and 
examined  the  situation,  we  issued  an  order  that  said  Asylum 
street  should  not  be  obstructed  by  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company,  by  the  making-up  of  railroad 
trains,  nor  by  allowing  any  train,  car,  or  locomotive  to  stand 
on  or  across  said  street,  and  that  whenever  a  locomotive  or 
car  had  passed  over  it,  it  should  not  again  be  used,  occupied, 
or  crossed  by  such  locomotive  or  cars  for  the  period  of  two 
minutes.  We  are  informed  that  this  order  has  been  con- 
tinually disregarded  by  the  employees  of  the  company. 

OBSTRUCTION   OF   WILLIMANTIC   STREETS. 

A  petition  of  the  same  nature  as  that  in  regard  to  Asylum 
street  crossing  was  brought  on  the  12th  of  September,  by  the 
Warden  and  Burgesses  of  Willimantic,  in  regard  to  like  ob- 
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struction  of  Union,  Jackson,  and  Main  streets,  in  that  Borough, 
by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company.  After 
an  examination  of  the  crossings  and  a  full  hearing  of  the 
parties,  we  issued  an  order  on  the  3d  of  November  of  the 
same  character  as  that  in  regard  to  Asylum  street  in  Hart- 
ford, and  further  forbidding  the  use  of  said  streets  for  switch- 
ing purposes,  except  so  far  as  it  might  be  necessary  to 
deliver  cars  to,  and  take  them  from,  the  freight-house  of  said 
company  in  that  Borough.  This  order  docs  not  seem  to 
have  been  regarded  as  fully  as  it  should  have  been,  and  at 
best  the  crossings  must  continue  to  be  dangerous,  and  delays 
very  frequent  at  them,  so  long  as  the  freight-house  remains 
at  its  present  location.  The  freight-yard  should  be  removed 
to  such  a  place  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  any  switching 
across  the  principal  streets  of  the  Borough. 

GATES  FOR  FLOWER,  SIGOURNEY,  AND  WALNUT  STREETS,  HARTFORD. 

The  other  matters  relating  to  highways  and  railroads  acted 
upon  by  us  during  the  year  have  been,  the  petition  of  the 
Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Hartford,  on  the  12th  of 
January,  for  an  order  requiring  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  to  erect  and  maintain  gates  at 
the  Flower  and  Sigourney  street  crossings  of  their  tracks  in 
said  city.  On  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  had  already  erected 
such  gates  at  Flower  street,  and  we  were  of  opinion  that 
public  safety  required  the  New  York  &  New  England  Rail- 
road Company  also  to  erect  gates  at  that  crossing,  and  that 
both  companies  should  erect  them  at  the  Sigourney  street 
crossing ;  and  an  order  was  therefore  made  that  they  be 
erected  and  maintained.  A  petition  was  also  brought  by  the 
Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Hartford,  on  the  28th  of  July, 
for  gates  at  the  Walnut  street  crossing  of  said  railroads.  At 
the  hearing  upon  this  petition,  it  appeared  that  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  had  already  erected 
gates  upon  its  side  of  the  crossing,  and  judging  it  necessary, 
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we  ordered  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company- 
erect  them  on  their  side  of  the  crossing. 

GATES    IN    EAST    HARTFORD. 

On  the  15th  of  February,  the  Selectmen  of  East  Hartford 
petitioned  for  an  order  requiring  the  New  York  &  New  Eng- 
land Railroad  Company  to  erect  and  maintain  gates  at  the 
Main  street  crossing  in  that  town,  and  on  ihe  1st  of  March 
an  order  was  issued  by  us  to  that  effect. 

ELECTRIC   SIGNALS   IN   BRISTOL   AND   FORESTVILLE. 

On  the  14th  of  March,  upon  petitions  of  the  Selectmen  of 
Bristol  for  gates  or  flagmen  at  the  Prospect  street  crossing 
of  the  New  York  &  New  England  road  in  the  village  of  Bris- 
tol, and  at  the  Center  street  crossing  in  the  village  of  Forest- 
ville,  we  ordered  electric  signals  to  be  erected  and  maintained. 
The  signals  were  accordingly  erected  and  have  worked  satis- 
factorily. 

CROSSINGS   IN   NEWINGTON. 

On  the  5th  of  March,  the  Selectmen  of  Newington,  brought 
their  petitions  asking  for  an  order  that  gates  be  erected  or 
flagman  stationed  at  the  crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  railroad  near  Clayton  Station,  at  the  crossing  of  the 
same  highway  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
railroad,  about  eighty  rods  to  the  east  of  the  other,  and  at 
the  crossing  of  the  highway  by  both  railroads  at  Newington 
Station.  After  hearing  the. parties  and  examining  the  prem- 
ises, we  were  of  opinion  that  at  the  Newington  crossing, 
public  safety  required  gates  to  be  maintained  and  we  so 
ordered.  At  the  Clayton  crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  railroad,  we  thought  no  further  protection  was 
needed,  and  at  the  crossing  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  railroad  we  ordered  electric  signals  to  be  erected. 
This  is  the  crossing  elsewhere  spoken  of  as  the  "  Wethers- 
field  Crossing"  in  Newington,  at  which  we  subsequently 
ordered  the  railroad  company  to  erect  a  bridge  to  carry  the 
highway  over  the  tracks. 
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CROSSINGS    IN    CANTON. 

On  the  6th  of  June,  the  Selectmen  of  Canton  made  their 
written  request  to  us  that,  for  the  reasons  therein  set  forth  at 
much  length,  we  would  order  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  to  provide  at  the  crossing  known 
as  Case's  crossing  and  at  the  one  next  east  of  it  electric  or 
other  railway  signals.  The  matter  was  heard  by  us  on  the 
10th  of  July,  and  an  order  was  passed  directing  said  com- 
pany to  erect  such  signals  within  thirty  days  after  the  work, 
which,  on  the  22d  of  June,  1882,  we  ordered  the  town  to  do 
at  Case's  crossings,  had  been  done.  On  the  6th  of  October, 
we  were  notified  that  this  work  had  been  finished  by  the  town, 
and  we  thereupon  notified  the  railroad  company  to  erect  the 
signals  as  ordered,  and  they  arc  now  in  operation. 

CROSSING   IN    COLLINSVILLE. 

The  Selectmen  of  Canton,  on  the  same  6th  of  June,  brought 
another  petition  representing  that  travel  across  the  track  of 
the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  railroad,  at  the  grade  cross- 
ing near  Collinsville  depot,  was  much  endangered  by  the 
practice  of  parting  trains  before  reaching  the  crossing  and 
running  them  over  in  sections,  and  therefore  praying  that  we 
order  a  flagman  to  be  stationed  at  the  crossing.  At  the  hear- 
ing it  appeared  that  an  order  had  already  been  issued  by  the 
Superintendent  forbidding  the  practice.  We  therefore 
thought  it  only  necessary  to  order  that  the  speed  of  trains  be 
reduced  to  twelve  miles  an  hour  at  the  crossing,  and  that  when- 
ever.it  should  be  found  necessary  to  run  freight  trains  across 
the  highway  in  sections,  a  man  should  be  stationed  at  the 
crossing  to  give  notice  of  their  approach. 

*  GATES   ORDERED   IN   THOMASTON. 

The  Selectmen  of  Thomaston,  brought  their  petition  in 
February,  asking  us  to  order  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  erect  and  maintain  gates  at  the  highway  crossing  just 
above  the  passenger  station  in  that  town.  The  petition  was 
heard  on  the  6th  of  March  and  the  gates  ordered. 
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THE    DANIELSONVILLE     PETITION. 

The  Warden  and  Burgesses  of  Danielsonville,  brought  a 
like  petition  for  gates  at  the  crossing  of  the  Norwich  &  Wor- 
cester railroad,  at  the  passenger  station  in  that  borough.  A 
somewhat  extended  hearing  was  given  to  this  petition,  and 
after  full  consideration  the  gates  were  ordered.  An  appeal 
was  however  taken  by  the  railroad  company  from  the  order 
and  the  matter  has  not  yet  been  decided  by  the  Superior 
Court. 

SIX    CROSSINGS    IN    MANCHESTER. 

On  the  30th  day  of  July  a  petition  was  brought  by  the 
Selectmen  of  Manchester,  asking  that  we  order  gates  to  be 
erected  by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company 
at  four  highway  crossings  of  its  road  in  that  town,  and  warn- 
ing bells  for  two  others.  We  gave  a  hearing  upon  this  peti- 
tion at  Manchester  on  the  22d  of  August,  after  which  the 
matter  was  adjourned  at  the  request  of  the  petitioners,  and. 
at  their  request  has  since  been  adjourned  from  time  to  time. 

PETITION   FROBI   THOMPSON. 

We  were  also  asked  by  the  Selectmen  of  Thompson  on  the 
30th  of  July,  to  order  gates,  a  flagman,  or  electric  signals  at 
a  highway  crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad 
in  that  town.  This  was  heard  by  us  on  the  23d  of  August 
at  East  Thompson,  and  then  continued,  pending  negotiations 
between  the  town  and  the  railroad  company. 

CROSSINGS   IN   BRIDGEPORT. 

A  petition  from  certain  persons  in  Bridgeport,  endorsed  by 
the  Common  Council,  was  presented  to  us  asking  that  gates 
be  ordered  at  three  streets  in  Bridgeport,  and  at  others  in 
East  Bridgeport. 

We  heard  the  parties  on  this  petition  on  the  1st  of  Novem- 
ber, and  made  further  careful  examination  of  the  crossings 
on  the  20th  of  that  month,  and  it  being  in  evidence  that  the 
protection  at  the  Bridgeport  crossings  was  chiefly  needed  for

those  crossing  on  foot,  we  thought  that  electric  signals  would 
furnish  this  protection,  and  they  were  accordingly  ordered. 

In  East  Bridgeport  the  only  crossing  at  which  we  thought 
there  was  particular  danger  was  at  Kossuth  street,  where,  as 
elsewhere  stated  in  this  report,  we  recommended  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge. 

OBSTRUCTION   OP   PLAINVILLE   CROSSINGS. 

The  only  other  matter  of  the  kind  heard  by  us  was  upon 
the  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Plainville,  dated  the  8th  of 
August,  representing  that  a  gate  or  some  other  effective  device 
was  needed  at  the  West  Main  street  crossing  of  the  New 
Haven  &  Northampton  railroad,  and  that  much  delay  and 
danger  was  incurred  at  the  East  Main  street  crossing  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  railroad,  by  the  practice  of  switch- 
ing across  the  highway  and  standing  trains  and  engines  upon 
and  across  it.  In  regard  to  the  Northampton  road  we  ordered 
that  from  and  after  September  20,  1883,  it  should  not  be 
allowed  to  make  any  flying  switches  across  said  West  Main 
street,  and  that  whenever  its  tracks  should  be  used  for  switch- 
ing purposes,  a  flagman  should  be  stationed  at  the  crossing, 
and  kept  there  so  long  as  the  switching  should  be  continued, 
to  warn  travelers  upon  the  highway  of  the  approach  of  engines 
and  cars.  And  we  further  ordered  that  from  and  after  said 
20th  of  September,  no  engine  should  be  allowed  to  stand  on 
the  tracks  of  said  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  upon 
or  within  fifty  feet  of  said  East  Main  street  crossing. 

THREE   CROSSINGS   IN  WESTPORT. 

The  last  petition  in  regard  to  gates  was  received  on  20th  of 
December  from  the  Selectmen  of  Westport,  representing  that 
public  safety  required  gates  or  flagmen  to  be  placed  at  three 
crossings  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
in  that  town.  This  petition  is  to  be  heard  on  the  2d  of  Jan- 
uary, 1884. 

ADDITIONAL   LAND    FOR   RAILROAD   PURPOSES. 

Five  petitions  have  been  presented  to  us  under  the  statute 
authorizing  railroad  companies,  after  their  lines  have  been 
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located,  approved,  and  established,  to  take  land  for  additional 
tracks,  turnouts,  freight  and  passenger  stations,  and  depots. 

HARTFORD. 

The  first  was  by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad 
Company  to  take  a  strip  of  land  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  north 
of  their  track,  and  adjoining  their  right  of  way,  belonging  to 
Caleb  M.  Talcott,  Francis  B.  Cooley,  and  George  Beach. 
After  hearing  the  matter  and  examining  the  location,  we  were 
of  opinion  that  while  it  was  necessary  for  the  business  of  said 
railroad  that  it  should  have  additional  lands  along  the  line 
asked  for,  yet  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  the  quantity  pro- 
posed to  be  taken,  and  we  accordingly  allowed  them  to  take  a 
strip,  six  and  one-half  feet  less  in  width  than  the  amount 
desired. 

GROTON. 

The  next  application  of  the  kind  was  by  the  New  York, 
Providence  &  Boston  Railroad  Company,  for  leave  to  take  a 
tract  of  land,  adjoining  their  road,  in  the  town  of  Groton,  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  stone  and  gravel  to  be  used  on  their 
road,  and  for  necessary  additional  tracks  and  turnouts. 
There  was  no  opposition,  and  the  request  was  granted. 

green's  farms. 
We  last  year  reported  proceedings  upon  a  petition  'of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to 
take  land  for  a  freight  depot  at  Green's  Farms,  in  the  town 
of  Westporfc.  The  petition  was  granted,  though  we  recom- 
mended a  change  of  location.  Accordingly  the  first  site  was 
abandoned,  and  a  new  petition  brought,  and  leave  granted  on 
the  18th  of  July,  to  take  the  necessary  land  upon  the  other 
side  of  the  passenger  station,  on  a  straight  line,  instead  of  a 
curve,  as  was  the  former  place. 

WILLIMANTIC. 

The  fourth  application  was  by  the  New  York  &  New  Eng- 
land Railroad  Company  to  take  additional  lands  at  Williman- 
tic,  to  the  west  of  their  new  passenger  station,  for  the  purpose 
of  straightening  their  line,  and  laying  their  second  track. 
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The  parties  owning  the  land,  though  not  wishing  to  part  with 
it,  made  no  objection  to  the  proceedings,  and  the  necessary 
authority  was  given. 

The  fifth  application  of  the  kind  was  by  the  New  London 
Northern  Railroad  Company,  to  take  a  portion  of  the  land  of 
the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  in  the 
Borough  of  Willimantic,  lying  forty  feet  south  of  the  new 
depot  of  the  latter  company.  The  object  of  this  proceeding 
was  to  get  a  piece  of  land,  which  with  that  already  o wired  by 
the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  Company,  would  give  it 
a  satisfactory  location  for  a  new  depot,  practically  on  the  site 
of  the  old  union  depot  ;  the  project  for  a  new  union  depot, 
of  which  we  spoke  so  encouragingly  last  year,  having  failed. 
This  petition  was  to  have  been  heard  by  us  on  the  20th  of 
December,  but  has  been  adjourned  from  time  to  time  at  the 
request  of  the  parties. 

FENCE    PETITIONS. 

Among  the  miscellaneous  matters  disposed  of  by  us  have 
been  four  petitions  for  fence  orders,  three  on  the  main  line  of 
the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad.  The  first  was  that 
of  Susan  King  of  Columbia,  upon  which  an  order  was  made 
the  25th  of  January. 

The  other  was  the  petition  of  J.  P.  Williams  of  Manches- 
ter ;  this  was  first  heard  on  the  24th  of  April,  and  after  much 
negotiation  and  attempts  at  a  satisfactory  adjustment,  an 
order  was  finally  issued  on  the  3d  of  July. 

The  third  was  by  W.  G.  &  F.  Comstock,  in  regard  to  fences 
on  their  line  adjoining  the  freight  yard  of  the  New  York  & 
New  England  Railroad  in  East  Hartford. 

The  last  was  by  Wm.  M.  Stanley  in  regard  to  the  fences 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Connecticut  Central  Railroad  where 
it  runs  through  his  land  in  East  Hartford.  We  immediately 
wrote  the  railroad  company  on  the  receipt  of  these  complaints, 
and  received  the  promise  of  prompt  attention.  As  we  have 
heard  nothing  from  the  matter  since,  we  presume  the  fences 
were  built. 
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LOCOMOTIVE   WHISTLING   IN   HARTFORD. 

Only  one  petition  asking  our  interference  in  the  matter  of 
locomotive  whistling  has  been  heard  during  the  year.  On 
the  24th  of  September  the  city  of  Hartford  requested  us  to 
forbid  the  use  of  the  steam  whistle  in  the  night  season  with- 
in the  city  limits.  At  the  hearing  on  this  petition  it  appeared 
that  the  order  on  that  subject  made  by  us  on  the  20th  of 
October,  1881,  had  been  to  some  extent  overlooked,  forgotten, 
or  disregarded.  An  order  was  therefore  issued  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  former  order  and  extending  its  requirements  to 
the  full  limit  authorized  by  law. 

DRAW-BRIDGE    STOPS    AT   MYSTIC    AND    WESTPORT. 

Under  the  law  authorizing  us  to  permit  the  passing  of  a 
draw-bridge  by  railroad  trains  without  being  brought  to  a  full 
stop  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  eight  hundred 
feet  from  the  draw,  we  have  permitted  all  east  bound 
engines  and  trains  on  the  New  York,  Providence  &  Boston 
Railroad  which  have  come  to  a  full  stop  at  West  Mystic  station, 
to  cross  the  Mystic  draw-bridge  without  again  stopping. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
having  adopted  and  put  in  operation  at  Westport  draw-bridge 
an  interlocking  apparatus  which  it  would  seem  renders  it 
impossible  for  a  train  to  run  upon  the  bridge  when  the  draw  is 
open,  we  have  permitted  it  to  run  its  trains  over  this  bridge 
without  making  a  stop,  provided  the  speed  of  all  trains  shall 
be  reduced  to  not  exceeding  ten  miles  an  hour  when  within 
two  thousand  feet  of  the  draw  and  not  increased  till  the  draw 
is  passed. 

ACCIDENTS. 

While  we  are  again  able  to  report,  that  unless  young  Gris- 
wold,  who  held  a  trip  'pass,  and  who  was  riding  in  the  bag- 
gage car  at  the  time  of  the  Plainville  collision  on  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  and  was  killed,  is  to 
be  classed  as  a  passenger,  no  one  of  the  16,352,617  passen- 
gers carried  on  our  railroads  during  the  year  ending  September 
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30,  1882,  was  killed  in  any  accident  to  the  train  in  which  he 
was  traveling ;  yet  there  were  several  train  accidents  in  which 
passengers  were  injured. 

COLLISION   IN   BRIDGEPORT. 

The  first  occurred  at  Bridgeport,  December  22,  1882,  in 
which  one  person  on  a  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
train  was  slightly  injured  by  the  collision  of  a  Naugatuck 
switching  engine  with  the  train  he  was  on. 

MELROSE. 

The  second  was  near  Melrose  on  the  Connecticut  Central 
Division  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  April 
12th,  in  which  three  passengers,  and  one  employee  were 
slightly  injured  by  the  train  getting  off  the  track. 

We  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  investigate  either  of  these 
accidents. 

THE    HARTFORD    TUNNEL    COLLISION. 

The  third  was  a  collision  on  the  30th  of  June,  at  the  grade 
crossing  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
and  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  above  the  tunnel 
at  Hartford,  between  a  west-bound  express  train  on  the  for- 
mer road,  and  an  east-bound  accommodation  train  on  the 
latter.  In  this  collision  one  passenger  on  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  train  and  one  employee  were  reported 
injured,  and  three  passengers  on  the  New  York  &  New  Eng- 
land train.  This  accident  was  very  fully  investigated  by  us, 
and  our  report  thereon  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  Our 
recommendations  made  therein  have  not  yet  been  carried  out, 
but  in  the  meantime  trains  on  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Railroad  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing,  so  that  the  dan- 
ger of  collisions  is  very  slight. 

COLLISION   AT   PLAINVILLE. 

The  accident  in  which  young  Griswold  was  killed  occurred 
at  Plainville  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  and 
was  a  collision  between  a  regular  passenger  train  and  a  gravel 
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train  July  9.  In  this  accident  one  employee  was  killed  and  one 
injured.  This  was  also  investigated  by  us,  and  our  report 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

AT  UNION   CITY. 

Two  other  train  accidents  were  investigated  by  us.  One, 
the  collision  at  Union  City  on  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Eailroad  between  a  special  freight  and  a  construction  train 
December  14,  1882,  in  which  seven  employees  were  injured, 
the  report  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

FREIGHT  BRANCH,    HARTFORD. 

The  other  accident  investigated  was  a  collision  between  a 
freight  train  on  the  freight  branch  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  at  Hartford  and  a  freight  train 
on  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad.  No  one  was 
injured  in  this  train  accident,  and  our  investigation  was  made 
at  the  request  of  the  two  companies.  Our  report  is  in  the 
Appendix. 

Besides  the  accidents  investigated  by  us  there  were  reported 
to  us,  by  the  companies,  other  train  accidents  attended  with 
injuries  to  employees,  as  follows  : 

On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  a  freight 
train  jumped  the  track  at  Southport  and  one  brakeman  was 
killed.  On  the  New  York  &  New  England  by  a  collision 
between  two  freight  trains  Dec.  10,  1882,  at  Chewink,  two 
employees  were  injured.  At  Andover,  Sept.  12,  one  employee 
had  his  leg  broken  in  a  rear  collision  between  two  sections  of 
a  freight  train,  and  at  Willimantic,  Sept.  15,  a  brakeman  was 
somewhat  injured  in  a  collision  between  freight  trains.  The 
collision  at  Pomfret  on  this  road,  in  which  one  employee  was 
fatally  hurt  and  five  others  injured,  though  included  in  the 
the  return  for  the  past  year,  was  investigated  by  us  during 
1882,  and  our  report  thereon  was  included  in  our  report 
of  last  year.  A  brakeman  on  the  Norwich  &  Worcester 
railroad  was  killed  July  28,  by  a  portion  of  his  train  being 
thrown  from  the  track  in  consequence  of  a  land-slide  ;  and 
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on  the  20th  of  July  a  brakeman  was  seriously  injured  in  a 
collision  between  a  Shepaug  engine  and  a  freight  train  on 
the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  railroad. 

In  these  train  accidents  therefore,  one  passenger,  if  Gris- 
wold  is  to  be  so  classed,  was  killed  and  eight  injured,  while 
four  employees  were  killed  and  twenty-one  injured.  There 
were  also  thirty-seven  other  employees  killed  or  fatally  injured, 
and  ninety-seven  injured  not  fatally.  Of  the  forty-one  em- 
ployees reported  killed  or  fatally  injured,  three  are  reported 
as  so  hurt  while  coupling  or  uncoupling  cars,  and  thirty-nine 
more  were  hurt  in  this  way,  out  of  the  total  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  injured  not  fatally. 

An  examination  of  the  returns  of  these  injuries  develops 
some  peculiarities. 

For  instance  :  while  between  October  1, 1882,  and  June  17, 
1883,  there  are  reported  as  injured  in  coupling  on  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad  twelve  employees,  there  are 
none  whatever  reported  as  so  injured  during  the  rest  of  the 
year, that  is, from  June  17th  to  September  30th.  Again:  out 
of  twenty-seven  reported  as  injured  in  this  way  on  all  the 
divisions  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad, 
seventeen  were  returned  as  so  injured  on  the  Hartford  &  New 
Haven  Division  alone.  Now  when  we  consider  that  this  division 
embraces  only  seventy-four  miles  out  of  the  two  hundred  and 
twenty-four  miles  operated  by  this  company  in  the  State,  and 
that  the  mileage  of  its  freight  and  other  trains,  besides  pas- 
senger, is  but  832,109  out  of  a  total  of  2,219,178  miles,  and 
that  the  condition  of  its  tracks  and  equipment,  and  the  char- 
acter and  habits  of  its  employees  and  the  management  of  the 
road  are,  to  say  the  least,  as  good  as  any  in  the  State,  we  are 
led  to  look  further  for  the  reason  for  the  apparently  greater 
number  of  accidents  of  this  character  on  this  division.  We 
think  the  explanation  is  that  here  the  letter  of  the  law  is 
obeyed,  while  greater  laxity  prevails  elsewhere.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  1881,  the  law  which  previously  had 
required  only  accidents  attended  with  serious  personal  injury 
to  be  reported  to  us  was  amended  so  as  to  require  accidents 
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attended  with  personal  injury,  whatever  its  degree,  to  be  so 
reported.  The  reports  on  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Divi- 
sion seem  from  inspection  to  have  most  closely  followed  the 
requirements  of  the  law.  Of  the  seventeen  coupling  injuries 
reported  on  this  road,  one  "  fell  on  the  track  and  was  run 
over  and  killed,"  one  was  "injured  internally,"  one  "in- 
jured," one  had  "  arm  crushed,"  one  "  badly  injured  two 
fingers,"  two  conductors  crushed  their  thumbs  pulling  pins, 
six  were  "  slightly  injured,"  one  "  lost  part  of  a  finger,"  one 
"  lost  end  of  thumb,"  one  "  broke  one  finger,"  and  one  "  very 
slightly  injured  one  finger."  Of  the  eighteen  other  employees 
injured  on  this  division,  five  fell  or  slipped  from  cars  and 
were  "slightly  injured,"  and  one  fell  and  sprained  his  wrist. 
Had  the  law  remained  unchanged  not  more  than  three  or  four 
out  of  these  thirty-five  would  have  been  reported  at  all. 

From  the  above  it  is  apparent  that  a  comparative  statement 
of  employees  injured  on  the  various  roads  may  be  very  unjust 
towards  one  and  equally  improperly  favorable  to  another. 
We  do  not  know  that  any  legislation  can  secure  more  uni- 
form practice  in  returns.  We  have,  however,  caused  a  record 
to  be  commenced,  to  be  made  up  of  such  information  as  we 
may  receive  from  any  source  of  all  injuries  to  employees,  and 
hope  thereby  in  some  manner  to  perfect  this  part  of  our 
report.  The  total  number  of  persons  injured  on  our  railroads 
during  the  year,  was  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  ;  of  this 
ninety-nine  were  either  killed  or  fatally  hurt. 

Two  passengers  were  killed,  and  eighteen  injured ;  forty- 
one  employees  were  killed,  and  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
injured.  Of  those  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  thirty-seven 
fell  from  cars,  and  forty-two  were  injured  in  coupling  or 
uncoupling ;  nine  persons  driving  over  the  tracks  at  grade- 
crossings  were  killed  or  fatally  injured,  and  five  others  in- 
jured ;  two  persons  crossing  on  foot  were  also  killed ;  forty- 
five  other  trespassers  were  killed  and  twenty-seven  injured. 
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AUTOMATIC    COUPLERS. 

There  has  been  in  force  during  the  year  covered  by  the 
returns,  the  law  requiring  every  railroad  company  operating 
a  railroad  located  wholly  or  in  part  in  this  State,  to  cause  all 
freight  cars  built  or  purchased,  or  on  which  new  couplers 
should  be  substituted  for  old,  to  be  provided  with  couplers  so 
arranged  as  to  render  it  unnecessary  for  any  one  to  go  between 
the  ends  of  the  cars  for  the  purpose  of  coupling.  During 
that  time  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  new  freight  cars  have 
been  added  to  the  equipment  of  our  railroads,  and  the  law 
has,  we  think,  been  generally  complied  with.  The  New  Lon- 
don Northern  Railroad  Company  reports  that  they  have 
adopted  the  "  Perry  Self-Coupler."  The  Naugatuck,  which 
has  added  sixty-two  cars,  reports  that  they  have  fitted  up 
twenty  cars  with  the  Perry  coupler,  also  have  some  of  the 
Safford  draw-heads  in  use,  and  two  cars  with  the  Janney 
Coupler.  They  add,  "  we  are  much  in  favor  of  the  Janney 
over  others  as  far  as  we  have  tested  it ;  it  has  been  on  nearly 
a  year,  coupling  in  with  other  cars  and  no  failure  as  yet." 

The  Danbury  &  Norwalk,  which  has  added  twenty-seven 
new  cars,  reports  :  "  Our  new  freight  cars  have  been  equipped 
with  the  Perry  Coupler,  and  those  rebuilt,  as  fast  as  taken 
into  shop,  are  treated  in  same  way." 

The  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  reports  the  "  applica- 
tion of  the  Perry  Coupler  to  all  new  work  (over  one-hundred 
cars)  and  in  all  cases  where  cars  have  been  rebuilt  or  broken 
couplers  replaced." 

The  New  York,  Providence  &  Boston  Railroad  Company, 
which  has  added  thirty-eight  freight  cars  to  its  equipment,  has 
paid  no  attention  to  the  law. 

The  New  York  &  New  England  report  that  they  have 
applied  a  style  of  coupler,  of  which  they  sent  us  a  "blue 
print,"  to  three  hundred  and  seventy  coal  cars  built  since  the 
Connecticut  law  was  passed,  but  the  coupler  has  not  been 
submitted  for  our  approval. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
report  automatic  couplers  on  one  hundred  and  seventy-six 
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freight  cars,  and  that  "  in  every  instance  where  the  ordinary 
old  style  of  coupler  has  been  damaged  or  broken  since  the 
law  requiring  their  replacement  by  the  automatic,  it  has  been 
done  so  far  as  this  company  is  concerned,  and  will  continue 
to  be  done  till  all  the  freight  cars  they  own  are  supplied  with 
the  automatic." 

The  Housatonic  Railroad  Company  report  that  they  have 
equipped  one  hundred  and  sixteen  cars  with  the  Perry 
Automatic  Coupler,  six  cars  with  the  Whitmore,  and  twelve 
with  the  Hine  Coupler. 

These  reports  show  that  progress  has  been  made,  and  those 
who  are  interested  in  securing  for  railroad  employees  all  pos- 
sible protection  in  their  hazardous  occupation,  should  feel 
encouraged.  The  adoption  of  the  standards  of  time  through- 
out the  country  is  another  reason  for  encouragement  in  the 
matter  of  couplers.  It  has  shown  that  unanimity  can  be 
obtained  where  it  seemed  almost  impossible.  Whenever  a 
man  shall  be  found  among  the  master-car-builders,  or  indeed 
anywhere,  who  possesses  the  enthusiasm,  wisdom,  judgment, 
tact,  energy,  and  perseverance  of  W.  F.  Allen,  Secretary  of 
the  General  Time  Conventions,  who  will  give  himself  to  the 
coupler  question,  it  will  be  solved. 

STANDARD   TIME. 

A  few  days  before  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General 
Assembly  we  received  a  letter  from  Secretary  Allen,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Time  Convention,  asking  if  it  was  possible  at  that  session 
to  have  our  law  making  the  time  of  the  meridian  of  the  City 
Hall  in  New  York  the  standard  time  of  Connecticut,  amended 
so  as  to  make  the  time  of  the  seventy-fifth  meridian  the  stan- 
dard. To  this  we  replied,  that  while  we  were  fully  in  accord 
with  the  movement  for  general  time  standards,  and  that  there 
was  no  doubt  but  what  Connecticut  would  make  its  standard 
conform  to  the  time  proposed,  it  was  too  late  for  any  new 
business  at  that  session.  The  several  standards  of  the  United 
States  having  been  adopted  by  the  Time  Convention,  we  were 
inquired  of  by  railroad  officers  whether  in  our  judgment  the 
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railroad  companies  of  this  State  should  adopt  the  time  of  the 
seventy-fifth  meridian  as  the  standard.  Our  answer  was  that 
its  adoption  would  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  spirit  of 
our  existing  law,  and  that  we  believed  the  Legislature,  imme- 
diately on  assembling,  would  amend  our  statute  so  as  to  make 
that  time  the  legal  standard  of  the  State. 

We  shall  cause  a  bill  to  that  effect  to  be  presented,  and  we 
presume  the  amendment  will  have  been  made  before  this 
report  is  received.  If  not,  we  recommend  its  immediate 
adoption. 

The  enactment  of  our  law  in  1881  was  the  first  result  of 
an  organized  effort  to  relieve  the  public  of  the  inconvenience 
of  a  multiplicity  of  so  called  standards  of  time,  and  prepared 
our  own  people  to  welcome  the  general  standards  as  now 
adopted.  The  thanks  of  the  public  are  due  to  those  who 
were  instrumental  in  causing  the  first  step  to  be  taken. 

TAXATION    OF    RAILROADS    AND    RAILROAD    SECURITIES. 

Two  bills  of  directly  opposite  character  in  regard  to  rail- 
road taxes  were  before  the  last  General  Assembly.  The  one 
proposed  to  reduce  the  rate  of  taxation  and  the  other  pro- 
posed to  place  on  corporations,  chiefly  railroads,  the  whole  bur- 
den of  taxes.  The  first  bill  passed  both  houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature but  was  vetoed  by  Governor  Waller.  The  second 
failed  to  receive  a  favorable  report  from  the  Finance  Committee 
and  was  rejected,  and  the  existing  law  was  therefore  left 
unchanged.  We  have  always  favored  remitting  the  taxes 
of  those  companies  whose  earnings  were  needed  and  expended 
for  keeping  or  placing  their  roads  in  a  safe  condition.  The 
duty  which  the  State  owes  to  its  own  citizens,  and  the  general 
public  using  its  railroads,  requires  that  what  otherwise  might 
be  received  in  taxes  from  such  companies,  and  devoted  to 
other  state  expenditures,  should  be  so  far  as  necessary  applied 
in  this  manner  to  the  protection  of  life  and  property.  It 
might  be  thought  that  we  were  not  within  the  range  of  our 
duties  were  we  to  advise  in  regard  to  the  general  rate  of  rail- 
road taxation,  but  it  certainly  cannot  be  regarded  as  out  of 
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place  for  us  to  speak  of  the  mode  of  taxation,  even  though 
in  so  doing  we  repeat  what  has  been  before  said.  It  will  be 
remembered  by  some  that  in  November,  1878,  a  committee 
of  railroad  commissioners  was  appointed  at  their  convention 
to  examine  into,  consider,  and  report  upon  this  whole  subject ; 
that  they  made  a  most  exhaustive  inquiry  into  the  methods 
employed  both  at  home  and  abroad  and  made  a  unanimous 
report  recommending  a  tax  on  real  property  and  on  gross 
receipts,  and  no  other  ;  holding  that  if  these  were  properly 
laid  none  others  would  be  necessary,  and  no  railroad  property 
would  be  untaxed.  They  based  this  conclusion  on  the 
universally  admitted  principle,  that  railroad  taxation,  like  all 
others  should,  so  far  as  possible,  "  be  simple,  fixed,  propor- 
tionate, easily  ascertainable  and  susceptible  of  ready  levy!" 
So  far  as  the  last  quality  is  concerned  it  makes  no  difference 
what  the  method  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  tax  may  be, 
when  once  ascertained  the  tax  is  usually  collected  without 
expense  or  trouble.  The  system  proposed  certainly  possesses 
to  a  greater  degree  than  any  other  we  know  of,  all  the  other 
essentials  named.  All  real  estate  owned  by  the  corpora- 
tion outside  of  its  right  of  way,  or  location,  not  exceeding  a 
definite  width  to  be  taxed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  real 
estate  in  the  same  place,  and  then  a  certain  per  cent,  upon 
the  gross  earnings,  according  to  the  amount  per  mile,  to  be 
paid  to  the  State  Treasury  in  the  proportion  that  the  length 
of  the  road  in  this  State  bears  to  its  entire  length.  A  rule 
simple,  fixed,  proportionate,  and  easily  ascertainable,  afford- 
ing no  temptation  to  under-valuation,  or  opportunity  for  mis- 
takes of  judgment.  The  only  difficulty  in  its  application 
would  be  found  in  so  apportioning  the  per  cent,  to  the  amount 
of  earnings  as  to  make  the  tax  equitable  and  just  upon  the 
various  companies  ;  a  no  inconsiderable  difficulty  as  it  seems 
to  us.  The  full  text  of  the  above  named  report  will  be  found 
in  our  annual  report  of  January,  1880. 

ANNUAL   RETURNS. 

Having  become  satisfied  that  it  was  impracticable  for  all 
the  railroad  companies  to  send  in  their  annual  returns  to  us 
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by  the  1st  of  November,  we  last  year  recommended  that  the 
time  be  extended  till  the  15th  of  November,  and  it  was  so 
done.  This  year  all  the  returns  but  four  were  made  by  the 
required  time.  Of  these  four  all  except,  perhaps,  that  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  could  appa- 
rently just  as  well  have  been  returned  a  month  earlier  than 
they  were.  The  New  York  &  New  England  was  retained 
for  the  approval  of  their  board  of  directors.  Such  errors  as 
we  discovered  in  an  examination  of  their  return  we  had 
corrected.  We  made  no  investigation  as  to  the  value  of  the 
reported  assets,  in  regard  to  which  there  were  a  variety  of 
rumors,  believing  that  the  examination  begun  under  the  direc- 
tion of  President  Clark,  immediately  after  his  appointment, 
and  which  culminated  in  his  appointment  as  Receiver  on  the 
1st  instant,  would  best  promote  the  interest  of  all  parties. 

The  new  railroad  enterprises  of  the  year,  the  additional 
duties  required  of  us  by  recent  legislation,  and  the  increasing 
demand  for  our  services  by  the  people  of  the  state  have  made 
the  past  twelve  months  very  busy  ones  for  us.  During  the 
four  months  the  Legislature  was  in  session  we  were  at  our 
office  in  the  capitol  a  large  part  of  the  time.  Two  months 
more  were  taken  up  by  the  spring  and  fall  examinations  of 
the  railroads.  Over  sixty  days  more  were  occupied  in  the 
hearings  in  regard  to  the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line 
and  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  railroads.  Some  fifty  hearings 
upon  other  matters  have  been  held  in  different  parts  of  the 
state.  All  these  matters,  with  the  time  occupied  in  exam- 
ining and  preparing  decisions  on  matters  heard,  in  going  from 
place  to  place  as  our  duties  called,  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report,  and  a  very  large  amount  of  correspondence,  have  left 
but  little  time  for  rest  or  private  affairs.

Decision  on  Motion  to  Dismiss  Application  for   Approval   op 
Location  of  First  Section. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Rail- 
road Company  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  their  approval 
of  the  location  of  the  first  section  of  the  Eastern  Division  of  its 
railroad,  viz.:  from  Clayton  to  Meriden. 

We  are  asked  to  dismiss  this  application,  "because: 

1.  The  location  asked  for  is  of  a  section  only  of  the  proposed 
road,  and 

2.  Because  such  section  does  not  begin  at  either  terminus  of  the 
road. 

AIL  or  nearly  all,  questions  in  regard  to  the  approval  of  the 
location  of  any  railroad  may  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners 
at  their  discretion,  provided  the  location  asked  for  is  within  the 
limits  prescribed  by  the  charter  or  defined  in  the  articles  of  asso- 
ciation of  the  corporation.  This  discretion  is  to  be  exercised  in  a 
just  and  reasonable  manner,  under  the  circumstances  of  each 
particular  case,  with  a  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  public 
and  of  all  parties  concerned. 

The  location  now  submitted  is  within  the  limits  defined  in  the 
articles  of  association. 

We  believe  it  to  be  more  desirable  that  this  company  should,  as 
proposed,  make  use  of  the  tracks  of  some  other  company  in 
running  into  Hartford,  rather  than  condemn  lands  of  great 
value,  the  taking  of  which  would  be  of  almost  irreparable  injury 
to  the  owners,  and  lay  down  their  additional  tracks  to  the  incon- 
venience and  danger  of  travelers  on  the  highways. 
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We  therefore   under  the  circumstances  of  this  case  decline  to 

dismiss  the  application.

pany appeared  by  Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  its  attorney,  in  support  of 
said  application,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Eail- 
road Company  by  Eichard  D.  Hubbard  and  Henry  C.  Eobinson, 
its  attorneys,  the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line  Eailway  Com- 
pany by  A.  P.  Hyde,  its  attorney,  Samuel  Brace  and  about  a  hun- 
dred other  citizens  of  New  Haven  by  Charles  S.  Hamilton,  their 
attorney,  and  Tilton  E.  Doolittle  of  New  Haven,  appeared  to 
oppose  said  application;  and  now,  all  parties  appearing  in  said  mat- 
ter having  been  duly  heard,  with  their  proofs,  exhibits,  and  coun- 
sel, it  is  found  by  said  Commissioners  that  their  said  orders  of 
notice  have  been  duly  complied  with,  and  notice  given  by  mail 
and  by  advertisement  in  the  Hartford  Daily  Times,  and  Courant, 
and  New  Haven  Daily  Palladium,  Register,  and  Morning  News,  as 
in  said  orders  respectively  directed;  and  thereupon,  on  considera- 
tion of  said  application,  it  is  hereby  found  that  it  appears,  and  it 
has,  on  said  hearing,  appeared,  to  the  undersigned  Eailroad  Com- 
missioners of  said  State,  that  said  The  Hartford  &  Harlem  Eail- 
road Company  is  a  corporation  duly  formed  and  organized  under 
the  general  railroad  laws  of  this  State.

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THE  HARTFORD  AND  HARLEM  LOCATION. 

In  the  matter  of  the  location  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem   Rail- 
road. 

Some  difference  of  opinion  has  been  expressed  by  the  parties 
interested  as  to  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  Commissioners  in 
this  matter.  We  would  respectfully  repeat  what  we  have  hereto- 
fore stated,  that  in  our  judgment  we  have  no  authority  to  pass 
upon  the  question  whether  public  convenience  and  necessity  require 
a  railroad  to  be  built  between  the  termini  and  through  the  places 
named  in  the  articles  of  association — our  jurisdiction  is  only  as  to 
the  propriety  of  the  layout  selected.  The  right  to  determine  the 
question  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  which  the  Legislature' 
exercises  in  the  case  of  special  charters,  it  has  by  the  general  rail- 
road law  conferred  upon  the  persons  organizing  under  that  law. 
But  the  Legislature  has  not  conferred  upon  such  persons  or  the 
corporation  they  organize,  the  absolute  and  unrestricted  right  to 
determine  the  precise  route  of  its  road  with  power  to  exercise  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  at  will.  Such  power  has  been  given  in 
some  States,  but  in  Connecticut  the  law  requires  the  approval  by 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  location  selected  by  the  com- 
pany, and  no  company  can  lay  out  and  finally  locate  its  railroad 
without  such  approval.  The  law  imposes  no  restriction  upon  the 
free  exercise  of  that  right  of  approval,  but  on  the  contrary,  by 
requiring  notice  to  be  given  to  all  persons  having  an  interest  in  the 
land  proposed  to  be  taken  to  appear,  and  be  heard  before  the  Com- 
missioners can  give  their  approval,  it  clearly  implies  that  the 
Commissioners  are  to  give  or  withhold  their  approbation  as  may 
seem  to  them  proper  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
Some  twenty-five  days  have  been  spent  in  hearing  the  various 
questions  arising  in  this  case,  and  after  careful  consideration,  in  the 
exercise  of  our  discretion,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  location  of 
the  eastern  division  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Railroad  from 
station  1  in  the  city  of  New  Britain,  to  station  1495-J-92,  near 
corner  of  Dixwell  Avenue  and  Dorman  Street  in  the  city  of  New 
Haven,  should  be  approved  as  asked  for  with  the  modifications- 
proposed  by  the  company,  except  that  the  highway  in  South 
Meriden  should  be  moved  further  to  the  east,  and  the  highway 
crossing  of  Whitneyville  Lake  should  be  moved  at  least  so  far 
south  as  the  Sherman  House. 
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The  location  through  the  city  of  New  Haven  we  are  of  opinion 
ought  not  to  be  approved,  and  we  do  therefore  decline  to  give  our 
approbation  to  the  location  from  said  station  1495+92  to  station 
1692+19  in  West  Haven. 

In  regard  to  the  location  of  the  various  sections,  commencing  at 
First  Avenue  in  the  borough  of  West  Haven  in  the  town  of 
Orange,  and  extending  to  the  New  York  State  Line,  in  the  town 
of  Greenwich,  there  arises  another  question  different  from  any 
which  apply  to  these  sections  in  common  with  the  eastern  division. 
There  is  pending  before  us  the  application  of  the  New  York  & 
Connecticut  Air  Line  Railway  Company,  for  the  approval  of  the 
location  of  its  road  from  a  certain  point  in  the  city  of  New  Haven 
to  the  New  York  State  Line,  also  in  the  town  of  Greenwich,  which 
location  they  claim  is  practically  the  same  as  that  subsequently 
adopted  between  said  points  by  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Railroad 
Company.  They  therefore  say  we  should  refuse  our  approval  of 
the  location  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Railroad  because  of  its 
unjustifiable  interference  with,  and  injury  to  their  own  layout. 

The  Hartford  &  Harlem  Railroad  Company,  while  it  does  not 
admit  that  its  location  is  to  any  considerable  extent  coincident 
with  that  of  the  Air  Line,  claims  that  even  if  the  two  do  so  conflict 
that  the  location  of  both  cannot  be  approved,  the  Hartford  &  Har- 
lem is  entitled  to  have  its  location  approved,  because  the  Air  Line 
by  want  of  due  diligence  has  forfeited  its  right  of  priority,  if  any 
it  had.  Asa  matter  of  fact  we  find  that  the  two  proposed  locations 
are  so  far  identical  that  the  one  materially  interferes  with  and 
unnecessarily  injures  the  other  for  nearly  the  entire  distance 
between  New  Haven  and  the  New  York  Line. 

The  articles  of  association  of  the  New  York  &  Connecticut 
Air  Line  Railway  Company  were  filed  October  22,  1881,  and  their 
application  for  our  approval  of  their  location  was  originally  filed 
January  11,  1883. 

The  articles  of  association  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Railroad 
Company  were  filed  December  30,  1882,  and  their  application  for 
our  approval  of  the  Milford  section  of  their  location,  being  the 
first  location  made  between  New  Haven  and  New  York,  was 
filed  March  13,  1883. 

We  cannot  however  accede  to  the  full  extent  of  the  claim  of  the 
New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line  Railway  Company,  that  on  the 
filing  of  its  articles  of  association  with  the  accompanying  report 
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of  the  engineer  and  map,  it  therefore  located  its  road  upon  the 
center  line  delineated  on  that  map. 

The  layout  and  location  of  a  railroad  is  something  more  than  a 
mere  line  which  has  no  breadth, — it  includes  a  description  of  the 
width"  or  quantity  of  land  proposed  to  be  taken  along  such  line. 

Upon  filing  of  its  articles  of  association  in  the  original  manner, 
the  company  became  authorized  to  locate  its  road  (subject  to  appro- 
val) either  upon  the  line  indicated  on  the  map,  or  any  other  line 
not  inconsistent  with  the  limits  defined  in  its  articles.  This  the 
Air  Line  Company  attempted  to  do,  whether  in  all  respects  as  it 
ought  to  have  been  done,  it  is  not  necessary  now  to  determine,  since 
it  was  in  our  judgment  sufficient  to  give  that  company  the  prior  and 
exclusive  right  to  that  location  against  any  company  subsequently 
organized,  unless  that  right  of  priority  was  lost  by  want  of  due 
diligence.  We  say  exclusive  right — exclusive  against  any  encroach- 
ment which  would  materially  injure  its  location. 

The  question  then  to  be  determined  is  whether  the  New  York  & 
Connecticut  Air  Line  Railway  Company  has  so  forfeited  its  right  of 
priority.  Having  once  complied  with  the  statutory  requirements 
of  its  organization,  a  railroad  organized  under  the  general  railroad 
law  has,  and  retains  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  such  corpora- 
tions, so  long  as  its  corporate  existence  continues.  One  of  these 
powers  is  the  right  to  select  the  location  for  its  road  subject  to  our 
approbation,  and  we  know  of  no  restriction  as  to  the  time  within 
which  that  right  must  be  exercised,  provided  it  is  not  so  long 
delayed  that  it  becomes  impossible  to  secure  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  expend  in  the  construction  of  its  road  ten  per 
cent,  of  its  subscribed  capital  within  two  years  after  its  articles  of 
association  are  filed,  or  within  such  further  time  as  the  Commis- 
sioners may  grant  pursuant  to  the  statute.  Such  time  has  not  in 
our  judgment  expired  in  the  case  of  the  New  York  &  Connecti- 
cut Air  Line  Railway  Company.  It  has  not  therefore  lost  its  right 
of  priority,  and  hence  the  location  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  Rail- 
road Company  so  far  as  it  materially  interferes  with  the  location  of 
the  Air  Line,  cannot  be  approved.  This  decision  renders  it  unneces- 
sary now  to  pass  upon  the  objections  to  the  location  at  various 
points  between  New  Haven  and  New  York,  as  raised  by  citizens 
along  the  line.  Should  the  Air  Line  Company  fail  to  retain  its 
rights  to  its  location,   and  should  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  then 
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insist  upon  its  present  route  it  will  become  necessary  to  decide 
these  other  questions.

THE  NEW  YORK  &  CONNECTICUT  AIR  LINE. 

Decision    of    the    Railroad    Commissioners    in    Reference    to 
Errors  and  Omissions  in  the  Proposed  Location  of  Road. 

In  the  matter  of  the  location  of  the  New  York  &  Connecticut 
Air  Line  Railroad. 

The  question  to  be  disposed  of  this  morning  is  the  motion  of 
the  Attorney  for  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Company, 
that  we  refuse  our  "  approbation  of  the  location  "  claimed  to  have 
been  made  by  the  petitioners,  on  the  ground  that  such  attempted 
location  is  so  full  of  errors  as  to  be  impracticable.  Were  it  not 
that  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  petitioners,  and  perhaps  some  of 
the  petitioners  themselves,  seem  to  have  had  an  erroneous  impres- 
sion as  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  we  should  not  think  it 
necessary  to  say  that  the  line  which  is  to  be  the  center  line  of  the 
location  must  be  run  with  far  more  accuracy  than  is  required  for 
the  preliminary  or  trial  lines  run  by  the  Engineer,  on  which  to 
base  his  report,  to  be  filed  with  the  articles  of  association  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  These  trial  lines  need  only  be  of 
sufficient  accuracy  to  furnish  the  Engineer  with  the  information 
necessary  to  make  up  the  very  general  description  required  in  his 
report.  But  when  the  company  is  once  organized  and  proceeds  to 
"  lay  out  and  finally  locate  its  road  "  over  land  upon  which  it  pro- 
poses to  exercise  its  right  of  eminent  domain,  then  it  becomes 
necessary  that  the  description  "be  given  with  sufficient  certainty, 
so  as  to  leave  no  practical  question  as  to  the  identity  of  the  prop- 
erty taken."  "Omissions  and  ambiguities  in  the  written  descrip- 
tion may  be  cured  by  a  plan  or  map  to  which  reference  is  made," 
but  the  written  description  cannot  be  altered  by  the  maps.  "  Is 
the  description  in  this  case  of  'sufficient  certainty?  '  "     Mr.  Schu- 
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barth  tells  us  that  this  line  was  not  intended  to  have  this  accuracy; 
that  he  supposed  that  he  had  three  months  after  the  location  was 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  in  which  to  perfect  the  location, 
and  make  the  maps  thereof  to  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  various 
Town  Clerks.  But  the  maps  which  the  law  requires  to  be  filed 
are  to  be  maps  not  of  some  new  location,  but  maps  of  the  location 
approved  by  the  Commissioners,  showing  in  another  form  the 
same  property  proposed  to  be  taken  which  is  described  in  the 
written  location.  A  great  deal  of  testimony  has  been  introduced 
in  regard  to  the  errors  which  it  is  claimed  exist  in  this  description, 
and  the  existence  of  many  of  them  is  not  denied  by  the  petition- 
ers. Mr.  Bacon  has  carefully  reviewed  the  entire  line  as  it  is 
described,  with  its  curves,  courses,  and  distances.  He  finds  that 
the  line  which  it  has  been  attempted  to  describe  is  an  impossible 
line.  Therefore  we  cannot  give  our  approbation  to  the  location  as 
now  described. 

The  center  line  of  this  location  may,  however,  be  properly 
divided  into  three  sections;  the  first  extending  from  station  1  to 
station  1406-(-66;  the  second  from  station  1406-(-66  to  station 
2166+81,  and  the  third  from  station  2166-f  81  to  the  New  York 
State  line  at  station  2291-)-78.  All  of  the  errors  in  the  first  sec- 
tion are  either  those  of  omission  or  else  clerical  or  typographical. 
Should  this  part  of  the  location  be  approved  without  any  change 
in  the  description,  we  think  it  would  be  a  good  location,  since  the 
map  supplies  all  the  omissions  and  corrects  all  the  ambiguities; 
but  knowing  of  the  errors,  we  are  unwilling  to  approve  the  loca- 
tion until  the  errors  in  the  description  are  corrected. 

In  the  second  section  are  contained  all  the  errors,  which  we 
regard  as  very  important,  and  which  make  the  described  line  an 
impossibility. 

In  the  third  section  we  know  of  nothing  which  should  prevent 
our  approval  of  it,  provided  no  objections  appear  on  an  examina- 
tion of  the  route  upon  the  ground. 

If  the  location  adopted  by  the  company  and  duly  entered  on  its 
records  were  correct,  we  should,  without  hesitation,  allow  the  peti- 
tion to  us  to  be  amended  to  correspond  with  the  facts — that  is,  to 
correspond  with  the  location  as  in  fact  adopted  by  the  company; 
but  the  trouble  is  that  the  location  adopted  by  the  company,  and

spread   upon  its  records,   contains  each  and   every  error   which, 
appears  in  the  petition  to  us. 

We  will  now  hear  what  the  petitioners  may  propose. .

BILL 

Passed    by   the    General    Assembly,    January    Session,    1882, 

AUTHORIZING   THE    Re-ORGANIZATION    OE    THE    NEW    CANAAN    RAIL- 
ROAD. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly:  Section  1.  In  case  the  first  mort- 
gage of  the  New  Canaan  Railroad,  heretofore  executed  under  date 
of  June  first,  1878,  agreeably  to  the  act  of  this  Assembly,  approved 
March  twenty-second,  1878,  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  mort- 
gage by  the  New  Canaan  Railroad  Company,  shall  hereafter  be 
foreclosed  by  decree  of  court,  and  the  decree  shall  become  absolute 
by  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  redemption,  the  trustees 
under  said  mortgage,  or  William  E.  Raymond,  managing  trustee 
under  the  same,  shall,  on  the  written  request  of  the  holders  of  not 
less  than  one-tenth  in  amount  of  the  obligations  or  indebtedness 
secured  by  said  mortgage,  call  a  meeting  of  all  the  holders  of  said 
indebtedness,  at  such  time  and  place  as  said  trustee  or  trustees 
shall  appoint.  The  time  shall  not  be  less  than  three  weeks  after 
the  first  publications  of  the  call,  and  said  publications  shall  be 
made  daily  for  the  three  weeks  next  preceding  the  day.  of  the 
meeting  in  a  newspaper  published  in  New  York  city,  and  in  such 
other  newspapers,  if  any,  as  may  be  designated  in  said  written 
request. 

Sec.  2.  The  trustee  acting  at  the  time  as  the  managing  trustee 
under  said  mortgage  shall  call  said  meeting  to  order,  and  shall 
require  those  present  or  represented  by  a  power  of  attorney  to 
present  to  him  proofs  of  their  ownership  of  said  mortgage 
indebtedness,  and  on  presentment  of  said  proof  shall  prepare  and 
read  to  said  meeting  a  list  signed  by  him,  containing  the  names  of 
those  present  or  represented  by  a  power  of  attorney,  and  the 
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amount  of  said  indebtedness  at  its  face  value,  excluding  accrued 
interest,  owned  by  each.  The  parties  named  in  said  list,  or  their 
attorneys,  and  no  other,  shall  thereafter  have  the  right  to  take  part 
in  said  meeting;  each  having  a  vote  proportioned  to  the  amount 
of  his  ownership  in  said  indebtedness  at  its  face  value,  as  com- 
pared with  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  the  indebtedness,  at  its 
face  value,  owned  by  all  said  parties  named  in  said  list;  saving, 
however,  the  right  to  any  person  aggrieved  to  resort  to  a  proper 
court  for  an  injunction  or  other  relief. 

Sec.  3.  At  said  meeting  the  parties  present  or  represented  by 
power  of  attorney,  after  the  reading  of  said  list,  may  organize  by 
the  appointment  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  meeting,  and 
may  vote  to  constitute  themselves  and  their  associates  and  success- 
ors a  corporation  by  such  name  as  they  shall  then  select,  which 
name  shall  not  be  that  of  any  other  existing  railroad  company  in 
this  State;  and  with  a  capital  stock  equal  to  the  total  face  amount 
of  the  mortgage  indebtedness,  exclusive  of  accrued  interest;  and 
thereupon  they  and  their  associates  and  successors  shall  become 
and  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  said  name,  and  with  such  a 
capital  stock;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  duties  of  railroad 
companies,  set  forth  in  the  general  laws  then  existing,  or  thereafter 
made,  relating  to  railroad  companies  in  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  Such  capital  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  issued  to  the  owners  of  such 
mortgage  indebtedness,  upon  the  surrender  and  assignment  thereof 
to  said  corporation,  at  the  rate  of  one  share  of  stock  for  every  one 
hundred  dollars  of  said  indebtedness  so  surrendered  and  assigned, 
at  its  face  value,  exclusive  of  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation,  as  thus  constituted,  may  at  said  meet- 
ing, or  at  any  subsequent  meeting  duly  warned  for  the  purpose, 
vote  to  make  its  said  capital  stock  a  preferred  stock,  and  to  increase 
its  capital  stock  by  issuing  common  stock  to  such  amount  as  it  may 
fix,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  the  amount  of  interest  accrued 
and  unpaid  on  all  the  mortgage  indebtedness  up  to  the  day  when 
the  decree  of  foreclosure  became  absolute,  and  of  one-half  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  which  owned  the 
equity  of  redemption  under  said  mortgage  prior  to  said  foreclosure. 
And  in  such  case  such  common  stock  may  be  issued  to  the  respec 
tive  parties  to  whom  such  accrued  interest  is  due,  at  the  rate  of 
one  share  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  one  hundred  dollars  of 
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said  interest,  on  the  surrender  and  assignment  of  said  corporation 
of  said  claim  for  interest;  and  also  to  the  owners  of  stock  in  said 
foreclosed  railroad  company,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  share  of 
one  hundred  dollars  of  said  common  stock  for  shares  to  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  two  hundred  dollars  par  value  of  the  stock  of 
said  foreclosed  railroad  company,  which  may  he  surrendered  and 
assigned  to  said  new  corporation  in  exchange  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  No  common  stock,  created  as  above  authorized,  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  any  dividends  until  dividends  have 
been  declared  on  the  total  amount  of  said  preferred  stock  at  its 
authorized  limit,  whether  issued  or  unissued,  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  corporation 
under  this  act;  hut  at  all  meetings  of  said  corporation  all  stock- 
holders shall  have  an  equal  right  to  vote,  each  casting  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  held  by  him,  whether  common  or  preferred. 

Sec.  V.  A  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  at  said  first  meet- 
ing at  which  said  corporation  is  organized. 

Sec  8.  Certificates  for  fractional  shares  of  stock  may  be  issued 
when  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  stock 
shall  be  issued  in  exchange  for  the  same,  when  presented  for 
exchange  in  amounts  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  par  value; 
but  the  holders  of  such  certificates  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  or 
to  receive  dividends  thereon. 

Sec  9.  All  executors,  administrators,  conservators,  guardians, 
and  trustees  may  surrender  and  assign  any  mortgage  or  other 
indebtedness,  whether  for  principal  or  interest,  or  any  stock  in  the 
New  Canaan  Railroad  Company,  held  by  them  as  such,  to  such 
new  corporation  in  exchange  for  its  stock,  in  the  manner  above 
provided. 

Sec  10.  The  chairman  and  secretary  of  said  first  meeting  at 
which  said  corporation  is  organized  shall  within  two  days  there-' 
after,  lodge  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this  State  a 
copy  certified  by  them  of  the  doings  of  said  meeting,  including  a 
copy  of  the  list  of  names  of  the  owners  and  the  amount  of  the 
mortgage  indebtedness,  read  at  the  same  by  the  managing  trustee 
under  the  mortgage;  and  a  copy  of  the  paper  so  lodged  and 
recorded,  certified  by  the  secretary  of  this  State,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  due  organization  of  said  corporation  in  the 
manner  therein  stated. 

Sec   11.     Said  trustees   under  said   mortgage,    whenever  the 
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major  part  of  the  face  of  the  mortgage  indebtedness  shall  have 
been  surrendered  and  assigned  to  said  new  corporation  in  exchange 
for  its  stock,  and  upon  the  settlement  between  them  and  said  cor- 
poration of  all  accounts  growing  out  of  said  mortgage  trust,  and 
due  payment  by  said  corporation  of  their  reasonable  charges  and 
expenses  accruing  from  and  in  the  execution  of  the  trust  under 
said  mortgage,  including  the  expenses  incident  to  said  first  meet- 
ing, shall  convey  to  said  corporation  and  its  successors  and  assigns, 
in  fee  simple,  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  said  trustees  in 
and  to  said  mortgaged  premises;  and  such  conveyance  being 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this  State  shall  be  effec- 
tual to  discharge  said  trustees  forever  from  said  trust,  and  to  vest 
said  premises  in  said  grantee,  in  fee  simple;  and  thereupon  said 
corporation  shall  have  all  the  franchises  and  rights  to  own,  com- 
plete, and  operate  said  road,  formerly  belonging  to  said  foreclosed 
company  or  appertaining  to  any  railroad  company  respecting  its 
road,  under  the  general  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  12.  If  any  holder  of  any  of  the  principal  of  said  mortgage 
indebtedness,  exchangeable  for  stock  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion four,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exchange  the  same  for  stock, 
within  one  year  after  notice  from  said  newly-formed  corporation 
that  it  is  ready  to  make  such  exchange,  said  corporation  may  apply 
to  any  judge  of  the  superior  court,  who,  after  reasonable  notice  to 
such  holder,  shall  appoint  three  appraisers  to  appraise  the  present 
fair  cash  value  of  his  interest  in  said  mortgage  indebtedness,  inclu- 
sive of  any  interest  accrued  thereon;  and  the  written  appraisal 
thereof  made  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  returned  to 
the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  in  Fairfield  County,  and  by  him 
recorded,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties;  and  on 
tender  of  the  sum  fixed  by  said  appraisal  to  said  party,  he  shall  be 
bound  to  surrender  and  assign  his  said  interest  in  said  mortgage 
indebtedness,  and  all  evidences  thereof  in  his  possession,  to  said 
corporation;  which  shall  thereupon  become  entitled  to  the  same, 
and  to  the  stock  for  which  the  same  may  be  exchangeable;  and 
may  issue  and  sell  such  stock  at  the  discretion  of  its  board  of 
directors.  The  costs  of  said  proceedings  for  an  appraisal  shall  be 
paid  by  said  corporation. 

Sec.  13.  This  act,  and  the  rights,  franchises,  privileges,  and 
duties  of  any  railroad  corporation  which  may  be  formed  under  its 
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provisions,  shall  be  subject  to  repeal  or  amendment,  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  14.  After  the  re-organization  of  the  company,  as  herein- 
before provided,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  charge 
more  than  six  and  one-quarter  cents  per  mile  on  any  portion  of  its 
line  of  road.

COLLISION  NEAR  THE  HARTFORD  TUNNEL. 

In  the  matter  of  the  collision  at  the  crossing  of  the  tracks  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  and  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad  above  the  tunnel  at  Hartford, 
June  30,  1883. 

This  was  a  collision  between  the  locomotives  of  the  west  bound 
noon  express  train  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  and  the  east  bound  Rockville  accommodation  on  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  at  the  crossing  of  the  two 
roads. 

The  orders  of  the  Commissioners  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the 
crossing  made  August  6,  1869,  were  as  follows,  viz.:  "That  the 
Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  may  run  their  passen- 
ger and  freight  trains  over  the-  track  of  the  Hartford,  Provi- 
dence &  Fishkill  Railroad  Company  at  the  crossing  nearest  the 
north  end  of  said  tunnel  without  stopping,  but  at  a  rate  of  speed 
not  exceeding  six  (6)  miles  per  hour;  and  it  is  also  ordered  that 
the  freight  trains  of  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  stop  at  the  crossing  east  of  the  first  mentioned  junction 
near  said  city  of  Hartford  every  time  both  ways  before  crossing 
said  track  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  fifty  feet  from  said  cross- 
ing, precedence  being  always  given  at  that  place  to  the  trains  of 
the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Railroad  when  at  said  branch 
crossing.  All  former  orders  relating  to  these  crossings  are  hereby 
revoked.  The  said  railroad  companies  as  a  safeguard  shall  keep 
a  switchman  at  each  end  of  said  tunnel  who  shall  have  charge  of 
the  switches  at  these  points." 

"That  the  Hariford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Railroad  Company, 
until  further  notice,  may  run  their  passenger  and  freight  trains 
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across  the  track  of  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Com- 
pany, north  of  the  tunnel  near  the  city  of  Hartford  without  stop- 
ping said  trains,  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  six  miles  per 
hour,  and  may  also  run  their  passenger  and  freight  trains  across 
the  track  of  said  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  at 
the  junction  east  of  said  first  crossing  at  a  rate  of  speed  not 
exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  as  a  safeguard  the  respective 
companies  shall  keep  a  switchman  at  each  end  of  said  tunnel  near 
the  city  of  Hartford  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  switches  at 
those  points." 

No  particular  difficulties  arose  in  the  running  of  these  two  roads 
under  this  order,  either  before  or  since  the  erection  of  the  present 
signal  tower;  but  since  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  road 
passed  into  the  control  of  and  became  merged  in  the  New  York 
&  New  England,  and  the  volume  of  its  business  became  so  much 
greater,  there  has  been  considerable  friction  and  some  ill  will 
between  the  employees  of  the  two  roads  and  occasion  was  taken 
in  this  investigation  to  make  known  various  grounds  of  complaint 
on  both  sides.  That  the  signal  was  all  right  for  the  west  bound 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  express  when  it  could  first  be 
seen  by  the  engineer  of  that  train  and  so  continued  until  the 
collision  we  have  no  doubt.  The  engineer  of  that  train  therefore 
was  not  at  fault  except  that  the  speed  of  his  train  was  in  excess 
of  the  limit  fixed  by  the  order  of  the  Commissioners. 

We  are  unable  to  reconcile  the  testimony  of  the  men  on  the 
New  England  train,  that  the  signal  was  all  right  for  that  train 
until  it  was  a  short  distance  from  the  crossing,  with  the  facts  as 
we  believe  them  to  be.  If  the  claim  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  officials  is  correct  the  signal  was  changed  four  times 
between  12  and  12.12 — three  of  the  changes  being  between  12.06 
and  12.12  and  all  while  Mr.  Selah  W.  Nott  sat  looking  toward 
the  signal  tower,  if  he  is  correct  in  saying  he  was  there  about  half 
an  hour  before  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  down 
express  came  along;  yet  Mr.  Nott  saw  but  one  change.  That 
change  was  in  our  judgment  the  change  made  after  the  west 
bound  New  York  &  New  England  express  passed  in  at  12.05  and 
before  the  east  bound  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  ex- 
press passed  up  at  12.07. 

And  we  are  further  of  opinion  that  the  signal  was  not  again 
changed  before  the  accident.

Whether  the  present  signal  ought  not  to  be  sufficient,  provided 
proper  care  is  exercised  by  the  employees  of  both  roads,  is  imma- 
terial; this  accident  and  other  narrow  escapes  from  collisions  show- 
that  it  is  not  sufficient.  "We  recommend  the  adoption  of  inter- 
locking signals  with  derailing  switches. 

And  we  further  find  that  the  trains  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  road  are  entitled  to  precedence  whenever  trains 
on  both  roads  are  approaching  at  about  the  same  time.

COLLISION  NEAR  PLAINVILLE. 

This  was  a  collision  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad 
between  a  regular  passenger  train  (No.  38)  and  a  gravel  train,  at 
5.28  p.  m.,  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  1883,  about  one  mile  east  of 
Plainville. 

No  blame  attaches  to  the  train-men  of  either  train. 

At  5.14  p.  m.,  the  following  "double  order"  was  sent  from 
Hartford  by  the  train  despatcher: 
"41  C.  &  E.  No.  38  Ch.  Hy. 
Goble  &  Engr.,  N.  B. 

Goble  west  has  until  five  thirty  (5.30)  to  make  Plainville  for  No, 
thirty-eight  (38).  12  E.  H.  P." 

Or  as  written  out  in  full. 
"Order  No.  41,  Conductor  and  Engineer  No.  38  Plainville. 
Goble  and  Engineer,  New  Britain. 

Goble  west  has  until  five  thirty  (5.30)  to  make  Plainville  for 
No.  thirty-eight  (38). 

Do  you  acknowledge  receipt  of  this  order,  and  how  do  you  under- 
stand it?  E.  H.  Phelps." 

The  proper  receipt  for  the  order  was  given  by  Goble  and  Vogt, 
the  conductor  and  engineer  of  the  gravel  train  at  New  Britain, 
and  by  the  telegraph  operator  Welch  at  Plainville,  and  at  5.16  the 
gravel  train  pulled  out  for  Plainville,  the  Plainville  turnout  being 
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about  4  miles  to  the  west  of  New  Britain.     At  5.28,  just  before 
reaching  the  turnout  it  collided  with  the  passenger  train. 

The  passenger  train  left  Bristol,  the  second  station  (the  first  tel- 
egraph station)  west  of  Plainville  at  5.17,  being  12  minutes  late. 
Arriving  at  Plainville  it  found  the  signal  in  position  indicating 
"No  orders/'  and  left  at  5.26,  or  8  minutes  late,  and  at  5.28,  when 
under  full  headway  collided  with  the  gravel  train.  The  baggage 
car  was  forced  up  on  to  the  tender  and  both  engines  were  badly 
damaged.  George  Knickerbocker,  engineer  of  the  passenger 
train,  and  Charles  Griswold  of  Plainville,  who  was  on  the  passen- 
ger train  were  both  killed,  and  C.  W.  Church,  the  Adams  Express 
messenger  badly  injured.  Engineer  Vogt  of  the  gravel  train, 
was  considerably  bruised. 

The  order  giving  the  gravel  train  the  right  of  way  against  the 
passenger  train  was,  as  above  stated,  sent  out  at  5.14  and  so  re- 
ceived and  receipted  for  by  the  operator  at  Plainville  11  or  12 
minutes  before  the  passenger  train  arrived.  In  that  time  he  so 
entirely  forgot  about  the  order  and  the  approach  of  the  train  to 
withdraw  the  "  stop  "  signal  and  show  "  no  orders,"  permitting  the 
passenger  train  to  go  on  without  notice  of  the  approaching  gravel 
train. 

The  immediate  cause  of  the  collision  was  therefore  Welch's 
allowing  the  passenger  train  to  pass  Plainville  without  communi- 
cating to  its  conductor  and  engineer  the  order  giving  the  gravel 
train  till  5.30  to  make  that  point.  In  acknowledging  the  receipt 
of  the  order,  Welch  in  pursuance  of  the  rules  of  the  company, 
simply  made  use  of  the  telegraphic  signal  "  X-"  This  by  the  rule 
signifies, 

"  I  have  displayed  my  train  order  signal,  and  I  hereby  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  order  and  pledge  myself  to  hold  the  train  or 
trains,  and  when  corrected  to  deliver." 

This  form  of  acknowledgment  was  adopted  when  the  ordinary 
position  of  the  signal  was  "at  safety,"  and  was  to  be  displayed 
"at  danger"  on  receipt  of  such  an  order.  At  present  the  signals 
are  kept  "at  danger,"  and  only  raised  to  permit  the  passage  of 
trains.  In  this  particular  case  had  the  operator  been  required  to 
do  some  act  on  the  receipt  of  the  order  it  would  probably  not  have 
been  forgotten. 

We  are  not  however  prepared  to  say  but  that  the  system  of 
keeping  the  signal  ordinarily  in  the  position  requiring  trains  to 
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come  to  a  full  stop  before  passing  it  unless  raised  in  the  sight  of 
the  engineer  is  the  safest  on  the  whole.  It  is  the  system  em- 
ployed on  many  of  the  well  managed  roads,  moving  trains  by 
telegraph. 

"While  the  collision  was  directly  attributable  to  the  forgetfulness 
of  the  operator  at  Plain  ville,  we  are  of  opinion  that  there  was  a 
grave  error  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  despatcher  at  Hart- 
ford. The  order  so  far  as  the  passenger  train  was  concerned 
could  not  be  complete  under  the  rules  of  the  company  till  the 
acknowledgment  of  its  receipt  had  been  given  by  the  conductor 
and  engineer  of  that  train,  and  while  the  necessities  of  business 
may  justify  a  despatcher  in  sometimes  moving  a  train  on  the  time 
of  another  before  notice  has  been  received  by  that  other,  relying 
on  the  operator  at  an  intervening  station  to  give  the  notice,  we  do 
not  think  that  a  gravel  train  should  be  sent  out  on  the  time  and 
in  the  face  of  a  passenger  train,  until  the  fullest  possible  protec- 
tion has  been  extended  to  the  latter  train  by  obtaining  not  only 
the  acknowledgment  of  the  order  from  the  operator  but  also  from 
both  conductor  and  engineer  of  the  passenger  train,  nor  even  then 
unless  in  case  of  more  pressing  urgency  than  seemed  to  us  to 
exist  in  this  instance. 

It  was  the  more  inexcusable  on  this  occasion  as  the  passenger 
train  did  not  leave  Bristol  till  3  minutes  after  the  order  was  sent 
out,  and  yet  no  attempt  was  made  to  reach  its  conductor  and  engi- 
neer before  they  left  that  station.  We  also  think  it  worthy  of 
careful  consideration  whether  it  is  a  safe  practice  to  employ,  as  at 
Plainville,  young  men  of  17  or  18  years  of  age  in  such  responsi- 
ble situations  where  the  lives  of  so  many  may  depend  on  the  most 
careful  attention,  correct  understanding  and  implicit  obedience  to 
orders  of  a  single  individual.  We  doubt  whether  the  quickness 
of  perception  and  execution  which  youths  of  that  age  possess  are 
as  important  to  the  safe  performance  of  their  duties  as  are  the 
steadiness  of  character  and  soundness  of  judgment  which  ordi- 
narily attend  on  more  mature  years.

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COLLISION  NEAR  UNION  CITY. 

This  was  a  collision  between  the  engine  of  a  working  train,  re- 
turning to  Waterbury  from  Towantic,  and  a  special  freight  train 
bound  west  from  Waterbury,  and  occurred  December  14,  1882,  at 
5.25  p.  m.,  at  which  the  following  persons  were  injured:  P.  Mona- 
han,  conductor,  William  Boughton,  engineer,  M.  H.  Shaw,  fire- 
man, John  Leary  and  James  Griffin,  brakemen,  and  two  others. 

None  of  the  trainmen  were  in  any  wise  in  fault.  The  sole  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  the  train  despatcher. 

At  12  m.  that  day  an  order  had  been  given  to  the  work-train 
engine  No.  80  at  Southford  to  run  to  Towantic  as  a  special  train 
ahead  of  No.  6,  engine  125,  and  then  authorizing  them  to  work 
between  Towantic  and  Waterbury  as  a  special  train  until  six, 
protecting  themselves  with  flags  against  Goble,  special  east,  engine 
106,  after  1.30  p.  m.,  which  order  was  also  left  at  Southford  for 
No.  6. 

After  the  sending  of  this  order  and  its  receipt  by  the  work 
train,  but  before  it  was  received  by  No.  6,  Despatcher  Hineman 
turned  over  the  office  to  Despatcher  Stuart,  about  12.18  without 
calling  his  attention  particularly  to  this  or  any  other  order,  as  is 
claimed  by  Stuart;  while  Hineman  thinks  he  gave  to  Stuart  a 
memorandum  of  outstanding  orders.  At  all  events  the  tram  sheet, 
while  it  showed  the  location  of  all  other  trains  did  not  show  the 
work-train  as  between  Southford  and  Waterbury.  Stuart's 
attention  was  however  called  to  the  order,  as  he  was  on  duty  at 
12.36  when  No.  6  arrived  at  Southford,  and  took  from  the  con- 
ductor and  engineer  the  acknowledgment  of  its  receipt.  And  as 
he  had  from  12.18  till  4.54  before  sending  out  the  special  west 
from  Waterbury  in  which  to  make  himself  familiar  with  all  out- 
standing orders,  he  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  collision.  It 
should  however  be  stated,  in  explanation  of,  and  to  some  extent  in 
excuse  for,  his  negligence,  that  the  work-train  had  for  some  weeks 
before  been  allowed  to  work  on  an  order  to  protect  itself  by  flags 
against  all  trains.  On  this  particular  day  the  form  of  the  order 
had  been  changed  so  that  the  work -train  only  had  to  protect  itself 
against  this  one  train  mentioned  in  the  order,  and  then  had  the 
right  to  the  track  against  all  trains  without  flagging,  of  which 
change  no  special  mention  was-  made  to  Stuart. 
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We  further  think  that  the  train  sheet  should  have  shown  the 
location  of  the  working  train  as  much  or  more  than  any  other; 
and  that  had  it  done  so  the  attention  of  Stuart  would  have  "been 
so  called  to  it  that  he  would  not  have  sent  out  the  special  on  the 
time  of  the  work  train  without  special  orders  to  both,  and  that 
therefore  Hineman  was  seriously  negligent  in  turning  the  train 
sheet  over  to  Stuart  without  putting  the  location  of  the  work  train 
upon  it.

THE  HARTFORD  FREIGHT-BRANCH  COLLISION. 

In  the  matter  of  the  collision  at  the  crossing  of  the  freight- 
branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and 
New  York  &  New  England,  at  Hartford,  June  7,  1883. 

On  the  day  in  question  an  east  bound  freight  train  on  the  New 
York  &  New  England  road,  consisting  of  an  engine  and  fifteen 
cars,  ran  into  a  freight  train  on  the  freight-branch  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road  at  Hartford,  which  was  being 
pushed  south  over  the  crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
road. 

On  the  6th  day  of  August,  1869,  the  following  orders  were 
issued  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners:  "  That  the  freight  trains  of 
the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  shall  stop  at  the 
crossing  east  of  the  first  mentioned  junction  near  said  city  of 
Hartford,  (being  the  crossing  of  the  freight- branch,)  every  time 
both  ways  before  crossing  said  track,  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than 
fifty  feet  from  said  crossing,  precedence  being  always  given  at 
that  place  to  the  trains  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill 
Railroad  when  at  said  branch  crossing.  All  former  orders  relat- 
ing to  these  crossings  are  hereby  revoked.  The  said  railroad  com- 
panies as  a  safeguard  shall  keep  a  switchman  at  each  end  of  said 
tunnel  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  switches  at  those  points." 

"That  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Railroad  Company 
until  further  notice  ....  may  also  run  their  passenger  and 
freight  trains  across  the  track  of  said  Hartford  &  New  Haven 
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Eailroad  Company,  at  the  junction  east  of  said  first  crossing  (being 
the  crossing  of  the  freight-branch)  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceed- 
ing eight  miles  per  hour." 

A  very  considerable  amount  of  testimony  was  introduced  to 
show  that  the  limitation  as  to  speed  had  not  been  observed  by  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  nor  the  require- 
ment to  stop  complied  with  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Company. 

There  is  no  question  but  what  the  limitation  of  speed  has  at 
times  been  exceeded  by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Company, 
and  possibly  the  spirit  of  the  order  in  regard  to  the  stop  to  be 
made  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Company  has 
been  disregarded,  though  there  was  no  positive  proof  of  it. 
Neither  is  there  in  our  judgment  any  doubt  but  that  on  the  day  in 
question  the  train  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  road  was,  up 
to  the  time  of  the  collision,  or  just  before  moving,  at  a  greater  rate 
of  speed  than  eight  miles  an  hour.  The  stop  required  by  the 
order  to  be  made  on  the  branch  track  had,  we  think,  been  made. 
If  the  speed  of  the  New  England  train  was  not  greater  than  that 
allowed  by  the  order,  then  clearly  the  speed  permitted  is  too  great, 
(unless  some  additional  precautions  are  adopted)  since  in  this  case 
it  was  found  impossible  to  stop  the  train  before  making  the  cross- 
ing, and  a  similar  condition  of  things  is  likely  frequently  to  exist 
at  this  point. 

We  think  a  signal  should  be  maintained  here,  and  since  the 
track  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road  is  only  for 
freight  purposes  the  normal  position  of  the  signal  should  block 
the  track  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road  and 
show  the  track  clear  for  the  New  York  &  New  England.

gaged,  or  shall  mortgage  its  railroad,  pursuant  to  law,  to  raiiroa^rop- 
secure  its  bonds,  and  has  included,  or  shall  include  in  said  erty. 
mortgages  all  or  any  part  of  its  rolling  stock,locomotives, 
and  cars,  whether  those  owned  by  it  at  the  date  of  said 
mortgage,  or  those  thereafter  to  be  acquired  by  it  for  use 
upon  said   railroad,  or  both,   such   mortgage   shall  be 
deemed  valid  and  effectual,  as  respects  all  the  property 
therein  included  as  aforesaid ;  and  may  be  foreclosed  in 
the  same  manner  as  ordinary  mortgages  of  real  estate ;

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CONSTITUTIONAL    AMENDMENT. 

Article  XXV. 
[Adopted  October,  1877.] 

No  county,  city,  town,  borough,  or  other  municipality  when  this  act 
shall  ever  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad takeB  effect. 
corporation  or  become  a  purchaser  of  the  bonds,  or 
make  donation  to,  or  loan  its  credit  directly  or  indirect- 
ly in  aid  of  any  such  corporation;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds  or  debts 
incurred  under  existing  laws,  nor  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  General  Assembly  from  authorizing  any  town 
or  city  to  protect,  by  additional  appropriations  of  money 
or  credit,  any  railroad  debt  contracted  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  amendment. 
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
